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ORGANIZER’S 
ORGANIZER 


I, a packed Harvard classroom, the 
shreds of tape that hold a black-and-red 
United Farm Workers flag to a black- 
board are curling in the humidty. Fred 
Ross — the man who taught Cesar Cha- 
vez and Dolores Huerta the organizing 
skills they have so successfully used to 
build the United Farmworkers Move- 
ment — is addressing the crowd. The “‘or- 
ganizer’s organizer’ is in town. 

‘Let me tell you a little bit about where 
we are, where we're going, and how we're 
going to get there,” begins the tall, mus- 
cular veteran of innumerable organizing 
efforts. One senses it’s the introduction 
he used when he fought for relocation 
and jobs for Japanese-Americans held in 
detention camps during World War II. 
And, no doubt, he used the same strong, 
patient approach when he was going door 
to door in the Sal Si Puedes (‘escape if 
you can’’) barrio of San Jose, California, 
where, as one of Saul Alinsky’s Commu- 
nity Service organizers, this gringo first 
confronted the disenfranchised Mexi- 
can-Americans with whom he would 
spend his life. 

The UFW boycott of California table 
grapes is nearly 10 years old. In 1975, 
that state’s governor, Jerry Brown, signed 
legislation that guaranteed organizers like 
Ross access to the unorganized laborers 
who toil in California’s fields and, more 
importantly, guaranteed the right of the 
workers to hold unimpeded union elec- 
tions. But often, Ross says, the ‘guaran- 
tee’’ was no more than a paper promise. 
“On one farm the owners hired security 
guards with cameras to take pictures of 
any worker talking to an organizer. And 
you can guess how secure his job was af- 
ter that. We got access to the land but no 
access to the workers, so what the hell 
good did that do?” 

His voice is rising as he explains how 
those who have gathered to hear him can

resist the growers’ efforts to destroy the 
law. “Boston is one of the first places 
grapes will hit when they start coming 
through in the next few weeks. And with 
the way the growers are behaving, you 
can expect grape strikes. That is why the 
grass-roots support must be ready to re- 
spond with committees, with phone 
‘trees,’ with the whole schmegeggel,” he 
says. The word draws a murmur from the 
audience, but Ross smiles for only a sec- 
ond. 

‘‘And the thing to keep in mind is that 
after we win in California, we'll be com- 
ing east to the citrus fields in Florida, to 
the cranberry bogs and apple orchards of 
New England, to the potato fields on 
Long Island and the tomato fields in New 
Jersey. And then into the cities, where 
our efforts will be for a PPU — a Poor 
People’s Union. Like Martin Luther King, 
we have a dream,” Ross says. With plans 
for family service centers, buyers’ clubs 
and food co-ops, the movement — in- 
deed it now eschews the very word union 
— is struggling to dispel the image of cor- 
rupt trade unionism that can exploit 
workers more insidiously than manage- 
ment does. 

It is the same kind of exploitation that 
Ross criticizes when he takes aim at the 
slow efforts by poverty programs to win 
for his people what non-violent direct ac- 
tion has given them much more quickly. 
In his view, the ‘poverty pimps, those 
great champions of the poor who are 
chasing the buck to the tune of $21,000 a 
year” have sold his people out. UFW 
workers receive room, board, transpor- 
tation and $5 a week. 

Fred Ross helped the UFW make use of 
the organizing technique known as the 
“house meeting,”’ and through his story- 
telling skill one gets some insight into 
what his early talks at the homes of Cesar 
and Richard Chavez must have been like. 

“I'll be back this way,” the organizer 
says, “but in the meantime I want to 
make you an offer I’m sure you'll have a 
hard time turning down. It’s $5 a week, 
room, board and transportation.”

CHANGING 
CHANNELS 


or some time I've had this notion 
that Id like to write a piece called ‘Cross- 
ing the Boston-Los Angeles Border.’ The 
ideal life would be to go back and forth 
from one to the other, because these cities 
are totally different but both are totally 
comfortable,” Dan Wakefield says, jam- 
ming some Prince Albert into a well- 
chewed pipe and settling himself in the 
folds of his this-house-is-owned-by-a- 
chic-writer couch at his Commonwealth 
Avenue apartment. 

The author of nearly a dozen books of 
fiction and reportage, Wakefield may yet 
get his shot at a home on the West Coast. 
The latest project for which the keys of 
his typewriter have been snapping is 
James at 15, a television series to air on 
NBC in late fall. Although as much film- 
ing as possible will be done in Boston, 
Wakefield will undoubtedly be spending 
time in Los Angeles in the coming year. 
The question that remains unanswered is 
whether television is ready for a “‘mean- 
ingful relationship’ with a writer from 
the Back Bay? 

To hear Wakefield tell it, the first en- 
counters have been joyful, and his two- 
hour pilot (11 single hours, nine to be 
written by others, will follow) is as close 
to a network Catcher in the Rye as the 
public is likely to get.

“One of the things about a novel is that 
no matter what pleasure you get from it, 
you really have to be in isolation when 
you're writing it and this was the first 
time for a long time that I was really writ- 
ing something that involved other human 
beings,’ he says. For Wakefield, the ten- 
sion that arises out of collaboration 
among writer, producer and director has 
taken away some of the loneliness. For 
other writers, used to the privacy of 
months at a time in a quiet room of one’s 
own, the frenzy of collaboration can be 
stultifying. 

“T just finished a novel (Home Free) 
where there was an awful lot of descrip- 
tion, but for television I could just say 
‘Exterior Farm House A’ and let the dia- 
logue fly. Somebody else had to do the 
rest,’ the elfin-faced Wakefield says, 
seemingly relieved of a kind of work that 
sounds more like chore than craft. 

For three days of local filming, Wake- 
field took his new Hollywood friends and 
associates through the ‘establishing 
shots” of Boston. His script is about a 
family that moves here from Oregon be- 
cause the father is hired to teach at a small 
college in the Back Bay. James — Wake- 
field's Holden Caulfield of the ‘70s — is 
the 15-year-old son who marvels at the 
crowds of Quincy Market, walks wide- 
eyed through the Combat zone, and is 
fascinated by the wonders of the Park 
Street MBTA. Resisting the notion that it 
is prohibitively expensive to bring the 
filming all the way to Boston, Wakefield 
argued that people are tired of seeing 
shows set only in California or New 
York. But what if they tire of endless vi- 
sions of the Hub? “We thought about 
that, and the possibility of the show cost- 
ing too much, and decided we could al- 
ways have the father get a job back in 
California,” Wakefield admits, laughing 
nervously. It’s the laugh of the compro- 
mise solution, music to network ears. 

When the show goes into full produc- 
tion, Wakefield will undertake the role of

story consultant. The pilot includes such 
established faces as Kate Jackson; the 
music has been scored by Nashville's 
Richard Baskin. 

Will television be good to Dan Wake- 
field? “I can’t really know,” he says, ‘but 
I've weathered good reviews and bad.”’ 


FRUITS OF 
HIS LABORS 


s Donn Moulton sits in his clut- 
tered, comfortable North Cambridge 
studio, he looks like the very picture of a 
contented artist. He is friendly, humor- 
ous, confident, yet humble. He has 
struggled, but his reward has come. His 
studio is quiet these days — he is ‘‘be- 
tween things now” — but there is still 
much evidence of how he has spent the 
past five years. 

Without question, Moulton is “Mr. 


Apple” in the art world. Indeed, all he has’ 


done during the last five years is make 
apples, two varieties in two sizes. He has 
had four. apple shows at the Kornblee gal- 
lery in New York, and one*in Paris. Or 
perhaps you have noticed his “Classic 
Delicious 462” resting in a glass case at 
the ‘‘Where’s Boston?’ exhibition. Many 
a diner at the restaurant in the Institute of 
Contemporary Art has cast a hungry eye 
at two of Donn’s ‘’Grand Delicious”’ vari- 
eties hanging high on the wall above his 
table. Last year, I. M. Pei commissioned 
him to make 26 apples for the lounge in 
the new John Hancock building. His 
apples are popping up more frequently in 
tne homes of art collectors in Boston and 
New York. 

Most of Donn’s works have diameters 
of 30 inches (‘‘Classic Delicious’’ and 
“Classic Round,’’ for $2000 apiece) or 46 
inches (‘‘Grand Delicious’ and ‘Grand 
Round,” which sell for $4000). ‘I’m not 
sure just how they should be classified,’’ 
he says. ‘‘Gargantuan realism, maybe. I

call them painted, illusionistic bas-reliefs 
made from fiber glass and sprayed with 
15 coats of lacquer paint. That's what 
they really are. When we were in pro- 
duction, | made an average of about 20 a 
year. I’ve made 116 in all. The first step is 
to make a model from body putty, the 
same kind that is used to patch up cars. 
From the model I make a fiber glass mold, 
and then the fiber glass relief. After the 
relief is sanded and smoothed out, 15 
layers of lacquer paint — which is called 
‘Apple Candy,’ by the way — are sprayed 
on and allowed to dry for a month.”’ Since 
1972, Donn has sold $71,200 worth of 
apples made this way. 

But apples didn’t come to him easily. 
After graduating from Kent State, Donn 
took a job classifying top-secret docu- 
ments in the Pentagon to avoid the Kor- 
ean War draft. But he disliked his job so 
intensely that he allowed himself to be 
drafted. After the war, he got a master’s 
degree in fine arts from the University of 
lowa and taught for three years at the 
University of Manitoba in Winnepeg be- 
fore moving to New York to launch his 


career as an artist. He was frustrated be- 
cause he had not yet made a “‘significant 
statement’ with his art. He started with 
still lifes inspired by Matisse. Then he 
moved toward pop art: vases and flowers 
were replaced by decks of cards, cig- 
arette packages and chewing gum. 

“This was the beginning of my illu- 
sionistic paintings,” Donn says. ‘But it 
was hard to get recognition. In New 
York, no one paid any attention to your 
work unless some well-known artist said 
you were worth the attention. Then 
everyone became interested. But I got 
tired of the New York scene and moved 
to Cambridge in 1968.” 

In 1970, three events changed Donn 
Moulton’s life, and his apples were the 
result. “My girlfriend ran away with 
another man, I came down with hepati- 
tis, and the cut-outs of women’s figures 
that I had been working on appeared in 
Time by another artist. I was never so low 
in my life. But then I started to review my 
whole life. I wanted to find out what it 
was that I really liked. If I knew, I could 
express it artistically. 

‘I wrote down everything that I liked. 
After a while, there was no doubt about 
the pattern. Most everything on the list 
was smooth and curvilinear — a woman’s 
ass, the rear end of a 1937 Mercury, a 
Ford Coupe. Then I made a still life on 
white that included an egg and an apple 
to go along with the candy bars, ciga- 
rettes and chewing gum. The decision 
was narrowed down to either eggs or 
apples. After trying eggs, I decided on 
apples. And I went into production in 
May of 1972. But I still wasn’t sure how | 
had decided on apples, and really only 
half-apples. It didn’t occur to me until a 
year later where the apples must have 
come from. In the back of my parents’ 
house in Ravenna, Ohio, was an apple or- 
chard. I played in the orchard a lot as a 
kid. My strongest memory of the or- 
chard is seeing apples lying on the 
ground surrounded by grass so that only 
one half was showing.” 





Employing the same techniques that he 
used with apples, Donn is now in the ex- 
perimental stages of his next project — 
rocks. Gargantuan rocks, six or seven feet 
long and three feet across. With the 
money he received from the John Han- 
cock apples, Donn bought an acre of land 
on Otis Point on the Maine coast. He 
plans to spend the summer in an aban- 
doned boat house on his property mak- 
ing giant models of rocks. 


PEACE 
PERSON 


= Peace People Movement of 
Northern Ireland is no longer big news, 
as it was nine months ago, when its mass 
rallies brought Ulster’s Catholics and 
Protestants together for a first timid em- 
brace. The demise of the peace effort has 
been prophesied — and worked for — by a 
whole cluster of Irish factions whose vio- 
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lence the group rejected with the simple 
statement: ‘You don’t speak for us.”’ 
The movement began last August af- 
ter three small children were run over by 
an Irish Republican Army getaway car 
whose driver had just been killed by a 
British soldier. Betty Williams, who saw 
the incident, and Mairead Corrigan, the 
children’s aunt, managed to bring out 
10,000 people for a peace rally four days 
later. The ‘Declaration of the Peace 
People’ now has 300,000 signatures, 
nearly one-third of Northern Ireland’s

adult population. 

The movement's lessened visibility is 
deliberate, Williams stressed last week in 
a Boston visit, the last stop on a month- 
long cross-country tour to urge Ameri- 
cans to stop funding Irish paramilitary 
organizations. ‘‘We had to get this Peace 
Movement out from the charismatic 
phase and on the ground, where it be- 
longed .... When this movement erup- 
ted on the scene, it was done out of a tre- 
mendous emotion. . . . And then we sud- 
denly realized that it was no use going out 
every Saturday (for a rally) and throw- 
ing your hands up to Heaven and ex- 
pecting peace to fall out in a big lump. It 
was something that had to be worked at.’ 

Dozens of under-funded projects are in 
the planning stage, Williams com- 
mented. Others are already underway, 
like a factory to make leather goods and 
another to produce stationery supplies, a 
refuge for battered women, and recrea- 
tion centers for the children. There’s also 
a team of ‘Peace People’ visiting men in 
prison, ‘so when they come out they'll be 
sort of half-rehabilitated and demilitar- 
ized-a little bit.’’ 

Betty Williams seems intent on demol- 
ishing any “sweetness and light’ stereo- 
types one might have had about her. ‘I’m 
sort of called ‘the earthy one’ — you know 
— ‘the kick-them-in-the-shins, sock-it- 
to-them peace person,’ and Mairead is 
very much a spiritual being,” she volun- 
teered cheerfully to reporters. As for 
those “who look on us as a ‘petticoat bri- 


gade’ or sort of ‘another nice little peace 
group’ — you know, I’m not one bit nice, 
at all. I’m the most aggressive peace per- 
son you're ever likely to meet.” 

Despite her courage in the face of 
many threats, Williams sees herself as 
just ‘the normal Northern Irish person 
.... And I’m speaking for thousands of 
others who are exactly like myself, who 
maybe understood — as a Catholic — why 
the war started, but who can’t under- 
stand any longer what it’s all about, when 
we see what's going on in our areas.” Af- 
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ter her 13-year-old son was severely 
beaten, Williams did come close to drop- 
ping out of the movement, but stayed in 
at his urging. ‘‘It’s a calculated risk every 
time you open the door,”’ she noted. Her 
children, she says, scarcely go out: “ Any- 
body who cares about their children in 
Northern Ireland just keeps them very 
close.”’ 

Betty Williams is obviously impatient 
with people so used to violence that they 
have come to accept it as a way of life. 
She is at least as weary of those who im- 
mediately label others Catholic or Prot- 
estant’ (‘there's too much religion and 
not enough Christianity in Northern Ire- 
land’’). Nor does she accept the notion 
that just getting more Catholics into po- 
sitions of power would change things. 
Despite the ever-present hecklers (at her 
speeches in Boston as elsewhere), despite 
the criticism that she’s a patsy for the 
British, a- traitor to other Catholics, a 
hopelessly naive idealist, a publicity 
hound, and half-a-dozen other things, 
Betty Williams gives the impression of 
being a woman who still has a lot of en- 
ergy left in her. To be sure, she’s very ea- 
ger to ‘have my private life back,” to 
work more behind the scenes. But she 
hastens to add, “I'll always be working 
for peace somewhere. It’s a bug that bites 
you and there’s nothing you can do about 
it. You just have to keep at it, you know: 
But maybe when we get Northern Ire- 
land sorted out, the rest of the world can 
take a look at us.” — Susan Abrams

FERNALD 
STORY 


The following letter (dated April 19) 
was written by a direct-care staff person 
at Fernald who claims to have witnessed 
everything described.

On March 21, a little girl, institution-

‘mentally retarded’’ in Waltham, 
smashed her hand through a window on 
the second floor of the Green Blind Unit. 
She was angry and confused because she 
was not sleeping in her own unit but on 
the floor in another ward. (Her ward was 
being painted in order to meet the stan- 
dards set for federal funding under the 
Title 19 Act.) Her hand was bandaged, 
and repairs for the window were or- 
dered. 

For three weeks, the window was a 
gaping hole, letting in cold air at night, 
tempting to throw objects from, and fun 
to hang out of. On April 11 at 6:00, a 
resident was reported missing from the 
unit. Security guards found him near the 
building, clutching his leg. He walked 
back to the building, where nurses and 
security guards drilled him about what 
happened. He said, ‘’Fell out of the win- 





dow, too far.’’ The fall was 30 feet. Even 
so, no one believed him, and wanted him 
to walk into the nursing station. It took 
the intervention of two staff who knew 
him to be honest to have him put in a 
wheelchair, and taken in the station wag- 
on (which serves as the Fernald ambu- 
lance) to Thom Hospital. The leg was 
broken; the window was repaired 15 min- 
utes later. 

The people responsible for this are the 
administration of Fernald, who preside 
over an institution which is constantly 
causing injury, abuse, dangerous situa- 
tions and wanton neglect of the resi- 
dents, who are there because they were 
born ‘‘different.”’ 

The boy who fell was then taken to 
Waltham Hospital. The fracture was a 
bad one, and he was in pain. The reports 
stated that he ‘‘jumped’’ from the win- 
dow, despite his repeated assertion that 
he fell and despite his ready ability to dis- 
tinguish between the two actions. 

The doctor who finally put the cast on 
the boy did not arrive until 9:30. His par- 
ents and the staff member who accom- 
panied him asked whether an anesthetic 
could be given to ease the pain. The doc- 
tor became offended by the question and, 
knowing there was no other doctor to 
help, left the room. Two nurses an- 
nounced that the family and staff would 
have to leave or he would refuse to treat 
the boy. They left, reluctantly, and he 
was then kept in the hospital for three 
days’ observation. 

He is now lying in Thom Hospital at 
Fernald. He is in a small room, isolated 
from everyone else. There is one win- 
dow, which is covered with a wire grat- 
ing. The window is always closed, and 
the room reeks of urine. After four days, 
and many objections by staff, the ban on 
his using a wheelchair was lifted. He is 
still not allowed to go outside with staff 
supervision. For four days he was not 
dressed, and when the sheet draped over 
him fell off, he was naked. The door to 
his room is usually wide open, except on 
a few occasions when it has been locked. 
The staff who work with him are trying 
to provide him with activities and some 
programs while he is in the hospital, but 
chronic understaffing is making this very 
difficult. Moreover, hospital staff will not 
allow decorations on the wall, have no ra- 
dio or TV to provide, and will not allow 
him a chair, table, or cabinet to keep puz- 
zles, coloring books, and other pastimes 
in. On April 20, the head doctor in- 
formed the staff that he would not be al- 
lowed any visitors, because he had 
scratched a nurse when a large group who 
were celebrating his birthday left on the 
19th. This restriction was repealed the 
same day, as staff refused to accept it. 

This is the story of one boy whose life 
has been endangered by his environment 
and who continues to suffer the severe 
deprivations which are routine at Fer- 
nald. He lies in the bed most of the day, 
with no stimulation. He and others are 
being abused under the guise that it is for 
their protection. The result is inhumane, 
insensitive, and illegal practices. ‘’Retar- 
ded’’ people are as sensitive to cold, pain, 
deprivation, boredom, or love as you or I. 
This fact is chronically disregarded at 
Fernald. The conditions the boy is en- 
during would certainly damage any “‘nor- 
mal” child. 

There is nowhere to bring the boy’s 
case but before the public, and ask that 
people protest the existence of an insti- 
tution where young people fall out of 
broken windows. The situation must 
change. How this change will occur is 
anyone’s guess. The first step is to end 
the silence which surrounds what hap- 
pens at Fernald.

The reports 
stated that he “jumped” from the win- 
dow, despite his repeated assertion that 
he fell and despite his ready ability to dis- 
tinguish between the two actions. 

The doctor who finally put the cast on 
the boy did not arrive until 9:30. His par- 
ents and the staff member who accom- 
panied him asked whether an anesthetic 
could be given to ease the pain. The doc- 
tor became offended by the question and, 
knowing there was no other doctor to 
help, left the room. Two nurses an- 
nounced that the family and staff would 
have to leave or he would refuse to treat 
the boy. They left, reluctantly, and he 
was then kept in the hospital for three 
days’ observation. 

He is now lying in Thom Hospital at 
Fernald. He is in a small room, isolated 
from everyone else. There is one win- 
dow, which is covered with a wire grat- 
ing. The window is always closed, and 
the room reeks of urine. After four days, 
and many objections by staff, the ban on 
his using a wheelchair was lifted. He is 
still not allowed to go outside with staff 
supervision. For four days he was not 
dressed, and when the sheet draped over 
him fell off, he was naked. The door to 
his room is usually wide open, except on 
a few occasions when it has been locked. 
The staff who work with him are trying 
to provide him with activities and some 
programs while he is in the hospital, but 
chronic understaffing is making this very 
difficult. Moreover, hospital staff will not 
allow decorations on the wall, have no ra- 
dio or TV to provide, and will not allow 
him a chair, table, or cabinet to keep puz- 
zles, coloring books, and other pastimes 
in. On April 20, the head doctor in- 
formed the staff that he would not be al- 
lowed any visitors, because he had 
scratched a nurse when a large group who 
were celebrating his birthday left on the 
19th. This restriction was repealed the 
same day, as staff refused to accept it. 

This is the story of one boy whose life 
has been endangered by his environment 
and who continues to suffer the severe 
deprivations which are routine at Fer- 
nald. He lies in the bed most of the day, 
with no stimulation. He and others are 
being abused under the guise that it is for 
their protection. The result is inhumane, 
insensitive, and illegal practices. ‘‘Retar- 
ded”’ people are as sensitive to cold, pain, 
deprivation, boredom, or love as you or I. 
This fact is chronically disregarded at 
Fernald. The conditions the boy is en- 
during would certainly damage any ‘‘nor- 
mal” child. 

There is nowhere to bring the boy’s 
case but before the public, and ask that 
people protest the existence of an insti- 
tution where young people fall out of 
broken windows. The situation must 


change. How this change will occur is 
anyone's guess. The first step is to end 
the silence which surrounds what hap- 
pens at Fernald.

I. person, Carl Henry Stevens Jr., 47, 
hardly seems to live up to the reputation 
that precedes him. It is Sunday morning, 
after a service in the auditorium of the 
Charlotte Dunning (public) School in 
Framingham, and Stevens is mingling 
with 100 or so followers in the lobby. A 
man of medium height and build, he 
sports a forest-green double-knit suit and 
an unmistakable strawberry-blond 
toupee. People crowd eagerly around to 
catch his eye or to exchange a few words 
with the Pastor. Clutching her Bible to 
her breast, a stout woman in a polyester 
pants suit rushes across the lobby simply 
to grab his hand. Like a veteran 
campaigner, Stevens seems to enjoy the 
glad-handing and to feed on the 
adulation. When appropriate, he flashes 
an ever-ready Dale Carnegie grin. From 
across the room, he might be mistaken for 
a successful used-car salesman or a small- 
time politician. A congenial man, 
perhaps, but charismatic? Controversial? 
A powerful, mesmerizing personality? 
Even the sermon on this particular 
morning had been something of a 
disappointment — a disjointed, 
extemporaneous rambling — but the 
Pastor’s flock hadn’t seemed to notice. 

Founder and president of The Bible 
Speaks, a Christian missionary group 
which some months ago moved its 
‘international headquarters” from South 
Berwick, Maine, to the picturesque town 
of Lenox in the Berkshires, Carl Stevens 
calls himself ‘“‘God’s Man,” “the 
Prophet’ and the Lord’s ‘Anointed’ and 
exacts from his followers an 
unquestioning obedience that has 
prompted comparisons of The Bible 
Speaks to cults like the Children of God 
and the Unification Church of Sun 
Myung Moon. Thanks to the generosity 
of his followers — who send money to six 
daily radio programs and drop checks 
into the plastic collection buckets — 
Stevens's empire has grown considerably 
in the past four years. (In one newspaper 
interview, The Bible Speaks put its 
income at $750,000 a year.) In Maine and 
Massachusetts, The Bible Speaks has 
been purchasing large “white elephant’ 
properties — usually bankrupt or 
financially troubled private schools — at 
bargain prices. 

The Bible Speaks headquarters, and 
the home of Stevens School of the Bible 
in Lenox, is the former Lenox School, 
once an exclusive Episcopal boarding 
school for boys, which went under in the 
early ‘70s. In a rash of buying last spring, 
The Bible Speaks purchased this 88-acre 
school and two others in the Berkshires — 
the Fokine Ballet Camp in Lenox and the 
Lexia School in neighboring Lee — a total 
of 133 acres for $1.1 million. 

In Maine, the group holds the former 
St. Louis Home in Scarboro, the one-time 
St. Joseph Academy in South Berwick, 
and a scattering of smaller properties, 
amounting in total purchase price to more 
than $400,000. 

Stevens shuttles among The Bible

Speaks properties several times a week in 
the four aircraft the group now owns — 
two helicopters and two small airplanes — 
logging, he reports, 300,000 miles a year. 
On the ground, the Pastor travels by 
Lincoln Continental, one of several 
luxury cars driven by Bible Speaks 
officials. (A blue Lincoln parked recently 
outside the Lenox headquarters bore the 
vanity license plate ““WORD."’) 

It is difficult to judge how many people 
follow the word of the Pastor. From the 
Phoenix's observations, it appears that 
followers number at least 1000, possibly 
as many as 2000 or 3000. Stevens and the 
young pastors surrounding him boast 
continually of the group’s ‘‘amazing’”’ (a 
favorite Bible Speaks adjective) and 
divinely inspired growth. Every week 
followers hear of new properties under 
negotiation, of new missionary teams to 
join those in half a dozen countries, of 
new radio programs to spread the word 
and collect contributions from places as 
far away as Florida and Oklahoma. 

All this is, of course, the minor leagues 
when compared to the nationwide 
financial empire of Rev. Moon, which 
includes estates, a hotel in the heart of 
Manhattan, and a desirable Beacon Street 
townhouse in Boston. But Carl Stevens 
has, nevertheless, come a long way. A 
high-school dropout who once supported 
his family by driving a Cushman bakery 
truck door-to-door in southwest Maine, 
Stevens now goes by the title “ Doctor’’ (a 
recently acquired honorary degree) and 
relishes his success among thick carpets 
and heavy drapes in his newly 
redecorated office in an old mansion 
overlooking a lovely Berkshire vista. 

* * * 


A, first glance, The Bible Speaks 
could pass for one of hundreds of small, 
independent churches that have 
prospered in the evangelical and 
charismatic revival of recent years. To the 
press and outsiders, the group frequently 
describes itself as ‘‘just Bible-believing 
Christians’’ who shun denominational 
labels and who preach the love of Jesus 
and the need for a person to be ‘born 
again” to gain salvation. Given a chance, 
Bible Speaks followers will offer their 
“testimony” about how the group has 
saved them from drugs, alcohol, suicide, 
divorce, mental illness or other troubles. 
Stevens himself claims to have “‘saved’’ 
500 marriages. This is the sunny side of 
The Bible Speaks, which appears to be 
nothing more than an extremely 
enthusiastic religious movement, 
preaching love, tolerance and acceptance 
and offering refuge to the lost. 


But The Bible Speaks has another side, 
a dark aspect.which deals in fear and 
threatening prophecy and which is 
controlled absolutely and autocratically 
by Pastor Carl Stevens according to the 
plan he claims to have received directly 
from God. The Book of Miracles, one of 
the Bible Speaks publications, recounts 
the Pastor’s personal interview with God: 
“In the early 1960’s when Pastor Stevens 
was preaching to a couple of very small 
congregations, God called him one day to 
the back of the woods near a lake. There 
the Lord Jesus baptized him with what 
Pastor describes as liquid waves of love. 
Along with this experience God promised 
him several things. First and foremost, 
God promised an anointing upon every 
message he would preach from then on. 
Secondly, God gave the Scripture Isaiah 
43:19 and showed the Pastor he would 
build a church that the-gates of hell could 
not prevail against .... He promised a 
revival which would be based upon the 
WORD OF GOD that would exhibit 
‘balance’ in the Scripture. The Lord said 
that this revival would cover the 
Northeast Seaboard and the world.” 


The key word in this account is 
“anointing,”’ an Old Testament concept 
uséd by Stevens to indicate that his 
sermons have more than human 
authority, that they come directly from 
God. But, unlike the Pope of the Roman 
Catholic Church, who invokes his claim 
to infallibility only infrequently, and then 
only on matters of Church doctrine, 
Stevens purports to speak for God 
regularly and, if he chooses, on all 
matters, including the details of 
followers’ lives, like where they live and 
— sometimes — whom they should marry. 
He teaches that he has been appointed to 
rule The Bible Speaks, “God's 
government,” by a doctrine called 
“delegated authority” that is considered 
unorthodox in most Protestant 
evangelical circles. (Evangelical churches 
are usually anti-hierarchical and stress 
the individual's direct, immediate 























relationship with Jesus. They are 
commonly governed by the 
congregation.) 


_ Bible Speaks is structured like an 
army (a metaphor Stevens himself 
sometimes uses, calling himself ““God’s 
five-star general’). The young pastors 
are to obey Stevens without question and 
“the pastor's sheep,” the non-coms, are 
to obey their local pastors. One is never to 
doubt, contradict, question or criticize a 
superior officer. 

The gospel according to Carl Stevens 
has its own vocabulary, a set of code 
words which are sprinkled liberally 
through his sermons and which are, at 
first, difficult for the outsider to 
understand. In some cases, terms seem 
conveniently vague. Meanings can shift 
as the occasion dictates. One key to 
Stevens’s teaching is “‘God’s Plan,” the 
evangelical mission of The Bible Speaks 
to save souls in the final days before the 
approaching apocalypse. Stevens himself 
apparently says no one knows when the 
end will be, but students at the Bible 
school say they are taught that Biblical 
prophecy suggests the end will come in 
1988, following seven years of tribulation 
which “born again’’ believers will be 
spared. 

“Rebellion” and its opposites — 
“humility,”’ submission,” 
‘‘brokenness,”’ and ‘‘obedience’’ — are 
frequent sermon themes, along with 
persecution, which Stevens seems to see 
everywhere (even in the decisions of the 
Lenox Zoning Board and in newspaper 
stories). 

Proper humility is illustrated by an 
anecdote in which Stevens tells of a 
woman who called off a marriage through 
his intercession. His method of 
intervening is interesting. The woman, 
Mrs. Donna MacLean of Brunswick, 
Me., told the Phoenix that she received 
word from Stevens, through her own 
pastor, that if she went ahead with the 
marriage to “‘a man who is not right on 
with God, within seven months I would 
either be in an institution or committing 
suicide.” According to Mrs. MacLean, 
Stevens later told her this was a vision 
God showed him while he was driving his 
car. 

In one classic Stevens sermon, “The 
Humility of Submission,” (one of 
hundreds preserved on tape and available 
after services at the Bible Speaks 
bookstore for $5 apiece, or three for $10), 
the Pastor discourses at length on 
rebellion and the penalties for 
disobedience. Stevens cajoles and exhorts 
his followers to relinquish their wills 
completely to him. “The whole system of 
sin starts with rebellion. ‘I don’t agree 
with everything he (the Pastor) says.’ ‘I 
do not go along with that.’ What is that? 
(Stevens's voice rises angrily.) Calling 
God’s government a liar? Calling Jesus 
Christ’s program wrong?” 


Bis who rebel or speak against 
Stevens and The Bible Speaks will be 
punished severely by God, Stevens has 
often prophesied. As one former 
parishioner described the teaching, 
‘Either you agree with the Pastor or 
God’'ll get you.” In a December sermon, 
Stevens told the story of a man who 
cursed him and who shortly afterward 
contracted cancer of the tongue. As the 
Pastor tells it, this man, who had been 
drinking, crashed into the Pastor's car, 
got out and cursed the Pastor, and then 
‘‘condemned and cursed him from door to 
door” for three days. ‘‘Within three 
months from that day, he went to the 
doctor and the doctor told him he had 
cancer of the tongue... . His name is Alan 
Dyer .... His tongue got worse and 
worse .... Then they made a hole in his 
voice box.” Before the end, Stevens says 
the man said “ ‘I’m sorry I cursed you, 
preacher. Please take my kids to Sunday 
school.’ ” 

Such stories have their effect on those 
who follow Stevens. After criticizing the 
Pastor, Barbara Weymouth of Hollis 
Center, Maine, who once had children in 
the Bible Speaks school in Scarboro, says 
she was told by a follower, ‘The Lord will 
punish you for saying that kind of thing. 
Pastor Stevens can punish you. He'll 
dissolve your tongue!” 

Stevens prepares followers for the 
criticism such authoritarian teachings are 
bound to arouse by prophesying 
persecution. “If you're with Jesus Christ, 
you're going to be left alone again and 
again. ...A Christian in the next two 
years will face things he’s never faced, 
especially starting in the middle of 1978.”

Followers are also repeatedly warned to 
expect persecution from their families. 
Letting family attachments prevail. over 
(or even compete with) loyalty to The 
Bible Speaks is dismissed scornfully as 
“sentimentality.” One frequently hears 
the following passage from Matthew 
quoted: ‘For I have come to set a man 
against his father and a daughter against 
her mother, and daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law, and a man’s foes will 
be those of his own household. He who

loves father or mother more than me 
is not worthy of me; and he who loves 
son or daughter more than me is not 
worthy of me; and he who does not take 
his cross and follow me is not worthy of 
me.”

own preaching by radio and helicopter? 
These days, Carl Stevens likes to portray 
himself as a successful,-self-made 
businessman who gave up all to “‘lay 
down his life’ to preach the Word. On 
several occasions when Stevens or his 
spokesman, Daniel Lewis, have answered 
reporters’ questions about his 
background, the accounts have been 
inconsistent — in some cases, apparently 
inaccurate. Most of these accounts differ 
on several points from the career history 


which the Phoenix has been able to piece 
together from Stevens's family, former 
associates, and other sources. When the 
Phoenix approached The Bible Speaks 
and Stevens for an interview to clarify 
questions about his background and 
other aspects of his career and teachings, 
we were referred after considerable delay 
to the group’s attorney, Andrew Campoli 
of Pittsfield. Campoli refused such an 
interview, saying Stevens is seldom in 
Lenox and works “24 hours a day.” The 


Phoenix offered to meet Stevens at any 
time, but Campoli asserted such an 
interview was “impossible.” He did agree 
to ‘‘see’’ about a request for a visit by the 
Phoenix to the Lenox campus and to call 
back with an answer. The answer never 
came. Campoli and Carl Stevens have yet 
to respond to subsequent telegrams sent 
by the Phoenix, or to a written list of 
questions relating to the material 
discussed in this article. 

Born November 4, 1929, in West 
Sumner, Maine, Stevens was the 
youngest of seven children and named 
Carl Henry Stevens after his father, who 
died three years later. According to an 
older sister, Mrs. Irene Eastman, he was 
always “the center of attention’ and 
“quite a talker.” The seven Stevens 
children were raised in the Universalist 
Church, where they were taken by their 
mother. ‘‘He wasn’t particularly 
religious,” recalls Mrs. Eastman. “He 
always was just an ordinary person.” 

Stevens's formal education was brief. 
He left Norway High School before 
graduating, though he later passed a 
high-school equivalency exam. As his 
sister recalls, Stevens got a job in a 
tannery in South Paris, Maine, after 
leaving school and then held a variety of 
sales jobs, including selling electrical 
appliances. Then, she says, he spent a 
number of years driving a Cushman 
truck in the Rumford area. Stevens 
himself has claimed in newspaper articles 
that at the age of 17 he had earned 
enough money to buy his own general 
store and service station. His sister, 
however, does not remember that he 
bought the properties at such an early 
age. 

Stevens was still in his teens when he 
married his wife, Barbara (who has 
recently been seriously ill with leukemia). 
The marriage produced six children; the 
Stevenses later adopted a seventh. Before 
he became a minister, Stevens and his 
family reportedly lived extremely 
modestly. 


I, 1960, at the age of 31, Stevens 
decided to go into the ministry. He 
apparently became ordained after serving 
as a lay preacher in a Baptist church in 
North Paris, Maine (as his sister recalls). 
His only theological training appears to 
have been acquired on the job, though 
Stevens has memorized much of the Bible 
and displays extraordinary recall. 

He has claimed in the past that he had 
attended the Moody Bible Institute, a 
prestigious evangelical school. When the 
Phoenix contacted the Institute, however, 
the school’s registrar responded that there 
was no record of Carl Henry Stevens Jr. 
having graduated from, attended, or 
taken correspondence courses through 
Moody. Recently, The Bible Speaks has 
reputedly told some reporters that it had 
been by error that Stevens was listed as a 
‘graduate’ of the Institute in the 1976 
Stevens School of the Bible catalogue. A 
more recent issue of the catalogue, 
however, still contains ‘courses’ with the 
Institute among Stevens's credentials. 

Where he was “professionally trained 
in radio” (another claim of the 1976 
catalog) remains unclear. Stevens told one 
interviewer that he had studied radio and 
TV with the American Institute in 
Chicago. The Phoenix was not able to 
find any American Institute in Chicago or 
anyone who had ever heard of it. 

It appears that Stevens was likewise ‘a 
student of psychology” (as the 1976 
catalogue calls him) on the job. He counts 
personal counseling and treatment of the 
mentally ill among his specialties. In one 
of the more unusual publications put out 
by The Bible Speaks, “The Psychology of 
Schizophrenia,” Stevens claims to have 
cured “hopeless cases.” ‘One case spent 
$22,000 in eight months being confined 
to a mental institution. This individual 
was taking eight powerful pills a day and 
was not being helped one bit by three 
brilliant, secular psychiatrists .... This 
individual was delivered in only thirty 
minutes.” 


I, 1962, Stevens was hired by a small 
Baptist church off Rte. 1 on the Maine 
coast near Wiscasset and moved his 
family there. The small, rundown church 
had only a handful of parishioners and 
no plumbing. But from this small 
beginning, the church grew, 
“miraculously,” as Stevens tells it, under 
his stewardship (this being but the first of 
the miracles he attributes to his 
partnership with the Lord). In time, at 
Stevens’s recommendation, the 
congregation voted to drop its affiliation

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TAURO BACKS 
BURNHAM 


fe Phoenix has learned that Federal 
District Court Judge Joseph L. Tauro has 
informed Gov. Michael Dukakis that he 
disagrees with the Bar Association's re- 
jection last week of Margaret Burnham's 
nomination for a Boston Municipal Court 
judgeship. 

Citing the 32-year-old black feminist 
attorney's ‘inexperience’ at the bar, the 
Joint Boston and Massachusetts Bar 
Committee on Judicial Selection turned 
down Dukakis’s nomination of Burn- 
ham by a 3-to-2 vote. But — according to 
Dukakis aide David Sugarman — Tauro, 
reacting to that vote, ‘had unreserved 
praise for Burnham's work and ability to 
deal with complex legal issues.” 

In a letter to Dukakis last week, the 
judge commented on Burnham's ‘‘out- 
standing’ performance during a 30-day 
trial in his courtroom involving ‘‘the so- 
called black voters’ case.” Wrote Tauro: 
‘Indeed, she is an excellent trial lawyer, 
as capable as the most competent trial 
lawyers who have appeared before me 
.... (As Tauro indicated, ‘Burnham 
did not prevail” in the case. The class ac- 
tion suit, seeking to change the system 
used to elect Boston School Committee 
members, is now before the US Court of 
Appeals.) 

Sugarman told the Phoenix that Du- 
kakis’s office “does not feel the 3-to-2 
vote amounts to any across-the-board re- 
jection of Burnham by the Bar Associa- 
tion.”” He added, “The governor does not 
nominate people if he doesn’t plan to 
stand by them should a storm develop.” 
There was a similar controversy last year 
when the Bar rejected Dukakis’s choice of 
BC law professor Paul C. Liacos for the 
Supreme Judicial Court. Liacos was even- 
tually confirmed. 

Boston legal sources suggest that com- 
mittee member Haskell Cohn, known as 


an arch-conservative, played a key role in 
the panel’s verdict on Burnham. Cohn, 
we were told, was in Washington, D.C., 
for a national Bar Association meeting; he 
could not be reached for comment. 

Dukakis is expected to submit Burn- 
ham’s name to his Executive Council 
within two weeks, and the Council will 
take up the nomination at an open hear- 
ing — probably in early June, Sugarman 
said. 

Burnham studied law at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and has qualified to 
practice in New York and North Caro- 
lina as well as in Massachusetts. In 1972, 
she successfully defended Angela Davis 
in California. Last fall, she assumed the 
defense of Ella Ellison, now appealing her 
1974 no-parole life sentence as the geta- 
way driver in the Roxbury pawnshop 
robbery that resulted in Boston Police De- 
tective John D. Schroeder’s murder in 
November, 1973. — Flora Haas

ecause of the sometimes con- 


troversial points of view this publication 
presents, it is intended for your eyes only. 
We suggest that it be retained in your 
personal reading file and not be allowed 
on your reading room tables.”’ 

These words are from a letter written 
by Chester A. Dosdall, manager of the 
Medical Malpractice Joint Underwriting 
Association of Massachusetts, to each of 
the group’s insured physicians. He was 
referring to Malpractice Digest, a. bi- 
monthly publication of the St. Paul Fire 
and Marine Insurance Company, ‘‘one of 
the largest liability insurers in the health 
care field.”’ 

In the last few years, medical malprac- 
tice claims have increased at a rate us- 
ually described as “alarming’’ — espec- 
ially by those who insure doctors against 
malpractice claims. Malpractice Digest is 
a major insurer’s response. The digest 
contains articles about state and federal 
legislation concerning medical malprac- 
tice, reports of recent cases, and a healthy 
dose of legal advice for doctors about 
how to avoid or win a malpractice suit. 

The journal's tone is reflected in this 
comment from a recent article. “The pa- 


tient looms as the potential adversary of 

each member of the health care profes-_ 
sion.” “You are a victim,” another auth: 

or tells insured doctors, “of a 20th cen- 

tury phenomenon called consumerism 

where every sacred and hallowed institu- 

tion and profession is being subjected to 

the scathing criticism of those whom it 

has served so well.” 

The adversary nature of the patient- 
doctor relationship is frequently af- 
firmed in Digest pages. ‘Don’t ever say 
to a patient that you made a mistake. 
That word will stand out in the patient's 
mind,” a panel of lawyers advises. 

The Digest offers the following pre- 
scriptions to physicians who are being 
sued: ‘Do not change any records .... 
Do not transfer assets out of your name 
.... This is not only of doubtful effec- 
tiveness but it may be used as an admis- 
sion of liability on your part.” 

The possible effect of an increase in the 
quality of health care available in the US 
on the incidence of malpractice suits is 
not discussed at any length. — S.C. 


LITTLE-KNOWN 
LAW DEPT. 


. you be fired, or denied a job or a 
promotion, merely on the basis of a past 
psychiatric history? A 1974 state law says 
such actions are illegal. ‘‘But few know 
the law exists,” according to attorney 
Mark Schreiber of the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination. 
MCAD has now, however, success- 
fully resolved one of the first tests of the 
three-year-old statute. The case was 
brought by a woman in her late 20s who 
had been refused a secretary's post at Pet- 
er Bent Brigham Hospital because she had 
failed to note on her job application that 
she had previously been admitted to a 
psychiatric facility. Both sides agree the 
case was settled with unusual speed and 
amicability. The hospital agreed to a set- 
tlement ‘‘right in the midst of the hear- 
ing that took place before the MCAD” in 
late April, says Schreiber, who repre- 
sented the complainant. And within a 
week, PBB paid the woman (whose iden- 
tity has not been revealed) $4500 in com- 
pensatory damages ‘for emotional dis- 
tress.” (She had taken a different job in 
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the interim but — according to hospital 
personnel director William Feuer —-PBB 
“told her she could apply here forajob 
at any time.’’) 

The MCAD decision also required the 
hospital to provide written instructions to 
its personnel officers that they were not 
to “discriminate in employment on the 
basis of a person’s psychiatric history.” 
Explains Schreiber: “Job applicants are 
not required to furnish information con- 
cerning a psychiatric history, and an em- 
ployer may not use that information if it 
is volunteered in the interview — as long 
as the person has been discharged and 
judged emotionally competent. 

‘The import of the case relates to the 
number of citizens who may have diffi- 
culty getting jobs — people are in and out 
of mental institutions all the time,’’ notes 
Schreiber. One of the weaknesses of the 
law, he adds, is that it only vaguely de- 
fines how a person can establish her or 
his “competence” for a particular job. 
The statute says such competence can be 
verified by a psychiatrist — ‘‘but sup- 
pose the hospitalization took placé a long 
time ago, or the person was in a state hos- 
pital and didn’t have a psychiatrist?’’ he 
asks. MCAD hopes to develop a clearer 
definition of competence to submit to the 
legislature, Schreiber told the Phoenix.

53 following pieces of proposed fed- 
eral legislation are pending. They will be 
voted on this spring; some come up for a 
vote this month. 

The B-1 Bomber: President Carter has 
requested five of these planes for fiscal 
1978. The Pentagon is aiming at a total 
fleet of 244 B-1s, dubbed by critics the 
“flying pork barrel.’ Last year, during a 
vote to delay production of the planes, 
every member of the Massachusetts dele- 
gation voted against the B-1. The mili- 
tary and the aerospace industry have in- 
tensified their lobbying efforts and a re- 
peat of last year’s vote is by no means as- 
sured. : 

HR 5262 is an amendment to the 
World Bank Bill that would require US 
representatives to international financial 
institutions like the World Bank to vote 
against aid to regimes that violate human 
rights, unless the funds are essential for 
basic human services. The measure. will 
be introduced in the Senate by Mark Hat- 
field and James Abourezk and a stiff floor 
fight is expected. Senators Kennedy and 
Brooke have said they are undecided 
about. their. votes. 

HR 6051 is the Federal Intelligence 
Agencies Control Act, introduced last 
month. It would prohibit all “political 
surveillance,” thus preventing new 
COINTELPRO programs. Further, it would 
end espionage and covert operations 
against other countries in peacetime and 
transform the CIA into a Foreign In- 
formation Service. The reformed spooks 
would be responsible for collecting and 
analyzing information — but only that 
gathered from public sources or by mech- 
anical devices like satellites. 

Update: the Mitchell Transfer Amend- 
ment (see Insider, April 12) was defeated 
in the House by a 102-306 vote. Sources 
say the margin was influenced by the 
House Budget Committee’s announced 
intention to prune more than $4 billion 
from Carter's military budget requests. 
Among those voting in favor of the trans- 
fer of federal spending to domestic pro- 
grams were Mass. Congressmen Drinan, 
Early, Harrington, Markey, Moakley, 
Studds and Tsongas. — S.C.

GBH news: It’s 10 o’clock — do 


you know where

I he long series of identity crises for 
the news staff at Channel 2 is reaching a 
climax that will probably result in both 
the departure of anchorman Steve Nevas 
and a stronger emphasis on analysis of 
current events rather than simple spot re- 
porting. 

Since Channel 2 began a nightly news 
program eight years ago, news execu- 
tives and reporters alike have suffered 
periodic attacks of anxiety and indeci- 
sion. The station is, after all, breaking 
new ground; no other public TV station 
in the country allots as much money to 
news as WGBH, and none has better 
news ratings. But the station continues to 
wrestle with the problem of whether to

compete directly with the commercial sta- 
tions or to offer an alternative to them. 

When the current 10 O'clock News 
show began last year, Nevas was hired as 
anchorman largely on the basis of his ex- 
tensive experience in commercial tele- 
vision. It was hoped that he would add 
the professionalism and sophistication 
that has often been lacking in news cov- 
erage at WGBH. 

Since Nevas’s arrival, ratings for the 
show have climbed steadily; they are now 
about double what they were last year. 
But several problems have complicated 
Nevas’s position, including the per- 
sonality clashes that seem so common in 
television newsrooms. ‘You have to be a 
little crazy to want to get your puss on the 
tube every night,” explained one staffer, 
and the conflict may have been shar- 
pened by the contrast between Nevas’s’ 
background in commercial TV and his re- 
porters’ almost exclusive work in public 
television. 

The logical time to make a change will 
come in early June, when the news show 
will be bumped for a week to make way 
for the Channel 2 auction. If Nevas is 
gone by then (it would likely be by mu- 
tual agreement), the station will try dif- 
ferent people in the anchor slot. The 
show will ‘‘move further away” from di- 
rect competition with the commercial sta- 
tions, and the new anchorperson will be 
expected to work regularly on stories 
rather than just assembling and reading 
them. 

But whoever the new person is, he or 
she will be able to succeed only if man- 
agement can be precise about what it ex- 


pects. 


O,... rumblings at WGBH: 


— On Tuesday (May 24), the station 
management will make its ‘’final offer” to 
union employees, who have been work- 
ing without a contract since September. 
The 150 members will vote that evening 
on whether to accept the offer; if they de- 
cide not to, a strike is likely to begin the 
following day. 

— Pam Bullard, one of the outstanding 
reporters at the station, has won a “fel- 
lowship” in law and journalism which

When the Herald decided that gossip 
items would sell papers, it characteris- 
tically jumped in head-first, allotting an 
entire page to the tidbits and promoting it 
with daily front-page teasers. The more 
restrained Globe is beginning to wet its 
feet in the same brackish pool, albeit with 
a bit more subtlety. 

The Globe's experiment began several 
months ago when Fashion Editor Marian 
Christy began a Monday column called 
‘‘Eyeful,’’ which has been a generally in- 
nocuous feature focusing on lacy linger- 
ie and other fashion-related items. But 
last week, the Globe began a new gossip 
column under an old name as a way of 
easing into the field. 

Bill Fripp is the instrument of this new 
policy. His ‘‘Medley”’ column has, over 
the years, gone through more incarna- 
tions than a Hindu deity. It is now to be 
the Globe’s answer to those hordes of 
people who, we must assume, are clam- 
oring for ‘‘news” of the after-hours af- 
fairs of the great and near-great. 

To help Fripp on his way, Arts and 
Living editor Jerry D’Alfonso last week 
sent a memo to many of the paper's re- 
porters announcing ‘‘a greater emphasis 
on PEOPLE items in Bill Fripp’s Medley 
column” and asking for tips to help 
‘make the column go.” Exactly where it 
will go, Globe staffers are still specula- 
ting.

Nasty habits: the Herald has been 
known to reprint press releases in the 
past, and apparently the tradition dies 
hard. The lead story on Tuesday’s finan- 
cial page was a verbatim reprint of a leng- 
thy self-promoting handout produced by 
the First National Bank of Boston.

Howell, of course, cannot 
be blamed for sending out this fluff as 
long as someone will print it; the Herald 
even ran a photo of Howell for good 
measure. 

Adding to the poor judgment shown 
by the Hearst paper was the incongruous 
headline over the story: “Coal Supply 
Eyed off N.E. Coast.”” Undersea coal min- 
ing is an intriguing idea, but someone 
should take the headline writer aside and 
explain that the Narragansett Basin is not 
a body of water, but terra firma, on which 
people have lived and loved for eons.

Colo contendere: “Make straight 
the way of the House”

“Amend your ways and your doing and I 
will cause you to dwell in this place. Trust 
ye not in lying words.” 
— Jeremiah 7:3-4 
“You will see the deals; and you will see 
the jobs. You who are blind will see.” 
— Rep. Tom Colo 


H. worldview is one of moral abso- 


lutes. If nothing else, Tom Colo is 
righteous. He sees ethical decay and cor- 
ruption, weakness and expediency all 
around him. 

This is why, when he took the micro- 
phone on the floor of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives last Tuesday 
morning to denounce the bill to reduce 
the number of House districts by one- 
third, Speaker Tom McGee lost himself 
in banter at the back of the rostrum. And 
why more than a dozen House members 
poured from the chamber, while others 
broke into impolite private discussions of 
their own. And why the press stopped 
taking notes. 

No one knew what Rep. Tom Colo was 
going to say. Few cared. His impending 
diatribe would be as irrelevant to the out- 
come of the debate as it would be scath- 
ing. That's the way speeches are, gen- 
erally when they come from Colo, a 12- 
year veteran of the legislature from 
Athol, northwest of Worcester. He is the 
conscience of the House, a voice in the 
wilderness. 

Colo does not so much debate an issue 
as bear witness to the truth as he sees it. 
“I am absorbed with vision. Some say | 
am obsessed. Perhaps that is true. But it is 
an obsession with ideals,” he told his col- 
leagues. 

And ideals, when it comes to most 
issues on Beacon Hill — but especially to 
the House redistricting trauma, wherein 
political survival itself is at stake — count 
for little. Which is why Colo’s sermon 
provided respite for members from the 
two day tension that wrung the House 
dry last week. 

“Colo is usually right,’’ a House col- 
league, Michael Connolly (D-Boston), 
was telling the Phoenix as Colo droned 
on, challenging the House to reject the 
leadership plan on ‘‘principle.”’ “But,” 
Connolly added, “‘he sees himself as a 
prophet — a@@hsist figure. He doesn’t 
understand that Christ not only 
preached, but he went out and built up 
his support. He lobbied the outcasts and 
prostitutes.” 

Colo lobbies no one. He doesn’t be- 
lieve in it; says Colo, “you can’t lobby 
morals, ethics and ideals.’’ And these are 
the subjects that obsess the man. His 
strength is his persistence. 


F.. years, for example, he has fought 
the tradition of having a priest recite a 
prayer at the opening of each day’s ses- 
sion. He has spent countless hours at the 
microphone on the subject: it is corrupt 
and obscene, he contends, that the House 
spends $8000 a year buying a little reli- 
gion — and from only one faith at that. 

Privately, many of Colo’s colleagues 
accept this proposition, but few join his 
campaign. It is not good politics to attack 
so sacred a cow — not just religion, but 
the priesthood. Yet Colo, himself Ca- 
tholic, has not flagged in his lonely cru- 
sade and, grudgingly, the House leader- 
ship has begun to respond at least to the 
issue of the man’s work load. Until re- 
cently, the chaplain delivered a prayer 
only at the start of formal House ses- 
sions. Now he performs even before the 
short, informal sessions that are held once 
a week. Furthermore, as to visibility, the 
chaplain had an office of his own as well 
as a secretary; now, as Colo puts it, “he 
resides unobtrusivley in the Insurance 
Committee offices.”’ 

At stake here, obviously, is neither a 
great deal of money nor a burning issue. 
Only a principle, and for the House a ra- 
ther insignificant one. But on principle 
does Colo thrive, and so it is that he now 
has filed an order for a determination by 
the House Rules Committee of whether 
the chaplain performs ‘‘insubstantial 
duties’ and, if so, whether he qualifies 
for a pension and retirement benefits. 

Not all of Colo’s battles are so pica- 
yune. Almost singlehandedly he has 
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Rep. Tom Colo delivering a jeremiad 
on the Hill 


forced the House leadership to begin a 
reform of legislative personnel proce- 
dures. Were it not for a series of Colo 
speeches attacking the staffs of the House 
as riddled with patronage and no-shows, 
and the unhappy certainty that Colo 
could not in any other way be silenced, it 
is improbable that McGee would have 
commissioned a systematic study of the 
subject — a study which, to no one’s sur- 
prise, corroborated much of what Colo 
was saying — and which just about every- 
one else in the House knew but was not 


saying. 


A. lehandedly, Colo has 


forced the House to face another embar- 
rassing problem: voting fraud. Thirteen 
years ago, the House purchased an elec- 
tronic roll-call system that allowed mem- 
bers to register votes on dual tote boards 
on the wall by using switches installed on 
their desks. 

This step expedited voting but also cre- 
ated a temptation. It became simple for a 
present member to vote for an absent col- 
league and, over the years, lawmakers 
have succumbed to the temptation. In 
1974 Colo, a number of reporters and ob- 
servers in the House gallery identified 
several legislators who regularly were 
voting for absent members. 


Re Cause brought the issue to 
then-House Speaker David Bartley (D- 
Holyoke) but, except for an expression of 
public concern, little was done to correct 
the abuse. And the accused legislators 
were not disciplined. 

Less extensive roll call fraud was 
identified by Colo in 1975 — again with 
no resultant activity by the leadership. 
Undaunted, Colo continued to press the 
issue. And two weeks ago, he again 
embarrassed the House with yet another 
such allegation. This time, however, the 
evidence was undeniable. 

Colo took the floor to announce that 
on May 4 a representative who had not 
voted on the nine previous roll calls was 
recorded on the 10th. And to force the 
issue, he submitted an order for the 
House to purchase locks for the voting 
mechanisms. 

Though they chuckled and sniggered 
at the charge as it was being made, House 
members later gobbled up House jour- 
nals for May 4 and pored over the roll call 
records to ascertain to whom Colo was re- 
ferring. 

The only lawmaker who was recorded 
on the final roll call — an important and 
close vote for a bill to emasculate a law

Still the blues 


Redevelopment gets caught in a 


crossfire of black and White politics

F.... weeks ago, after years of de- 
terioration and numerous unsuccessful 
attempts at revitalization, Blue Hill Ave- 
nue suddenly received the attention of 
both City Hall and the state Senate. On 
Wednesday, April 27, Mayor Kevin 
White held a press conference to an- 
nounce the formation of a city commis- 
sion to oversee development on the Ave- 
nue, and the city’s intention to seek as 
much as $100 million in federal funds to 
pay for the job. The next day Senator 
William Owens (D-Mattapan) led a 
group of 13 state senators on a tour to 
take a look at conditions on the Avenue, 
which is the main thoroughfare in the 
black community. Owens also made a 
pitch for a bill he had filed three weeks 
earlier that would create a Senate com- 
mission to investigate ways of revitaliz- 
ing the area. 

But it was no coincidence that White 
and Owens made their commitments to 
redevelopment on the Avenue within 16 
hours of each other. Their actions had 
more to do with a brewing political fight 
between Representative Robert Fortes 
(D-Mattapan) and Owens — there are 
persistent rumors that Fortes is interes- 
ted in Owens’s Senate seat — than with 
White’s or Owens’s concerns about re- 
development. As a result, the future of 
Blue Hill Avenue is in danger of being en- 
tangled in a political battle. 

For eight months a group of black 
community representatives met as a task 
force, organized by Fortes, to study the 
redevelopment of the Avenue. The group 
eventually decided to push for a city com- 





mission to oversee the project. But 
though White said privately that he fav- 
ored the idea, he managed not to make a 
public commitment until four weeks ago. 

(He has since organized a group of City 
Hall employees to work with Fortes’s task 
force; as of May 20 the mayor had not 
named the members of the commission.) 

In April, according to Fortes, Owens 
(who had been invited to participate in 
the task force meetings but never found 


. the time) got wind of White’s support of 


the plan and decided to establish another 
commission. Owens, who has been advo- 
cating redevelopment on the Avenue 
since 1973, tells the story differently. He 
points out that he filed a bill to form a 
Senate commission April 5, three weeks 
before the tour; he says his actions had 
nothing to do with the work of the task 
force. 


A. any rate, Fortes found out about 
the senator's tour and, as he tells it, ‘“de- 
cided to go ahead and make sure the city 
would be the vehicle to spur develop- 
ment.”’ He contacted White and made it 
clear that if the mayor did not go public 
immediately with his endorsement of a 
city commission it would look as if he 
were playing politics and playing catch- 
up to Owens. Apparently White saw the 
point; 30 minutes later, in his press con- 
ference, he announced his intention to 
appoint a 26-person commission. ‘The 
press conference was set up so quickly 
that a picture of Mattapan Square (used 
as a prop) was still wet,’’ said one person 
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Rep. ‘Robert Fortes (top) and Sen. 
William Owens: have egos gotten in 
the way? 


who helped arrange the session. ‘The 
photographer came running down the 
stairs, huffing and puffing, right before 
the conference started.”’ 

Jim Loving, one of the mayor’s press 
people, denied that Owens’s planned tour 
of the Avenue had anything to do with 
the timing of White’s press conference. 
‘We just set it up at a time that was con- 
venient for the mayor,” he said. But a 
source close to White confirmed that Hiz- 
zoner was moved to action by Fortes’s 
warning. 

The next day Owens went ahead with 
his tour, plugged the idea of a Senate 
commission, and said that while White 
had made a commitment to the revital- 
ization of the area four years ago, noth- 
ing had been done. 

The most significant result of the two 
days of grandstanding was White's be- 
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ing maneuvered into a public commit- 
ment to the idea of a city commission. 
“We certainly don’t have anything 
against that, or another group taking an 
interest,” said one member of Fortes’s 
task force. But participants in the group 
do have something against what they per- 
ceive as the political motivations of Fortes 
and Owens. 

The story of the two media events does 
not make much sense without an ex- 
planation of the relationship between 
Fortes and Owens. Fortes says that 
Owens has put up candidates to oppose 
him in both nis House races — the sena- 
tor’s own brother, in one case. (Owens 
denies that he endorsed his brother over 
Fortes or that he has any rivalry with the 
representative.) Fortes also claims he has 
not decided whether he will run for the 
Senate in 1978. “I don’t know why 
Owens was against me, except that this 
was his old district and I guess he wants 
to maintain control,”’ Fortes said. ‘I in- 
terpret Owens’s tour and proposed com- 
mission as a political maneuver more than 
a specific remedy. I’m just not sure what 
a Senate commission could do. The state 
doesn’t have any money. And in discus- 
sions with HUD, we were informed that 
the mayor has to apply for federal funds 
for a project such as this. But I won’t en- 
ter into a political battle with Owens us- 
ing the Avenue — it’s too important an is- 
sue for the community, for the Senator 
and for myself.” 

However, some who have been work- 
ing with the task force question the sin- 
cerity of Fortes’s promise to keep the 
Avenue out of politics. One member said 
the group had recognized the possibility 
of a conflict with Owens and asked Fortes 
to work out his differences with the sena- 
tor. ‘He said he did not even want to sit 
in the same room with Owens, let alone 
participate in that kind of game,” the 
member said. ‘The rest of the group was 
upset with that attitude. That makes me 
think that egos have gotten in the way 
and that the goodies at the end of the 
election road are looming.” 


I his is not the first time the task force

i, Sam still wants you. 


The question is: what will he do 
to get you? His tactics may be 
changing. Since 1973, the fearful 
shadow of the draft has been ab- 
sent from the lives of 18- to 26- 
year-olds, and since April of 
1975, 18-year-olds have not been 
required even to register with 
their Selective Service boards. 
The local board offices them- 
selves have been phased out. And 
three months ago, the regional of- 
fice, located in Boston, closed its 
doors. Its only open installation 
being in Washington, the system 
is, as they say in the military, in a 
‘deep standby posture.” 

There are indications, how- 
ever, that the Pentagon giant is 
not indifferent to the subject of 
conscription, that, in fact, its 
weight is shifting restlessly from 
one foot to the other, ready to 


windows 


spring into action. We may see a 
push for resumption of the draft, 
or it may take a subtler form — an 
attempt by the Defense Depart- 
ment to take over the administra- 
tion of a new youth jobs corps 
program. 

It wasn’t easy to get rid of the 
draft. The idea of substituting an 
all-volunteer army for it was first 
articulated in Barry Goldwater's 
1964 Republican platform. ‘‘It fit 
in with his idea of freedom of 
choice,” says a long-time Gold- 
water aide. ‘He always felt there 
would be enough people who 
wanted to serve their country.” 

The 1968 GOP platform again 
called for putting the Selective 
Service on standby and filling 
manpower needs through “‘ade- 
quate pay and career incentives.” 
That same year, as anti-war pro- 
testers were getting their heads 
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the store with savings up to 50% on selected items. 
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bashed in the streets of Chi- 
cago, the Democratic platform 
also made reference to the desir- 
ability of abolishing the draft. But 
it wasn’t until well after the days 
of draft card burnings that Con- 
gress was willing to oppose ex- 
tension of the draft when it came 
up for renewal. Thus did the vol- 
unteer army become a reality. 

When Carter took office, there 
seemed little cause for alarm 
among those who, by virtue of 
age or philosophy, have most to 
fear from a renewed draft. Both 
Carter and Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown have stated their 
support of the volunteer army 
concept. Army Secretary Clif- 
ford Alexander said in his Febru- 
ary confirmation hearing that at 
present he saw no need to re- 
sume the draft. Nevertheless, 
were such a need to be demon- 
strated, Carger hiaselfihas left no 
doubt of his cate to do so. 
Twice during his March visit to 
Clinton, Mass., Carter told the 
‘town meeting” audience that he 
would resume the draft if neces- 
sary, making sure it would be 
universally applied and that loop- 
holes would be closed to those 
who, able to go to college, had 
also been able to avoid the draft. 

In an atmosphere of reassur- 
ance and the country at peace, the 
draft still seems not to be an im- 
mediate threat. But late in De- 
cember, Senate Armed Services 
Committee Chairman (and cold 
warrior) John C. Stennis (D - 
Miss.) expressed his concern 
about the costs of maintaining the 
volunteer army, and, since the 
first of the year, several political 
leaders and military experts testi- 
fying on Capitol Hill have ques- 
tioned the cost and efficacy of the 
volunteer. Finally, recent press 
reports have fueled speculation 
about the resumption of the draft. 
For many members of the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation, it doesn’t 
seem too important to discern 
whether the all-volunteer army is 
working or whether the Penta- 
gon is carefully orchestrating a 
propaganda campaign to turn to- 
day’s adolescents into tomor- 
row’s draftees. Most, including 
House Speaker Thomas P. “Tip” 
O'Neill, shrug off as “‘remote” 
the possibility of the resumption 
of the draft. 


Mae certainty is not entirely 
convincing, however.

The price tag 
for military manpower, we are 
told, has risen from 47 percent of

This is a lawsuit 


Kargmans’ tenants charge ripoffs, 
hidden profits — and HUD complicity

T.. tenants at Brandywyne 
Village in East Boston and High 
Point Village in Roslindale, two 
federally subsidized housing 
projects owned by Max Karg- 
man and his son, William, have 
for nearly a decade put up with 
rents that consume as much as 70 
percent of their incomes, plumb- 
ing that allowed sewage to back 
up through bathroom toilets, gen- 
erally shoddy maintenance and 
infestations of rodents and in- 
sects. They have filed dozens of 
complaints with the US Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD), the agency re- 
sponsible for overseeing the 
housing, without receiving any 
satisfactory response. As mem- 
bers of Tenants First, a coalition 
of tenant unions from Kargman- 
owned projects, they have par- 
ticipated in rent strikes and a 
number of suits designed as de- 
fensive actions against the rising 
rents and the increasing number 
of evictions. Now they have de- 
cided to go on the offensive. 

Last Tuesday, 63 tenants filed 
suit in federal district court charg- 
ing the Kargmans with illegally 
diverting $1.4 million of rental in- 
come from the projects’ operat- 
ing budgets into their own cof- 
fers. The suit also charges that 
HUD was aware of the Karg- 
mans’ activities and failed to pre- 
vent them. 


B.. Olmstead, the tenants’ 
attorney, said the plaintiffs’ 
claims could be broken down into 
two categories. First, the suit al- 
leges that the Kargmans, some- 
times directly and sometimes by 
making payments to wholly 
owned subsidiaries of their First 
Realty Trust Co., diverted proj- 
ect funds to their own pocket. 

“Sometimes it was done by re- 
paying money to themselves for 
loans they had made to the proj- 
ect,’ Olmstead told the Phoenix. 
“They also paid double manage- 
ment fees to their own First 
Realty Management Co. and col- 
lected large profits from the 
Lease-All scheme.’’ (Lease-All 
was an equipment rental concern 
owned by the Kargmans.) ‘‘Un- 
der their regulatory agreement 
with HUD,’’ Olmstead con- 
tinued, “they can only take their 
six percent profit out of a project 
when it has surplus money, but as 
a result of their operations these 
projects were always running in 
the red.” 

The second basis for the suit 
involves HUD. “Not only did 
HUD do a special audit of Karg- 
man (the tenants’ attorney got 
to see the audit, several years af- 
ter it was written, only because 
they were able to subpoena it dur- 
ing proceedings in a suit brought 
by Kargman), they received 
special complaints from tenants 
which they ignored. They had to 
be aware of what was going on,” 
the legal services attorney said. 

What was going on, the ten- 
ants claim, was that the Karg- 
mans used several different 
schemes to increase profits be- 
yond the six percent return al- 
lowed by the federal govern- 
ment. 


©O.. of the Kargmans’ big- 


gest money-makers, they say, was 
Lease-All. Until HUD ordered its 
operations halted in 1972, Lease- 
All rented maintenance equip- 
ment, air conditioners and laun- 





dry machines to various Karg- 
man projects. Many First Realty 
projects allow no air conditioners 
except those that fit into wall 
apertures. Once installed, they are 
virtually impossible to remove, so 
tenants could not buy their own 
air conditioners without leaving 
the units behind when they 
moved out. Lease-All rented air 
conditioners to tenants for $60 a 
year. Since the units cost Karg- 
man only $120 (according to the 
HUD audit), all income received 
from them after two years was 
pure profit. This income was 
never included in the Kargmans’ 
financial statements to HUD. 


T.. company also provided the 
sole laundry machines in many 
projects, since the leases often 
stipulated that tenants could not 
bring in their own. The Lease-All 
machines charged fees higher 
than the ordinary ones (usually 
25 cents for a 10-cent dryer, for 
instance). A November 1, 1972, 
memo from HUD Area Counsel 
Joseph Bosco to Irving Solomon, 
then director of the office of 
housing management, says of the 
Lease-All operation: 

“If the mortgagor (Kargman) 
has the right to charge for laun- 
dry expenses, the income from 
the operation must be reflected on 
HUD Form 2410 (the financial 
statement). It is the opinion of 
this office that the relationship 
between Lease-All and the Karg- 
mans violates the regulatory 
agreement.’ Later in the same 
memo, Bosco adds, “Payment for 
services, supplies or materials 
shall not exceed the amount ordi- 
narily paid. It is evident from the 
audit report that this provision 
has been violated .... Equip- 
ment being charged as rented to 
one project is not even on loca- 
tion at that project.” 

The tenants’ suit also charges 
that the failure to report such 
profits had another effect: the 
practice helped raise rents. Be- 
cause these figures were not filed 
with HUD, Kargman projects ap- 
peared to be in the red. These fi- 
nancial statements were then used 
to justify several requests for rent 
increases. 

The suit furthermore makes 
the charge that the Kargmans re- 
ceived local real-estate tax abate- 
ments on several projects, but ra- 
ther than report these tax breaks 
on each year’s financial state- 
ment, the Kargmans grouped two 
or three years’ worth of abate- 
ments on one statement (for in- 
stance, abatements for 1968 
through 1970 were included only 
on the 1970 form). At the same 
time, the Kargmans would re- 
quest rent increases in the years in 
which the abatements were 
omitted. These increases were 
granted, tenants allege, partly be- 
cause the failure to report the 
abatements exaggerated the proj- 
ects’ financial difficulty. A HUD 
audit of five First Realty proj- 
ects, conducted on Aug. 16, 1972, 
said of this practice: ‘‘This 
method does not give the tenants 
the benefit for such abatements to 
which we believe they are en- 
titled. Operating expenses, a pri- 
mary factor in computing an al- 
lowable rent increase, are over- 
stated by the amount of the abate- 
ment.” 


I. Bosco memo went even 
further: “The procedure fol- 


lowed by the Kargmans is expen- 
sive, wasteful and costly to the 
tenants. Lives of low- and mod- 
erate-income families are sup- 
posed to be improved by the op- 
eration of this department's pro- 
grams. This goal cannot be ac- 
complished if these individuals 
are subjected to additional costs, 
inconvenience and mismanage- 
ment. There seems to be no justi- 
fiable reason to continue to em- 
ploy the current management.” 

Despite Bosco’s criticism and 
the agency’s own audit (con- 
ducted by Ludwig Barbato, 
HUD’s regional inspector gen- 
eral for auditing), HUD never or- 
dered the Kargmans to pay back 
excess profits or to roll back the 
rents. 

The dispute over management 
fees covers two areas — the pay- 
ment of a salary to William Karg- 
man and what tenants claim was 
the double billing of projects for 
management expenses. The stan- 
dard regulatory agreement- be- 
tween HUD and a developer for- 
bids the payment of “any com- 
pensation” to the owners or offi- 
cers of a project. Special lan- 
guage in the High Point Village 
agreement, however, allowed 
such payments up to a total of 
$36,000. The project has been 
paying William Kargman a sal- 
ary of $15,000 a year ($12,000 
until 1974). He is also an owner of 
the project and vice president of 
the First Realty Management Co., 
which receives $60,000 annually 
from High Point Village for man- 
agement services. 


D.... the trial of a lawsuit 


brought by the Kargmans to have 
the projects removed from rent 
control, William Kargman testi- 
fied that his salary extended to 
services rendered at other proj- 
ects. This means, however, that 
High Point Village was annually 
paying out money for manage- 
ment of other Kargman develop- 
ments, in another violation of the 
regulatory agreement. When the 
Kargmans applied for a rent in- 
crease in 1975, tenants objected, 
arguing in part that the son’s sal- 
ary should be an unallowable ex- 
pense. HUD ruled that under the 
special language in the High Point 
Village contract, William Karg- 
man could accumulate a total of 
$36,000 for all the years he was 
paid a separate management sal- 
ary. In that time, he collected 
nearly $100,000 from these pay- 
ments. HUD said the Kargmans 
were in violation of the regula- 
tory agreement for the excess 
amount, but granted the rent in- 
crease contingent on the Karg- 
mans’ appealing its ruling to 
Washington and promising to 
pay back the project if the appeal 
was lost. The Kargmans never ap- 
pealed, the money was never 
paid back, William Kargman con- 
tinues to collect the salary, and (to 
make things even more ludi- 
crous) HUD granted another rent 
increase for the project earlier this 


year. a

political crossfire. When White 
was pushing his charter amend- 
ments, which Fortes backed, the 
redevelopment of the Avenue 
became a bargaining point. Ac- 
cording to a member of the 
task force, black supporters of 
the charter changes were asked 
by the White administration 
what they wanted in return. One 
of the things they asked for 
was the city commission. 
“Confusion developed over the 
commission as a point on the 
laundry list and as an objective of 
the task force,’’ a_ member said. 
‘Besides Fortes and Rick Gray 
(director of the Greater Roxbury 
Development Corporation and a 
member of the task force), the rest 
of the group agreed unanimous- 
ly that it did not want the com- 
mission to be linked to charter re- 
form. They made it clear that they 
wanted a commitment from 
White regardless of the outcome 
of charter reform. 

“But the confusion contin- 
ued,” this source went on, “be- 
cause Fortes and Gray kept run- 
ning back and talking about Blue 
Hill Avenue in connection with 
charter reform. Finally there was 
a blow-up and they were told by 
the rest of the task force that they 
didn’t have the group’s sanction 
to talk to White about Blue Hill 
Avenue. Shortly after that, the 
charter reform package died and 


the issue. was moot. But the group 
was only saved by the timing; I 
think Fortes would have contin- 
ued to try to make the trade.”’ 
For Owens’s part, he claims 
that his decision not to work with 
the task force had nothing to do 
with Fortes’s ambitions. “I don’t 
consult any members of any task 
force when I’m ready to per- 
form,” he explained. ‘I don’t be- 
lieve any task force members con- 
sulted me about getting a city 
commission from White. I’ve 
been that route with White be- 
fore.’’ When asked whether he 
had told the legislative Black Cau- 
cus office that he had filed his 
bill, he said, ‘“My responsibility is 
to serve my constituents. I don’t 
get permission from the Caucus 
to move legislation I think is 
necessary. I was elected by my 
constituency, not by the mem- 
bers of the Caucus. I am anxious 
to work with representatives, but 
I can’t always coordinate with 
members of the House; I have to 
have the support of the Senate.” 
Because of his past efforts on 
behalf of redevelopment on Blue 
Hill Avenue, Owens believes the 
task force should have come to 
him. “If individuals wanted to 
put something together, I should 
have been sought out, if they 
wanted to plug into my pro- 
grams. It’s not for me to chase af- 
ter other folks who want to do 
something I’ve already been do- 
ing,’ Owens said. “I don’t in- 
tend to allow anyone to steal my 


thunder, not White, not Fortes, 
not anyone.” 

Although both Fortes and 
Owens said they would not al- 
low personal politics to interfere 
with renovation of the Avenue, 
most observers have their doubts. 
“When Owens tried to out-ma- 
neuver Fortes, Fortes out-ma- 
neuvered Owens,” said one City 
Hall official. ‘‘It looks as if each 
would rather have the idea de- 
feated than have the other one 
gain control of and credit for it.” 
And he added, “The big losers are 
the residents of the black com- 
munity.” Past plans have gotten 
lost in the Balkanized politics of 
black Boston; city officials, de- 
velopers and bankers have al- 
ways been able to point to fac- 
tionalism in the community as 
justification for their own inac- 
tion. 

Although task force members 
and other observers are worried 
that the redevelopment of Blue 
Hill Avenue will be exploited for 
political purposes, some are op- 
timistic. ‘Once the commission is 
established, the role of any in- 
dividual member will be so insig- 
nificant that their political ambi- 
tions won't matter,” one member 
said. A city official recommen- 
ded that the task force expose the 
political bickering to the black 
community. “The community 
will have to deal with elected and 

»pointed officials who continue 
to exploit the issues. It has to 


stop.”’ €

against the use of leghold animal 
traps — but who was unrecorded 
on the previous one was Daniel 
Pokaski (D-Dorchester). And 
Pokaski, one the day of his 
‘vote,’ happened to have been 
absent from the State House. In 
fact, he was in Poland on a vaca- 


tion. 
When Pokaski returned, he 
discovered “an uproar. I was 


livid.” Though he is ‘‘sure it had 
to be a mistake,” not a willful 
effort by one lawmaker to cast’a 
second vote for the leghold trap 
and for McGee, who was push- 
ing the bill, Pokaski nonetheless 
says Colo has raised “a valid 
issue.” 


McGee, too, believes the inci- 
dent resulted from a legislator’s 
innocent use of the wrong desk 
but, according to Pokaski, has de- 
cided that “something has to be 
done.” 

Characteristically, however, 
the Speaker's interest in the mat- 
ter does not emanate from a com- 
mitment to proper procedure or 
the sanctity of legislative voting, a 
commitment that’s perhaps the 
ultimate responsibility of elected 
officials. McGee's interest has to 
do with a desire to avoid embar- 
rassment. “The speaker,” says 
Pokaski, “is very concerned be- 
cause of Tom Colo getting up to 
speak on the subject.”

some members’ continuing the 
practice of fraudulent voting is 
the rest of the House’s willing- 
ness to tolerate it. “The point is 
that cheating occurs and has for 
13 years,”’ says Colo. ‘Most don’t 
cheat. But most don’t take steps 
to stop it. And we're talking 
about the very integrity of the 
system. 

‘The legislature is a political 
syndicate, just like the criminal 
syndicate. Same rules: keep your 
mouth shut, go along, don’t rock 
the boat.” 


a view is suspiciously 


similar to that of the Massachu- 
setts Crime Commission, which, 
in 1965, after an extraordinary 
study of Massachusetts politics, 
concluded in its chapter on the 
legislature “that few (members) 
have spoken out in protest 
(against corruption). Those who 
have made efforts to remedy 
conditions were generally unable 
to muster support necessary for 
success. Others who might have 
helped to improve the moral 
atmosphere did not do so for fear 
of losing support of powerful 
members for their own legis- 
lative or political aims.” 

The similarity is no coin- 
cidence. The Crime Commission 
report is the political Bible of the 
legislature's modern-day Jere- 
miah, who goes his own way, 
quoting Thoreau about that dif- 
ferent drum he hears, neither 
seeking nor expecting political 
alliances or deals. 

The House redistricting pro- 
cess left Colo, as usual, outraged. 
The machinations to assist friends 
of McGee's and loyalists to his 
leadership would have been 
enough to warrant Colo’s pique. 
But he himself was targeted to fall 
victim to the House cut through a 
plan to insure the re-election of 
two ‘‘regulars,’’ Hank Grenier of 
Spencer, near Colo’s hometown, 
and Ray LaFontaine of neigh- 
boring Gardner. 

It is therefore understandable 
that when Grenier came’to Colo 
during the debate as an emissary 
from McGee in order to ask if he 
would vote with the leadership on 
a key proposal — to strip the 
islands of Martha's Vineyard and 
Nantucket of their represen- 
tatives — Colo exploded. 

Taking the floor, he said, “Be- 
hold him there, the tleman 
from Spencer, the victibairman 
of Local Affairs. He had the gall 
to come up to me with this 
grungy little piece of paper. A 
lacky of leadership, to come to me 
and ask if I'll cut the legs out 
from under the gentleman from 
Martha's Vineyard.”’ 

To Colo, it was more the solici- 
tation that the plan itself that of- 
fended. As he eschews lobbying, 
so does he not appreciate being 
lobbied. And in this regard, his 
sincerity is beyond question. 
Later in the debate, Colo pro- 
duced a series of maps illustra- 
ting the evolution of the leader- 
ship’s effort to produce a plan 
beneficial to Grenier and La- 
Pointe — at the expense of two 
other lawmakers, a Republican 
and a young Democrat. 


ss, Frank (D-Back Bay), 
who, along with a small number 
of independent Democrats, had 
been trying desperately to fore- 
stall similar leadership strategies 
in other parts of the state, was 
surprised to learn of the situation 
involving Colo. 

Frank approached Colo with an 
offer: ‘‘Want some help?” ‘No 
thanks,” Colo said, much to 
Frank’s additional surprise. No 
deals, no coalitions, no lobbying. 
Having stated his case, Colo was 
content to allow the memberShip 
to vote on the matter on principle. 

For all of this, some call him a 
fool. Others call him a prophet. 
Frank calls him a ‘certifiable 
eccentric — Diogenes with a mir- 
ror on his lantern.’’ But no one 
can deny that Tom Colo is 
unique, a conscious conscience of 
a House all too willing to ignore 
higher values.

with the organized Baptist Church and be- 
come independent. 

Within 10 years, Stevens had collected 
a congregation of several hundred. He 
has told reporters that his followers num- 
bered 1000 by the early ‘70s. Some who 
worked with Stevens at this time, how- 
ever, are skeptical. ‘He really thrived on 
a big number of people coming,” re- 
called one former assistant. He’d have me 
count, but then he’d always represented 
more people than were there.” 

Judging from the few newspaper re- 
ports from his Wiscasset days, it appears 
that Stevens experimented before he hit 
upon a formula he liked. According to a 
1972 piece in the Maine Times, Stevens 
invited right-wing fundamentalist Carl 
MacIntyre to preach at his church in the 
early ‘60s. Today Stevens’s message is 
apolitical, showing little interest in any 
government besides “‘God’s govern- 
ment’ of The Bible Speaks. The message 
Stevens developed was basically funda- 
mentalist. But he abandoned the tradi- 
tional evangelical emphasis on sin and 
damnation, fire and brimstone, for 
preaching that emphasized God’s “‘un- 
conditional love.”” It seems he success- 
fully built a feeling of community among 
his congregation by preaching that mem- 
bers should love and support one an- 
other. At Stevens's services, people are 
encouraged to shake hands or embrace to 
show this love. He reportedly worked 
tirelessly and conducted services with 
considerable showmanship. There was 
hand-clapping and singing, and some- 
times music from a band with a dozen in- 
struments. In one anecdote from the 
period, reported in the Maine Telegram, 
Stevens told of his close relationship with 
the congregation: a burly man came to his 
office, he said, and “stood before me cry- 
ing like a little baby in a precious, sweet, 
childlike way .... He wept and he cried 
and this is what he said. ‘I need you, I 
need you, I need you ... as a small boy 
needs his father.’ ’’ 

Everything went well for the Pastor, it 
seems, in his first decade in Wiscasset. In 
1967, the congregation had built a new 
church, on Rte. 1 between Woolwich and 
Wiscasset, which it christened the 
Woolwich-Wiscasset Baptist Church. 
Following in the footsteps of other inde- 
pendent evangelists, Stevens instituted a 
radio program on a Portland FM station, 
and later one on WRYT on Boston, a 
powerful all-religious AM station. By 
1971, Stevens was boasting that his 
church’s annual budget had grown from 
$1500 in 1963 to $180,000. 


a however, things started falling 
apart for the Pastor. Before the trouble 
was over, Stevens was making an undig- 
nified exit from the scene — reportedly, 
out of a second-story church window. 
Stevens's right-hand man, Lewis, told re- 
porter Isabel Coburn of the Westbrook 
American Journal last year that the Pas- 
tor was still “on friendly terms” with the 
Woolwich-Wiscasset church. But church 
members who lived through the bitter 
dispute that divided the church, and even 
broke up families, tell a different story. 
“On friendly terms?” asked the wife of 
one church official. “He was fired.” 
“That's right, he was dismissed by the 
Elders,” said church member Kenneth 
Niles, ‘‘and we don’t want him back in 
Maine.” 

Four years later, it is difficult to recon- 
struct the events that led to Stevens's dis- 
missal by the church’s governing board. 
The Elders would prefer to forget the 
whole affair and decline to discuss it pub- 
licly. It appears the conflict divided even 
Stevens’s own family, since Stevens's 
oldest daughter and son-in-law did not 
follow him to South Berwick and re- 
mained in the Woolwich-Wiscasset 
church after the split (the son-in-law, 
Joseph Morrison, is now an assistant pas- 
tor there). 

The Book of Miracles is vague about 
this critical episode in Stevens's career. 
All it relates is that ‘During this period of 
great growth ... several attacks were 
made against the ministry. Through these 
attacks God made it clear that he desired 
the Body to move to another area. Early in 
1973, The Bible Speaks moved to South 
Berwick, Maine.” 

The trouble broke into the open when 
the church was partially destroyed by fire 
in August, 1972. Arson was suspected. 
At the time, Stevens told reporters the 
fire had been set as a “personal grudge.” 
He told others he feared for his life, and 
posted guards outside the mobile home

the church had bought to serve as a par- 
sonage for his family. The official inves- 
tigation produced conflicting evidence 
and no arrests. According to reliable 
sources, Stevens himself was given a 
polygraph test, which cleared him as a 
suspect. But if law enforcement officials 
couldn't pin the crime on anybody, Wis- 
casset church members say it’s no secret 
who set the fire: they casually name 
names in conversations about it. 
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he fire?’ asks Aldon Brooks, 
who served as an assistant pastor to Stev- 
ens. and __. burned _ the 
church. ‘s wife and children were 
at church summer camp run by Stevens 
and the husband didn’t like it. _-_’s 
wife was also involved.”” (The Book of 
Miracles contends the men who burned 
the church “confessed to the crime.”’) Ac-

cording to Brooks and several other 
church members who would not be 
quoted by name, there were many hus- 
bands who were unhappy about Stev- 
ens’s unending church activities, which 
kept their wives out late on weeknights. 
“It seemed he had an activity every 
night,’ says one woman. “Many times 
the woman was the devout follower and 
the husband wasn’t.” 

Seth Snipe, a retired Gardiner, Maine 
high-school teacher, says his former wife 
Frances Snipe left home to follow Stev- 
ens and to teach school for The Bible 
Speaks. He says that after she became in- 
volved with the Pastor she was out at 
least three nights a week until well after 
midnight, and then would also attend ser- 
vices all day Sunday. 

Another husband, who asked to re- 
main unnamed for the sake of the chil- 
dren he is now raising alone, told a sim- 





ilar tale. He says his wife, “who had al- 
ways been a good mother,” began to stay 
out late and neglect the children during 
the day, when she would spend most of 
her time listening repeatedly to tapes of 
Stevens's sermons. Finally, her family 
says, the wife left home to join The Bible 
Speaks, leaving her children and her be- 
longings behind. 

After the fire in the new church, the 
congregation took up temporary resi- 
dence in a church in nearby Bath. It 
wasn't long afterward that Stevens was 
also faced with problems with assistant 
pastors and administrative aides. After 
meeting among themselves, the church 
staff reportedly decided to bring Stev- 
ens’s behavior to the attention of the El- 
ders. ‘He was fired because he was caus- 
ing trouble among the staff,”’ says Aldon 
Brooks. Edward DunkKam (who served, as 
Brooks did, as an assistant pastor) con- 
curs. ‘He always had a fear of people 
turning against him, so he'd play one per- 
son off against another.”’ 

Brooks believes that Stevens got car- 
ried away. ‘‘When I first met Carl Stev- 
ens he seemed like a real nice man, an 
easy man to talk to. He had great insight 
into people and their problems. He could 
make you feel like a cloud or guilty of 
something. He was able to manipulate 
.... 1 think Carl Stevens was a victim of 
long hours and hard work. It lowered his 
physical and mental resistance and he 
wasn’t himself.” 


A... the staff complaints, accord- 


ing to Dunham and Brooks, Stevens was 
called in by the governing board of the 
church and told to take a three-month 
vacation with pay ‘‘to get his thoughts 
straight.’ They say Stevens defied this 
request and continued to preach, pre- 
dicting persecution from the pulpit. 

In the meantime, other charges also 
surfaced and Stevens was confronted 
with them. Dunham, who was involved 
in these events, declines to go into detail, 
but says, “The staff questioned his coun- 
seling techniques with women.”’ Others 
who wouldn’t be quoted by name con- 
firmed this account of a second confron- 
tation between Stevens and the elders. 

Finally, the Elders voted to dismiss 
Stevens for creating dissension in the 
church, but Stevens continued to preach 
from the temporary church in Bath. By 
this time, the congregation had divided 
into two camps — those who wanted 
Stevens out, and those who did not be- 
lieve the charges against him. Stevens's 
supporters continued to attend the Bath 
church services, with the opponents stay- 
ing away. 

The showdown, came one Sunday 
evening when Stevens’s opponents de- 
cided to reclaim their church and arrived 
in a body at the building in Bath. Ac- 
cording to a number of those present, 
Stevens retreated to a back room when he 
saw the group, and avoided a confronta- 
tion by exiting through a rear window. 

There followed further meetings be- 

tween Stevens and the Elders to nego- 
tiate his departure. According to Dun- 
ham, Brooks and other church members, 
when Stevens finally departed he left 
with approximately $22,500 — money 
which some church members felt had 
been a gift to the church, but which Stev- 
ens contended had been a personal gift to 
him. The church eventually relented and 
Stevens reportedly agreed in return to 
leave the area and not to preach within a 
certain distance of the church for five 
years. 
' Stevens then bought his South Ber- 
wick church property, and many from 
the congregation followed him there. 
From his new pulpit, the Pastor's pro- 
phecies against his former church floated 
back to Wiscasset: Brooks says Stevens 
predicted the church would die. (It hasn’t. 
The membership, which was decimated 
by the split, has grown from 80 to 400 
under a new minister.) 

Then families in the Wiscasset area be- 
gan receiving letters from Stevens's fol- 
lowers, warning that the Pastor had pre- 
dicted a disaster at the nuclear power 
plant in Wiscasset. Some people were in- 
timidated by this prediction: Brooks says 
he knows of at least one person who ac- 
tually moved away as a consequence.

W.... was Stevens like in those Wis- 


casset days? 

“There were many different sides of 
him,” says Aldon Brooks. ‘One time he 
was quiet and serene and another he was 
fearful and criticizing people.’ Says an- 
other person with intimate knowledge of 
Stevens, “I think he has an extraordin- 
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ary power over people, an innate gift. 
Certain kinds of people definitely want to 
please him. They'd practically lay down 
and let him walk over them. But there 
were people who immediately disliked 
him, usually more educated, indepen- 
dent-minded people. But the others, these 
people were very pliable. They weren't 
against being told what to do. These are 
people who want someone to guide their 
lives ... . He had an urge to have control 
over people’s minds more than their mon- 
ey. He wanted control over the group, to 
be the vaunted leader. It was an ego trip.” 


Some parents and spouses of Bible 
Speaks members feel Stevens’s followers 
“can’t break away,” that they somehow 
are captured by Stevens and the group. 
Mrs. Dunham says, “Every time my 
daughter Mary Ellen comes home she 
brings others. I said, ‘You eat off one an- 
other!’ She said, ‘Yes, we do. We're 
cells.’ It seems she can’t get away.” Mrs. 
Dunham believes her daughter and sister 
lie to the family and to outsiders in gen- 
eral about what is going on inside The 
Bible Speaks. ‘They believe it’s all right 
to lie to protect Carl Stevens and the 
group.” 

Others have also heard of such teach- 
ings by The Bible Speaks. Barbara and 
Phillip Weymouth of Hollis Center, 
Maine, sent their two teenage children to 
the Bible Speaks Southern Maine Chris- 
tian School when it opened, believing it 
would offer religious instruction and firm 
discipline. They soon discovered, how- 
ever, that the institution was not an or- 
dinary church school. Both children came 
home telling strange tales of what went 
on. On some days, they said, all they did 
was listen to the Pastor's taped sermons. 
The Weymouth children also said they 
had been told at school that anyone not of 
The Bible Speaks was ‘of Satan” and that 
“it was all right to deceive Satan.’’ The 
Weymouths, who are not members of 
Stevens's following, were appalled, and 
questioned their children closely. The 
children were certain. ‘Pastor Norton 
and Mrs. Jean Bacon said it several 
times!’ says the Weymoth’s 16-year-old 
son, Joel, who takes his Bible studies ser- 
iously and hopes to become a Baptist 
minister. 

The Weymouths later became in- 
volved in one of Stevens’s major crises af- 
ter his departure from Wiscasset — sev- 
ere beatings at the Southern Maine Chris- 
tian School which put two teenagers in 
the hospital and which brought a Bible 
Speaks staff member into court to face 
charges of aggravated assault and bat- 
tery.

could kick myself,” says Barbara 
Weymouth, an outspoken, no-nonsense 
woman. ‘We recommended the school to 
several families because the program 
sounded good ... .”” One of the families 
which followed the Weymouths’ ex- 
ample was that of Vernon Van Ness. 
They lived far up in northern Maine, so 
Vernon was enrolled as a boarding stu- 
dent. “If I had only known. . .” laments 
Weymouth. ‘The place was medieval, 


right out of Dickens.” Boarding stu- 
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students as well as other members of Stevens's flock. 


dents, she says, were punished severely 
for disobedience. ‘Some were made to 
wash the floors all night, to polish the 
walls and pews. Some of the children say 
they were forced to sleep on the bed- 
springs without mattresses as a punish- 
ment.”” The Weymouth children say they 
often heard screams and shrieks from 
other classrooms. Joel says he witnessed 
Frances Snipe take a stick ‘two inches by 
one inch and a foot-and-a-half long” and 
lay into a “small kindergarten girl’’ who 
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had gone to the fountain for a drink af- 
ter Snipe had forbidden her todo so. A 
woman who volunteered at the school 
told the Phoenix of seeing a similar epi- 
sode: Snipe “hitting a little child with 
four rulers.” Both the Weymouths and 
this other witness have given the in- 
formation to the Maine State Police. 
On January 17, 1976, two students, 
Vernon Van Ness and Heidi Hanson, 
were beaten by Charles Gray III, 25, who 
served as a combination janitor and dorm 
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father at the Scarboro school. Van Ness 
and Hanson had left their dorms early the 
previous evening and spent the night in a 
cottage on the school’s campus. Their ab- 
sence wasn’t noticed until the next morn- 
ing. When they returned, Gray was in- 
structed to discipline them. With Frances 
Snipe, supervisor of the girls’ dormitory, 
looking on, Gray beat both teenagers se- 
verely with a stick, according to court tes- 
timony, “to drive the devil’ and ‘‘rebel- 
lion’ out of them. Van Ness told police 
that Gray kept repeating, ‘“The Lord told 
me to do this to you” and Frances Snipe 
stood by, watching and laughing. Cum- 
berland County District Attorney Henry 
Berry summed up the episode by saying, 
“He beat the hell out of them with a 
wooden chair leg .... The kids’ but- 
tocks looked like hamburg in the colored 
photographs.” (Snipe, who was charged 
with conspiracy to assault, was acquitted 
by the judge for lack of evidence.) At the 
June, 1976, trial, Gray was convicted of 
aggravated assault and battery and given 
a six-month suspended sentence. At last 
report he was in Lenox with The Bible 
Speaks. The Van Ness parents, who have 
since moved to Colorado, are now suing 
The Bible Speaks for $110,500. 


N. doubt this case is part of the 


‘government persecution’’ Stevens 
claims to have predicted. Other incidents 
probably include a Veterans Administra- 
tion investigation of the school Stevens 
established in South Berwick after his ex- 
it from Wiscasset. According to a VA 
spokesman in Maine, the investigation 
revealed that The Bible Speaks had sub- 
mitted “incorrect reports” and had con- 
sequently received ‘‘improper pay- 
ments”’ for veterans attending the school. 
Though reportedly attending full-time, 
students were in fact not doing so, the VA 
discovered. The VA stopped allowing its 

benefits to go to the school last year. 
The Veterans Administration also in- 
tervened in the case of Dennis Smith, a 
27-year-old mentally ill Vietnam veter- 
an. Smith is now being represented by a 
court-appointed legal guardian, attorney 
Perry Clark, of Westbrook, Maine. Ac- 
cording to Clark, The Bible Speaks held 
and used Dennis Smith’s money and pos- 
sessions (a new car, a stereo, and a bicy- 
cle) even though aware that Smith was 
unable to make decisions for himself. 
Clark is now suing The Bible Speaks, 
seeking to recover $1608 of Smith’s mon- 
ey, which he can document through can- 
celed checks. Though they bear Smith’s 
signature, the checks were filled out by 
an official at the school. ‘They knew he 
was not capable of giving gifts,” asserts 
Clark. ‘Since they were handling his 
money, they should have refused.” 
Smith, as near as Clark can reconstruct 
(Smith himself remembers nothing of the 
11 months he spent supposedly as a Bible 
student in South Berwick), was taken 
there in October of 1974, a few weeks af- 
ter his release from the Togus, Maine, 
Veterans mental hospital, where he had 
been for 16 months. On his release, Smith 
had, Clark believes, a sizable bank ac- 
count — the tax-free government bene-

fits accumulated during his 
hospitalization. 

When he arrived at The Bible 
Speaks, an official took charge of 
his checkbook and savings ac- 
count passbook. In the course of 
his stay, a series of financial 
transactions took place between 
Smith and The Bible Speaks. “He 
had a stereo when he arrived,”’ re- 
counts Clark. ‘‘He ‘sold’ it to 
them; that was the term they used 
— ‘sold.’ He also ‘loaned’ them 
$1700. The way they explained it, 
they were going to give him free 
room and board to repay the 
loan.’’ When Smith left, The Bible 
Speaks repaid $800 of the orig- 
inal $1700 loan. Dennis Smith 
also made ‘‘gifts’” to The Bible 
Speaks. Clark presumes that 
other unexplained checks (total- 
ing several hundred dollars) were 
for tuition to school, though 
Clark has been unable to discov- 
er what courses Smith is sup- 
posed to have taken. In the mean- 
time, Bible Speaks officials were 
using the new Mercury Capri 
Smith had purchased after his re- 
lease from the hospital. 


- Smith was supposed 


to be taking medication pre- 
scribed when he left the Veterans 
Hospital, Clark says he has reas- 
on to believe The Bible Speaks 
discouraged him from doing so. 
Clark finally arranged for Smith 
to leave in September of 1975. 
Smith voluntarily returned to the 
Togus hospital and stayed until 
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February of 1976. 

Despite these tales, there are 
many who will defend The Bible 
Speaks and argue that it has done 
a great deal of good. Plastic sur- 
geon Dr. Leith Hartman and his 
wife sold a nine-bedroom house 
on Marblehead Neck and went to 
South Berwick for two years to 
live with their children in three 
rooms in a Bible Speaks dormi- 
tory. Mrs. Hartman, who con- 
fesses she was far from enthu- 
siastic about the idea, says her 
husband has given considerable 
amounts of money to the group 
because he believes it has done so 
much good for young people. 
“Stevens is like a magnet for 
some people. He can talk to 
people and they'll sign their prop- 
erty over to him. It’s like hypno- 
sis. They'll do anything he says.”’ 
But, she adds, ‘I think Pastor 
Stevens is a Man of God. I was 
especially impressed with his con- 
cern for young people. He really 
works with people who have been 
given up. There is a great need for 
that ministry. With the break- 
down of the home in this coun- 
try, he fills that void. He gives 
them a purpose. He keeps them 
very busy trying to witness.” 
Nevertheless, the Hartmans have 
left the group. Mrs. Hartman said 
the experience hadn't been good 
for the family, so she persuaded 
her husband to leave. ‘I wanted 
my home back .... I said ‘He’s 
hypnotized you. If it’s divided a 
family it’s not good.’ ”

After a little over three years in 
South Berwick, The Bible Speaks 
moved late last summer to its new 
and considerably grander ‘‘inter- 


national’ headquarters in Lenox. 
With its large, self-contained 
campus, the group is less evident 
than in South Berwick, where it 
had been located prominently in 
the center of the small town. At 
the request of Lenox and Lee 
town officials, The Bible Speaks 
has agreed not to proselytize on 
the streets or door-to-door. For 
witnessing campaigns (‘‘a blitz,”’ 
in Bible Speaks parlance), groups 
of Bible students travel by bus to 
cities like Albany and Boston. In 
one Boston effort, the group 
boasted of saving 43 souls in one 
evening in the Combat Zone. 
There have been intermittent 
skirmishes with Lenox’s town 
boards over zoning changes, 
whether the group should make a 
payment in lieu of taxes since it is 
by law tax-exempt, and similar 
matters. The Bible Speaks is su- 
ing the town over the tax matter 
as well as their refusal to register 
as voters two Bible Speaks mem- 
bers living in a Lee dormitory. 


ae reaction to the group 


since its arrival is decidedly 
mixed. The Rev. Robert Whit- 
man, rector of Trinity (Episco- 
pal) Church, located directly ac- 
ross the street from The Bible 
Speaks, says, ‘My impression is 
pretty good.’’ Whitman has 
preached at The Bible Speaks 
where he found the audience not 
only attentive but eager. (Stev- 
ens, in turn, has on occasion tak- 
en over his pulpit.) ‘‘ The best way 
to describe it is a great big com- 
mune.” He says he’s found Stev- 
ens ‘‘low-key” and ‘‘nice.”’ Select- 
man John Pignatelli remarked 
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that he’s never seen the proper- 
ties owned by Stevens’s group 
look so good. 

Others in town are less posi- 
tive, feeling that The Bible Speaks 
has come into town with ‘’a chip 
on its shoulder.’’ Renee Burke, 
who's had the opportunity to ob- 
serve the group's approach to the 
town (from her position as secre- 
tary to the Planning Board and 
Conservation Commission and 
former secretary to the Zoning 
Board), says it seems to regard 
town regulation as “persecution 
.... They won't acknowledge 
that decisions are not made by the 
town because of who they are, 
but because they are a large 
group.” Burke says The Bible 
Speaks has even cried ‘‘persecu- 
tion’ when referees have penal- 
ized a young member during 
hockey games her son plays in. 

Some townspeople became so 
concerned about the group that 
they invited representatives from 
The Bible Speaks to a meeting in a 
private home in hopes of getting 
some of their questions an- 
swered. According to John 
Mooney, who has written on the 
topic of taxing non-profit insti- 
tutions for the Berkshire Sam- 
pler and who attended the meet- 
ing, The Bible Speaks spokes- 
men were neither candid nor 
clear. “It seems their assignment 
was to be very pleasant but to ob- 
fuscate like hell.’’ Mooney says 
he pushed and pushed to get an- 
swers to questions about their 
financial structure but mostly got 
“‘double-talk.’’ The tax issue was 
of concern to-those at the meet- 
ing, according to him. Many ar- 
gue that The Bible Speaks should 
pay taxes because it is using the 
campus for a variety of profit- 
making businesses like a taxi ser- 
vice and a painting company.

I is a Friday morning class at 
the Stevens School of the Bible in 
Lenox and the chairs on the floor 
of the converted gym building are 
filled with women, some young, 
some middle-aged, carrying 
Bibles and notebooks. Patty Huff, 
the instructor of the course (enti- 
tled ‘‘God’s Perfect Woman’), 
stands on the stage, which is dec- 
orated with pots of plastic plants. 
She is young — perhaps in her 
late 20s — and dressed in a simple 
cotton skirt and jersey. After an 
opening prayer and song, she be- 
gins to talk into the microphone 
in a soft breathy voice. “I know a 
lot of you are going through 
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heavy experiences, trials that God 
is delivering you unto, but the 
only expectation you need is in 
the Lord Jesus.” Her eyes shine al- 
most ecstatically. “He has or- 
dained this affliction and it will 
deliver you more unto Him.” 
Then she shares one of her own 
afflictions with them, one that 
came when her “family began to 
finalize its rejection’’ of her be- 
cause of her allegiance to The 
Bible Speaks. ‘But isn’t that what 
Jesus said?’’ she asks them, quot- 
ing from Matthew, “I have come 
to set father against son, daugh- 
ter against mother .. . ."’ The one 
hundred or so students listen. in- 
tently. There is no shuffling or 
coughing. ‘Christ is working 
death in your life, but the Lord 
will send the angel of His pres- 
ence to deliver you ... in a time 
of desolation Isn't that 
amazing? So precious and beau- 
Gar 5 

Slowly, she works the organ- 
ization’s favorite themes into her 
transported presentation. “The 
Lord wants you to do two things. 
He wants you to submit your 
heart in obedience ... and he 
wants you to be a fearless lover of 
other people. It’s important to lis- 
ten to other people, to have the 
joys of intimate friendship with 
precious people in the Body. 

‘We're so lucky here.”’ In her 
enthusiasm, she seems to be truly 
on the verge of tears. ‘Here we've 
been given an apostle. Pastor is a 
father who has begotten us in the 
Word of God.’’ From the hushed 
audience come murmurs of 
“wow” and “praise the Lord.” 
“That is why the world fights so 
much against your following a 
man .... Pastor is so incredible. 
He’s such a humble man, and he 
works so hard for his flock. He’s 
incredibly humble . . . a humble, 
humble man. Do you know he 
only gets two hours of sleep? But 
the other night after bowling, 
Pastor spent an hour and a half 
singing and playing the guitar to 
his flock. He loves you so much! 
Don’t take a word he says for 
granted. Not one word from Pas- 
tor’s mouth is not purposed by 
God.” 

When it is all over, after emo- 
tion-filled prayers for the mis- 
sionary team in England and for a 
Body member fighting her hus- 
band for custody of children that 
day in a Boston court, the stu- 
dents file slowly out. 

One woman remarks to an- 
other, ‘‘Wasn’t that a beautiful, 
amazing message?”

the 1964 (pre-Vietnam) Pentagon budget 
to 61 percent of the fiscal 1976 budget. 
Personnel costs have risen from $47 bil- 
lion to $60 billion since the draft ended. A 
new enlistee starts out at $400 a month 
plus benefits. After training, this in- 
creases. The Defense Department is au- 
thorized to pay lump-sum bonuses of up 
to $3000 for enlistees (these have been 
used primarily to attract people into 
ground combat forces) and as much as 
$15,000 for re-enlistments (reportedly 
used most often to hold on to persons 
with technical skills whose replacements 
would be very costly to train). 

The current impact of the volunteer 
army on the defense budget may be over- 
rated. Studies done by the Rand Cor- 
poration and Brookings Institute attrib- 
ute some of the increases to other fac- 
tors, such as the costs of civilian Penta- 
gon employees and ever-increasing mili- 
tary pensions. Further, a 1967 law linked 
military pay raises to salary increases for 
civil service employees, and civil service 
increases themselves had in 1962 been 
linked to salary indicators for white-col- 
lar jobs in the business world. According 
to a study in the Congressional Quar- 
terly, ‘The only direct impact on mili- 
tary pay scales of the all-volunteer shift 
was 1971 legislation granting a one-shot 
increase in the basic pay of junior en- 
listed ranks (averaging 67 percent) and 
junior officer ranks (averaging nine per- 
cent).”’ 

The real question is: will the current 
rate of pay be enough to maintain neces- 
sary enlistment levels for the 1980s? The 
‘70s are said to be the ideal time for a vol- 
unteer army. The post-Korean War baby 
boom crop of potential recruits con- 
tinues to face a limited job market (more 
than seven percent of the overall work 
force unemployed and a still higher rate 
among young people). By the 1980s, 
though, the declining birthrate of the ‘60s 
may not produce enough bodies for the 
DOD. Even if unemployment stays the 
same, there will be fewer potential re- 
cruits, and if the economy improves, mili- 
tary service may become unattractive as a 


career opportunity. There’s a limit to how . 


far the country can go in paying for in- 
centives for voluntary enlistment. As 
Congressman Paul Tsongas (D-Lowell) 
recently put it, “You know you're out of 
line if you get to the point where you're 
competing financially with Xerox.” 
While all four branches of the military 
have demonstrated the capacity to meet 
recruitment objectives, recent reports in- 
dicate that the ground combat forces 
(army and marines) are having some dif- 
ficulty. The biggest personnel shortages, 
however, are said to be in the reserves, 
once the haven of enlistees seeking to 
avoid being drafted. Since 1973, when the 
Pentagon adopted its so-called ‘‘total 
force’ policy, the concept of the reserves 
has changed from that of a group of su- 
perannuated soldiers playing weekend 
war games with obsolescent equipment to 
that of a key force in our military pre- 
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paredness, the principal backup in a crisis 
for troops already on active duty. 

So while the Carter administration re- 
affirms our commitment to our NATO 
allies and speaks of the continuing need 
for conventional forces (especially while 
nuclear weapons controls are being ne- 
gotiated), it is not surprising that the re- 
serves are stepping up recruiting efforts 
and are considering offering a special 
benefit package (education, life and 
health insurance, and tax exemptions) to 
make such service attractive to volun- 
teers. 


M..., experts and congressional 


hawks maintain that the importance of 
the reserves cannot be underestimated be- 
cause, they say, in a national emergency, 


‘it would take four months to get the draft 


going again and another three until 
draftees are ready to serve. 

Not everyone buys the Pentagon line 
about what is a desirable troop level. 
“Phooey,” says Congressman Robert 
Drinan (D-Newton). “Who is to say 
what we have is not enough? Give me the 
contingencies we have to face, then we'll 
decide. The only people who believe the 
military are the super cold warriors who 
say the Russians are coming. Our col- 
onels say the Russians have twice as 
many people under arms as we do. But 
they misinterpret the Russian statistics.” 
The Rusian military, explains Drinan, in- 
cludes nearly a million “‘potato peelers”’ 
(those who do jobs performed in the 
United States by civilian employees) and 
still another million who are stationed on 
the Chinese border as border guards or 
customs officials. 

For the United States to maintain a 
standing army of two million, says 
Drinan, runs contrary to American tra- 
dition and, worse, conceivably could pro- 
voke aggression. “We should cut our 
forces by 200,000 to 300,000,” he says. 
‘We spend $14 billion a year keeping 
men and equipment in Asia. What are we 
doing there? We shouldn't have troops 
stationed in 42 to 45 nations of the world. 
That’s indefensible. Until we answer all 
these policy questions, we can’t talk de- 
finitively about whether the volunteer 
army has enough people.” 

As for a cut of that size, Tsongas cau- 
tions against taking ‘‘a ham-handed ap- 
proach. There has to be a sophistication 
in talking about troop withdrawal ... a 
case-by-case examination.’’ Not to do so, 
he says, is “the same attitude the Repub- 
licans take in calling for across-the-board 
social service cuts.”” Rejecting ‘‘kneejerk 
statements from either right or left,” 
Tsongas warns, “We can’t assume that 
the Soviet Union is not going to react to 
large troop withdrawals.” 

While Tsongas believes the volunteer 
army is currently able to recruit the 
people it needs, he believes that certain 
improvements could be made, probably 
along the lines recommended in a variety 
of congressional studies. The Congres- 
sional Budget Office suggested that the 
military services might be too rigid in 
setting intelligence requirements for pro- 
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spective personnel. Similarly, 30 percent 
of men 17-21 weigh either too much or 
too little to meet Pentagon physical stan- 
dards. Shortages of enlistees, according to 
a Rand corporation study, could be sub- 
stantially reduced by relaxing the weight 
minimums and maximums by 10 per- 
cent. Further manpower depletions might 
be reduced, according to the budget 
office, if first-term recruits dismissed for 
‘marginal performance’’ were better 
screened to determine those who could 
benefit from additional training. And 
better use could be made of existing per- 
sonnel if more support services were per- 
formed by civilians and women. 


I here are 120,000 women in uni- 
form, less than 5.5 percent of the total 
military force. While the Congressional 
Budget Office suggests that roles for 
women could be widened, the Pentagon 
protests that it has enlisted all the women 
it can, because of their physical limita- 
tions and because of laws prohibiting 
them from combat service. This recalls 
the attitude of former Senator Sam Ervin 
in debating the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment. If the ERA passed and women were 
drafted, Ervin said in 1972, women would 
be “sent into battle to have their fair 
forms blasted into fragments by the 
bombs and shells of the enemy.” John 
Stennis said at that time that the pros- 
pect ‘‘poses a very grave question from 
the standpoint of national security as well 
as the treatment of womanhood.” While 
Tsongas says he would like to explore the 
women-and-civilians approach, one sus- 
pects that the Stennis attitude would 
carry a lot of weight on Capitol Hill. 

There may be some congressional and 
administrative support for a standby sys- 
tem that, though not a draft, would pro- 
vide the information necessary for re- 
sponse rate. Speaking recently at the 
Middlesex School in Concord, former 
Army Secretary Martin Hoffman urged 
the resumption of Selective Service list- 
keeping. A more aggressive proposal 
floating around Washington would re- 
quire 20-year-olds to register for a yearly 
lottery that would determine the order in 
which they would be called to serve if, in 
fact, the draft were reactivated. 

At the other extreme from the all- 
volunteer army is the idea of some sort of 
national service for all young people, 
with the military being just one option for 
placement. Other choices would include 
environmental projects or health ser- 
vices. The length of time and degree of 
coercion are still under discussion. Sup- 


porters of such a universal system note ~ 


that, in addition to providing useful ser- 
vices, it would provide the information 
that is necessary for a military draft and, 
if it were universally applied, would meet 
less political resistance than the outright 
reinstatement of the draft. A voluntary 
universal service, it has been suggested, 
could be accomplished by offering edu- 
cational benefits as well as making such 
service a prerequisite for future federal 
employment. Senator Sam Nunn (D- 
Georgia), chairman of the Manpower and 
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Personnel Subcommittee, believes that ‘‘a 
minimally- coercive’ universal service 
might counteract what he sees as a di- 
minishing sense of obligation to serve 
one’s country at all. Estimates of the cost 
of such a program go as high as $50 
billion. 

Old anti-war, anti-draft groups, cur- 
rently preoccupied with other issues, are 
keeping half an eye on what seems to be 
an orchestration by the Pentagon. James 
Bristol, of the American Friends Service - 
Committee’s main office in Philadelphia, 
says that while AFSC has not taken a for- 
mal position he is as certain that it would 
oppose a compulsory national service 
system as he is that it would fight the 
reinstatement of the draft. 

Warren Hoover, of the Washington- 
based National Interreligious Service 
Board for Conscientious Objectors, 
which seems to be monitoring develop- 
ments most closely, believes the talk 
about resuming the military draft is 
simply part of a design to make palatable 
a universal service program. 


- week, as part of President Car- 
ter’s economic stimulus package, the 
House passed a $1.5 billion program that, 
over a three-year period, would provide 
203,000 people aged 16-24 with jobs in 
‘resource management work” on public 
lands. The Youth Conservation Corps 
would be administered by the Depart- 
ment of Labor to develop training pro- 
grams for the young workers. 

This would seem to be a progressive 
policy that has nothing to do with the 
draft. However, the senate version of the 
legislation has an intriguing loophole. 
According to the way it emerged from the 
Subcommittee on Employment Oppor- 
tunities amd Migratory Labor, its lan- 
guage may be interpreted to permit the 
Agriculture and Interior Departments to 
contract with other departments besides 
Labor and, in fact, to channel job-seek- 
ing young people into positions with the 
military. Stephen Juntila, a Congres- 
sional aide who worked on drafting the 
House version of the bill, is concerned 
that if the senate version prevails, De- 
fense Secretary Harold Brown fully ex- 
pects to take over the administration of 
the job corps program. Reacting to his 
statements to that effect in Army Times 
magazine, Juntila says he intends to write 
to Brown to inform him that such an ex- 
pectation is “both premature and il- 
legal.” 

The real struggle over the loophole will 
take place in the conference committee, 
which may include Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy, a member of the Committee on 
Human Resources. Kennedy has been 
unavailable for comment and his staff has 
thus far failed to provide information on 
the Senator's position on military service 
and its alternatives. 

Pentagon lobbyists, as one Massachu- 
setts congressman wrily notes, swarm 
over the Hill like locusts. So although the 
issue of the draft or some national ser- 
vice alternative is still in the larval stage, 
its development bears close watching. @

The Lobsters claw 
their way to the top 


Navratilova et al. look like 
people who are used to winning

i 44-game World Team Tennis 
schedule reached the quarter-pole last 
Tuesday night and, in the wake of their 
devastating 28-16 conquest of the Cleve- 
land Nets, the Boston Lobsters found 
themselves in the unaccustomed position 
of league leaders, with a game-and-a-half 
edge over the New York Apples in the 
Eastern Division. (And though it seems 
they just started last week, the season 
really isn’t that short: the entire league 
takes a break from June 12 to July 3 for 
Wimbledon.) 

In truth, of course, it is the Lobster 
fans who have in recent years become 
conditioned to losing, not the team: this 
year’s edition, containing but two hold- 
overs from last year’s squad, has been 
buttressed by the addition of a quartet of 
tennis players who are clearly used to 
winning. As expected, Martina Navratil- 
ova, snatched from the shores of Lake 
Erie on the eve of the league opener, has 
proved to be The Franchise, and cur- 
rently tops the WTT in women’s singles, 
women’s doubles (with Greer Stevens), 
and total offense. Right behind her, Tony 
Roche ranks a surprising second in men’s 
singles, while Roche and player-coach 
Roy Emerson have compiled a .561 mark 
in men’s doubles. (Emerson has thus far 
used himself only in men’s doubles, and 
employed Mike Estep exclusively in the 
mixed, while working Stevens in around 
Navratilova’s schedule and allowing sixth 
person Virginia Ruzici to play, for the 
most part, when the occasion permits.) 

So far — as witness the 9-2 record — 
the system has worked splendidly, and 
now that the Celtics have been elimina- 
ted from the NBA playoffs and hockey 
has disappeared into the Channel 38 sun- 
set, it appears that the fans, too, are be- 
ginning to take note of the only indoor 
sport in town these days. After several 
disappointing-to-moderate houses, the 
Lobsters pulled in some 3679 for the 
Cleveland match, and while many of 
them were obviously drawn to Brown 
Arena by the presence of erstwhile Teen 
Angel Bjorn Borg, a Tuesday night match 
between two losing clubs would simply 
not have drawn that well.

All of Team Tennis has been curious 
thus far. The enigmatic Soviet franchise 
turned out to be weaker than anybody 
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thought it would be, yet the team has won 
as many matches — three — as have 
Borg’s Nets, and three times as many as 
the Los Angeles Strings, an outfit that, on 
paper, appears to be as balanced and deep 
(with Casals, Pasarell, Ziegenfuss, Cox, 
et al.) as nearly anyone’s. (While the 
Strings’ fortunes are due to go on the up- 
swing after Wimbledon when Ilie Nas- 
tase will join the team, the club may be so 
irretrievably cellar-bound by then that 
not even Nasty can save it.) Billie Jean 
King’s NY Apples, on the other hand, 
have shown themselves equally capable 
of blowing the Lobsters off the court 
(which they did, 26-19, in the Nassau 
Coliseum last Saturday) and of losing to 
the Soviets (which they also did, in Birm- 
ingham last month).

. than a month ago, for that mat- 
ter, the Cleveland roster looked like 
world-beaters with Borg and Navratilo- 
va. Problem was, having Martina on the 
roster was one thing; getting her on the 
court was another. In any case, the same 
deal that brought Navratilova here — for 
Wendy Turnbull and cash, lots of it — 
made the Lobsters’ fortunes and des- 
troyed the Nets’. (Turnbull, playing 
singles for Cleveland, has won but 43 of 
104 games, a .413 percentage; in doubles 
she and Peggy Michel were bageled 6-0 
by Navratilova and Stevens on Tues- 
day.) 

Borg, who had never before lost in Bos- 
ton — he has won Longwood for three 
straight years — found himself up against 
a partisan crowd and Tony Roche on his 
birthday, which proved to be a lethal 
combination. After succumbing 6-3, 
Borg begged out of the men’s doubles lest 
he exhaust himself in a hopelessly lost 
cause (‘We have another match tomor- 
row night,” he explained) and, in point of 
fact, the only set won by the Nets all 
evening came principally because play- 
er-coach Marty Riessen decided to throw 
in the towel early and use Mariana Sim- 
onescu as his partner in the mixed 
doubles. (After signing a lucrative con- 
tract as part of fiance Borg’s deal, Mar- 
iana had watched 380 games played by 
Cleveland women this year without set- 
ting foot on the court.) Riessen-Simon- 
escu, with the latter swatting crosscourt 
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forehands that did not come back, beat 
Stevens and a harassed Estep, 6-4. 

When Borg withdrew from the final 
match, he was replaced by one Bob Gilti- 
nan, whose principal claim to fame, ac- 
cording to his bio, is that in 1975 ‘‘he 
served nine aces against present league 
commissioner Butch Buchholz,” which, 
as someone noted, is like being known for 
having struck out Bowie Kuhn. Roche 
and Emerson prevailed 6-3, dispatching 
the Nets early enough to get Roche's 
birthday party off to a proper start. 

After the drubbing, Riessen sat off to 
one corner of the room while the assem- 
bled media questioned Borg (and Simon- 
escu; they are rather like Siamese twins 
joined at the arm) and shrugged off the 
defeat, as if to say, ‘What did you ex- 
pect, anyway?” 

He was kiddingly asked what he 
thought of the trade now (the mano-a- 
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mano scorecard read Navratilova 10, 
Turnbull 4), to which he replied — nay, 
snarled — ‘It wasn’t a trade.” 

“That,” he repeated later, ““was not a 
trade. It was a forced condition. It’s some- 
thing that’s happening too much in all 
professional sports; I don’t have to like it 
and I don’t.” 

So much for the shrewd negotiating 
genius of Robert Kraft.

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NON-STOP 
FLIGHT 


W. had been waiting for the weather 


to get warm so we could visit the Flight 
Cage at the Franklin Park Zoo. After a 
few false starts — each time we wanted to 
go there was rain or snow — we finally 
made the trip on a beautiful morning. 

The cage is a gigantic dome. Visitors 
walk right in among the birds, which 
have enough space to waddle and fly 
around freely. We were conscious of our 
presence on their turf; visitors should be 
prepared to have birds fly by their heads, 
or worse. For the most part the birds ig- 
nored the curious humans and went 
about their business of building nests and 
preening. 

Along the walkway through the cage 
are pictures and names of many of the 
birds. Represented in the population are 
king vultures, magrian storks, American 
egrets, Hawaiian geese, curassows, white- 
crested hornbills, laughing gulls, toco 
toucans, Aleutian Canadian geese, 
impeyan pheasants, and great blue 
herons, just to name a few. As usual, we 
didn’t have much luck finding the va- 
rieties pictured, although we did spot two 
Canadian geese, two curassows and a 
magpie that flew back and forth with its 
delicate tail feathers trailing. And there 
were dozens of birds we enjoyed watch- 
ing even though their identities re- 
mained unknown. One :brown bird 
flapped its wings without taking off, as if 
in lazy anticipation of a stronger breeze. 

After a few minutes we realized that a 
number of birds were well camouflaged 
in the trees, perched silently, taking in the 
scene below. Occasionally we heard a dis- 
tinctive call and tried to spot the bird; 
surrounded by a symphony of chirps, 
hoots, twitters and caws we tuned out 
everything else. 

The cage has an elevated walkway so 
visitors can see birds in the trees. A rock 
formation descends from the walkway to 
the ground; a little brook runs through it 
into a stream. For relaxed bird-watching, 
there are two large wooden seats at either 
end of the walk. The scene was so peace- 
ful that we almost forgot we were in a 
city, and did not want to leave. ; 

But we did, to take a quick trip throug 
the Bird’s World exhibit in the building 
next door. Bird’s World is divided into 
four miniature habitats — a swamp, rain 
forest, desert and river bank — each one 
inhabited by the birds that normally live 
in such areas. As visitors move from one 
room to the next they must adjust to a 
change in climate and colors. Once again 
we were aware that we were in the birds’ 
domain; we felt like intruders, peering at 
the birds as they went about their lives. 

The Flight Cage and Bird’s World at 
Franklin Park Zoo are open from 10 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. every day; there is no ad- 


mission charge.

FE or those who are suckers for televi- 
sion shows on animal life, and who are 
just as interested in ants as in whales, the 
Zoological Gift Shop at Harvard's Agas- 
siz Museum is probably a find. 

In jars that look as if they should hold 


gooey chocolates and jawbreakers the 


shop keeps mushroom corals, dried 
Florida seahorses, seashells and fossil- 
ized shark teeth that bit whatever was 
around 25 to 165 million years ago. Each 
item comes with a card telling a little 
something about your purchase. 

The shop has a collection of every- 
thing from biology books to painted bark 
wall-hangings to little plastic dinosaurs to 
psychedelic colors. Among its more in- 
triguing items are large, spiny oyster 
shells that can be used as jewelry boxes; 
dried porcupine fish in their puffed state; 
carved olive pits from Mainland China; 
stone scarabs, which are good-luck 
charms from Egypt; peacocks’ tail 
feathers; multicolored tree-snail shells 
from Haiti (they look painted, but the 
spirals of yellow and orange develop 
naturally); sand dollars; rings with a 
large ant encased in simulated amber; and 
a number of mineral specimens. 

If you prefer more conventional gifts, 
the museum shop also has an assortment 
of jewelry. There are necklaces of straw- 
berry shells, which are cut out of conchs; 
silver Costa Rican medallions in the 
shape of frogs, jaguars and monkey 
kings; leather bracelets from West Afri- 
ca; Tibetan bracelets, now made in 
Nepal; abalone-shell boxes; Burmese jade 
fish; lapis lazuli pendants; and ame- 
thyst, agate, coral and aventurine neck- 
laces. There is a variety of stones, some 
semi-precious, which can be made into 
jewelry. 

The prices range from 15 cents for a 
seashell to $14 for some of the necklaces. 
The shop, at the Museum of Compara- 
tive Zoology, 26 Oxford St., Cambridge, 
is open from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Mon- 
days through Saturdays, and from 1 to 
4:30 p.m. on Sundays.

the bathroom on the second floor of the 
Harvard Coop and after a 20-minute wait 
our friend, controlling more than” a 
scream, made a dash. 

Over the next few weeks a number of 
people reported similar experiences in 
Harvard Square; one indignantly talked 
about the people’s rights and the need to 
put the public bathroom on the en- 
dangered species list. So we thought, this 
appears to be a local issue — where can 
you find a toilet in Harvard Square? 

We conducted a survey of the shops in 
the Square, explaining that, no, we did 
not have to use the bathroom but, if we 
had to, could we? The results are not very 
encouraging. Only, Corcoran’s, the Al- 
giers Coffeehouse, Casablanca and the 
Harvest Restaurant answered with an un- 
qualified ‘‘yes.”” Zum Zum, traditionally 
second choice to the Coop, now charges a 
dime for its service (which many users 
have criticized for an apparent lack of 
maintenance). The Lodge will accommo- 
date you if you are desperate; Touraine’s 
is willing if you have an emergency, but 
you must be escorted by an employee. 

But there are ways to beat the system. 
Many of the establishments that said 
their bathrooms are private also ex- 
pressed sympathy for children in need of 
a toilet. So if you can grab a passing child, 
promising a lollipop in return for a few 
squirms and a buttoned lip, you might be 
able to get in the door. Or, if you can pass 
as a Harvard student, make your way to 
the bathroom on the first floor of Quincy 
House on Mount Auburn, or the ones on 
the first or fourth floors of the Univer- 
sity Health Services in Holyoke Center.

I, a little store near Porter Square, you 
can trade your great-aunt’s old radio for a 
dentist's cabinet. Kobi Genossar, owner 
of the Eastern Exchange Co., is in- 
terested in unusual old furniture, es- 
pecially pieces that can be converted for a 
new use. Although he does not specialize 
in any period or style, he admits a pref- 
erence for architectural antiques, such as 
gargoyles and fountain statues. 

Genossar stopped the reconstruction of 
a Steinway grand piano to point out some 
of his most treasured items. They in- 
cluded an English Penny Arcade ma- 
chine, a cabinet for sheet music with 
dozens of skinny drawers, an old Philco 
radio with the call numbers of local sta- 
tions painted on the dial, a 12-foot carved 
Corinthian column, and a working Vic- 
trola. 

“We restore everything,’’ Genossar 
said. “If something has mechanical parts 
and it’s broken, we can repair it.” And 
though every item has a price tag, Genos- 
sar says customers should not be afraid to 
make a lower offer. “The prices on all 
pieces are starting figures,” he said. “‘If 
someone is really interested in a piece, we 
always come to an agreement.” : 

In addition to the larger pieces, Genos- 
sar sells antique vases, candlesticks, '30s 
silver cigarette cases and lighters, picture 
frames, a Victorian inkwell and an Ike- 
and-Dick campaign button. He also has 
oak dressers, tables and lamps, and plans 
to stock old magazines. 

Genossar sells, rather than trades, most 
of his stock, but if you can come up with 
something he finds interesting you might 
be able to make a deal.

LOOKOUT 
TOWER 


B... in the days when Boston’s sky- 
line was dominated by church steeples, 
rather than office buildings, the Boston 
Customs House offered one of the best 
views of the city and its environs. 

Today, it still does. 

An open-air observation walk on the 
25th floor, atop the 500-foot tower, of- 
fers a particularly fine view of the North

End, Quincy Market, Boston Harbor, 
South Boston, the Common and the Gar- 
dens. On a clear day, legend has it, your 
eye can scan 113 miles from Province- 
town to “Grand Monadnock.” 

And the Customs House is itself~a 
fascinating structure, often overlooked 
by tourists and natives alike. Its Greek 
Revival lower level, designed by Ammi B. 
Young, was completed in 1847. The 
tapered tower, designed by Robert Swain 
Peabody and John Goddard Stearns, was 
added in 1915 at a cost of $1.5 million. 

Four clocks located just below the 24th

of the Customs House 


floor were installed in 1916; their dials 
are contained in Vermont marble panels, 
which provide a subtle contrast to the 
gray granite on the rest of the tower. The 
clocks’ faces are 22 feet in diameter (the 
minute hands are 13 feet, eight inches 
long, the hour hand 10 feet, eight inches, 
and each numeral is three feet high). 
To get to the top of the Customs House 
you must take two thrilling elevator rides 
— one from street level to the 18th floor, 
where you transfer to a tiny lift that takes 
you to the 25th floor. There you step out, 
turn a corner, open the large door over- 
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looking the observation walk, and im- 
mediately behold the harbor. 

There is no. charge for the Customs 
House’s view, and there are no waiting 
lines either. There is even a small exhibit 
in the main lobby, under the magnificent 
rotunda, which chronicles the 130-year 
history of the building. 

The Boston Customs» House obserya- 
tion walk is open from 9'a.m. to.3 p.m. 
weekdays. The Customs House is at 2 
India Street, several blocks south of the 
Quincy Market.

I is better to give than to receive, but to 
a person suffering from a kidney dis- 
ease, receiving means everything. 

The Massachusetts Anatomical Gift 
Act, passed in 1971, gives the citizens of 
the Commonwealth the opportunity to 
leave their vital organs to people who 
need them. In 1976, nearly 3000 indi- 
viduals received transplanted organs with 
a success rate of approximately 60 per- 
cent, which means almost two thousand 
seriously ill people were given a new life. 
However, that number represents only 20 
percent of the patients who are waiting 
for organs; the others continue to endure 
painful and exhausting treatment in order 
to stay alive. : 

Although more people are beginning to 
carry donor cards, the number of organs 
that are medically acceptable is still rela- 
tively small. A donor’s blood type, man- 
ner of death, tissue compatibility and in- 
fection are factors in determining 
whether an organ is suitable for trans- 
plant — the larger the number of donors, 
the better the probability of a successful 
match. 

Becoming a donor is simple. First, re- 
quest a donor's card from either the Kid- 
ney Foundation, the Interhospital Organ 
Bank or the New England Eye Bank. 
Massachusetts residents automatically re- 
ceiye cards with the renewal form for 
their driver's licenses. After signing the 
card in the presence of two witnesses, 
specify which organ(s) you want to 
donate. Be sure to carry the card with you 
at all times. Your name is not registered 
or listed anywhere, and you cease to be a 
donor by tearing up your card.

ure, Margo Lockwood's charming 
old house in Brookline Village has its 
original tin ceilings. It also has a 
pronounced tilt, because it is sinking 
slowly into the bog on which it is, in part, 
built; it needs to be shored up on cement 
footings that will cost more than $4000. 
Lockwood's dining room is graced with 
an exquisitely carved oak mantelpiece, 
but her kitchen is blessed with a gas range 
that dates from 1904. On Easter Sunday 
her oil burner malfunctioned and caught 
fire, pouring smoke into the living room. 

“You have to be kind of quixotic to do 
this,” Lockwood says. 

Nicely put. Dee Primm’s Italianate 
1860s farmhouse in Roxbury’s Highland 
Park was boarded over when she bought 
it from HUD for $1000 two years ago. 
Most of the homes around it were 
abandoned as well, and there were 
enough fires in the area to unnerve 
Primm every time she heard a siren. She 
slept in the empty house, in a room 
warmed by a kerosene heater, to protect 
the new furnace and plumbing her 
contractors were installing. People didn’t 
say she was quixotic; they said she was 
crazy. 

Such people — mostly young, mostly 
middle-class, the ones who in previous 
eras would have upwardly mobilized to 
Framingham — are choosing instead to 
buy homes in city neighborhoods. They 
find that urban pioneering offers both 
drawbacks and rewards. One’s proximity 
to work and to Esplanade concerts must 
be weighed against the propensity of 
quaint old houses to absorb years’ worth 
of paychecks and weekends. The mixed 
blessing of public transportation must be 
measured against the varying quality of 
urban public schools. If real estate prices 
are lower than those in the suburbs, 
automobile insurance rates are higher. 

Still, the renaissance is on in 
Charlestown, in parts of Dorchester, and 
Jamaica Plain, in Roxbury’s Highlands, in 
the shabbier neighborhoods of Brookline 
and Cambridge. Some of these 
communities were beginning to lose their 
paint and their pride and were in need of 
repair; some still looked fine but were 
peopled with discouraged homeowners 
saving for a ranch house in Randolph; 
some had been abandoned and required 
reclamation. Despite the infusion of 
young ‘‘rehabers,” they are still beset 
with the familiar urban problems, from 
rubbish to redlining. But the number of 
people who want to live in the city is 
increasing, and with Beacon Hill and 
Back Bay far too expensive for most 
buyers, and the South End becoming so, 
enclaves like Charlestown look very 
attractive. 

The color-coded charts in John Weis’s 
City Hall office tell the story. Weis, an 
urban planner and deputy director of the 
Office of Program Development (OPD), 
points out that the Baby Boom kids are 
out of school now (which fact explains 
the empty classrooms in elementary 
schools and the frantic scrambling by 
college admission officers) and have 
begun to buy houses. Households are 
being formed in metropolitan Boston at 
twice the rate of the ‘40s and ‘50s. 

A slew of these new home-seekers will 
head for or remain in the suburbs, but 
urban neighborhoods will attract their 
share, too. The city lost 100,000 people in 
the 25-to-44 age group (the critical one 
for home-buying) between 1950 and 
1970, but by 1985, OPD projects, that 
category will be more than 30,000 people 
stronger than it is today. 

And these home-owners are likely to 
be different kinds of people. ‘“Twenty 
years ago it was husband, wife, three 
kids, station wagon,” says Weis, who 
owns an Ashmont Hill Victorian in 
Dorchester. “‘What they wanted was a 
suburban kind of house. It met their 
needs. We were building highways all 
over the place, and you could get an FHA

‘The characteristics are no longer the 
same. You have husband, wife, no kids. 
Husband, wife, one or two kids. Divorced 
wife. Extended families.” At the same 
time, Weis points out, the environmental 
and economic pressures on suburbanites 
are increasing, and such non-quantifiable 
but tangible factors as commitment to the 
city and attraction to the diversity of 
city neighborhoods have entered the 
equation. 


a. newcomers themselves are 
sometimes surprised at how pleased they 
are with their choices. ‘I haven't felt 
anything to regret about moving there, 
and I think I would have by now,” 
comments a recent settler in Dorchester’s 
elegant, gaslit Wellesley Park. ‘‘We 
agonized a lot. ‘Oh gee, Dorchester. 
Whom will we know? No one will come 
visit us. It's so far from Cambridge.’ But 
none of that has materialized as a 
problem. We feel very welcome. It’s very 
accessible by train or car and people do 
come see us, and are charmed to find a 
place like this in the midst of the city.” 

Peggy Inge and Pat Andreotti bought a 
frame townhouse in a block off Bunker 
Hill Street for $16,000 in 1970, and have 
become fervent Charlestown advocates. 
“The people are just fantastic as far as 
protectiveness, closeness, helping out,”’ 
Inge says. “I never felt that in Brookline 
or Cambridge. There’s a whole different 
feeling of people welcoming you to their 
community. Mind you, it takes a while,” 
she adds. ‘But I would never move out of 
Charlestown now.” 

If the new homesteaders are pleased, 
city officials are downright gleeful. 
Visions of reinvestment, halted 
neighborhood blight and stabilized tax 
bases dance in their data-stuffed heads. 

The dynamics of neighborhood decay 
run deeper than the number of houses in 
need of repair and the proportion of 
empty storefronts in the business district, 
recent studies have confirmed. 
Psychology — residents’ perceptions of 
their neighborhood and their confidence 
in its future — can play a crucial role, 
determining whether there will be 40 
qualified buyers for 35 houses on the 
market, in which case the neighborhood 
remains sound, or only 30 bidders, 
indicating that the housing market is 
softening. 

“You can’t equate confidence with 
physical things,” observes John Weis. 
‘There are sections of Dorchester that 
never really physically deteriorated, but 
went through cycles of confidence where 
people really wanted to bail out. The 
perception of Jamaica Plain four or five 
years ago was that it would really suffer 
tremendous housing abandonment. Now, 
it has had some, but JP is a pretty strong 
urban neighborhood with a lot of 
diversity. It hasn’t been devastated. 

“What creates confidence?’’ Weis asks 
rhetorically. “A sense of a future. And 
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nothing brings confidence back as well as 
young seiake who bring a sense of life 
and vitality. And that’s the group we 
were losing.” 

People like Winkie Cloherty, for 
example. She and her husband grew up in 
Jamaica Plain three-deckers and endured 
a short interval in suburban Detroit 
before moving back to JP about a decade 
ago. “Sod lawns, color TV antennas, 
garages with electric eyes, and you never 
saw anybody,” Cloherty says of the stint 
in Detroit. Like the other city-dwellers 
interviewed for this story, she has a fierce 
dislike, bordering on contempt, for the 
suburbs. 

Cloherty’s 11-room manse, perched on 
a hilly lot-and-a-half on Peter Parley 
Road, cost them $16,700 in 1969. “In 
today’s market, of course we got a steal,” 
Cloherty says angrily. ‘‘But when we 
were buying, I thought people bailing out 
deserved to lose money because of their 
attitudes. Saying this wasn’t a safe 
neighborhood, that it was ‘gray’! That it 
was too close to Roxbury! People said to 
us, ‘How can you stay in the city? Aren't 
you thinking of your children?” ’ 

The two Cloherty children, as it 
happens, have always attended the 
Trotter magnet school in Roxbury, a 15- 
minute (voluntary) bus ride to the other 
side of Franklin Park. They also toboggan 
and ski on the Park golf course during 
the winter and bike along its paths in the 
summer. 

They are always accompanied by a 
parent or an adult neighbor, for the same 
reason that people customarily leave 
porch lights burning, or pick up mail and 
newspapers when someone on the street 
is out of town: the area has its share of 
break-ins and purse-snatchings, and kids 
who ride alone through Franklin Park can 
still have their bikes stolen. 

“You have to learn to take 
precautions,”” Winkie Cloherty 
acknowledges. ‘There are problems with 
living in a city neighborhood, but they’re 
the kind of problems that, with common 
sense and savvy, you can deal with.” 

* * + 

Or people like Arthur MacEwan, 
UMass economics professor, and 
Margery Davies, doctoral candidate in 
sociology, and their two daughters, Their 
freshly painted red house in 
Cambridgeport shines conspicuously in a 
block of several rundown rooming 
houses. (Cambridgeport is, roughly, the 
area between Central Square and the 
Charles River.) MacEwan, 35, and 
Davies, 29, had rented apartments in the 
neighborhood for several years before 
they found their house through a 
newspaper ad two springs ago. 

Even if they had been inclined to leave 
Cambridgeport, MacEwan and Davies 
could not have afforded the mortgage 
payments on a single-family suburban 
dwelling at a price comparable to the 
$48,900 they paid. But by living in the 
seven rooms on the first floor and renting

The grill of 


your dreams 


Here are the makings 
of a classy cookout

t smell of food being 
cooked outdoors makes me ter- 
ribly hungry, and I suspect I’m 
not alone in having this weak- 
ness. If the aroma of a nearby 
barbecue or clambake doesn’t 
tempt you to “casually” meander 
over to your neighbor's yard in 
hopes of a last-minute invitation, 
it is certainly tantalizing enough 
to inspire a cookout of your own: 

Whether you're energetic 
enough to dig a pit and build a 
fire, or prefer using charcoal bri- 
quets on a portable grill no far- 
ther away than the back door, be 
sure to use foods that have 
enough natural fats so they won't 
dry out, or marinate meats and 
use the liquid to baste often dur- 
ing grilling. At the beach, wrap 
fresh fish in seaweed to retain 
moisture. 

In the recipes that follow, all the 
ingredients for the meat dishes 
are portable; carry the marinat- 
ing meat in thick plastic bags and 
bring a grilling rack along if 
you're going out to the woods to 
build your own fire. All the cook- 
ing times here are approximate, 
varying with the intensity of your 
fire.

Baba ghanooj 
Serves eight as an appetizer 

This cold eggplant dish, a 
Middle Eastern specialty, derives 
its characteristic taste from the 
smokiness of the grilled egg- 
plant. Leave it refrigerated over- 
night before serving, to let the fla- 
vors mellow. 

2 eggplants (to total 2 pounds); 

% cup olive oil; 

Juice of 2 lemons; 

3 cloves garlic, crushed; 

% cup tahini paste (from 
Middle Eastern markets); 

2 small onions, chopped; 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, to taste; 

¥2 head leaf lettuce, coarsely 
torn; 

¥%, pound black olives; 

8 pita breads. 

Prick the eggplants with a 
skewer in ten places. Set them on 
a rack over hot coals and turn 
them every few minutes for about 
20 minutes or until they are very 
soft when pierced. Let them cool. 
(If the eggplants get charred, 
wash them under water so the 
burnt skin falls off; dry them on 
paper towels.)

squeeze each half firmly over a 
bowl to remove excess moisture. 
This juice can taste very bitter 
and must be completely squeezed 
out. 

Remove and discard the skins. 
Coarsely chop the flesh and pile it 
into a bowl with the oil, lemon 
juice, garlic, tahini paste, onions, 
and salt and pepper. Work the 
mixture in a blender in four 
batches. (You will have to turn 
the power off occasionally and in- 
sert a knife near the blade to 
blend the mixture evenly.)

Chicken sates 
Serves four 

Sates are spicy kebabs grilled 
on thin bamboo skewers (avail- 
able at Oriental markets). The 
chicken must be marinated for 
several hours before cooking. 

4 whole chicken breasts; 

2/3 cup soy sauce; 

1/2 cup dark sesame oil (from 
an Oriental market); 

1/4 cup dark brown sugar; 

Juice of 1 lemon; 

Pepper, to taste; 

1 clove garlic, crushed; 

1 tablespoon ground cor- 
iander; 


Pull the skin from the breasts 
and bone the meat; cut it into 
one-and-a-half-inch pieces. Each 
whole breast should make 6 
pieces. (You can freeze the bones 
in a plastic bag for making stock.) 

Mix the soy sauce, oil, brown 
sugar, lemon juice, pepper, garlic 
and ground coriander in a bowl. 
Toss the chicken pieces, cover 
and leave for_2 hours or over- 
night, turning once so they mar- 
inate evenly. 

Spear the chicken pieces on 
eight bamboo skewers; fold any 
tapered ends so they won't burn. 
Grill over hot coals, turning them 
halfway through cooking and 
basting with the marinade in the 
bowl, for 10 minutes or until the

Fruits, flowers and 
combs are everywhere

Sic of Lucy Ricardo ‘trip- 
ping down the stairs in an im- 
mense, banana-laden headdress — 
that is the sort of vision evoked 
by the fruits and flowers that are 
back in vogue as fashion acces- 
sories. The look was “peachy” in 
the ‘50s, and it’s camp today. 


The flora-trimmed combs, 
necklaces and pins are highly vis- 
ible in local department stores and 
boutiques. Most are featuring 
them in silk, cotton or paper, but 
there are also creations in such di- 
verse materials as leather, metal, 
plastic and porcelain. 


The selection includes larger- 
than-life rose pins in a dozen col- 
ors from Woolworth’s (350 
Washington St., Boston) and Vic- 
torian-style. grapes on combs at 
Goods (11 Boylston St.) in Har- 
vard Square — the most popular 
fruit ornaments this year seem to 
be grapes and cherries. There are 
very basic pieces, like small satin 
roses that can be worn with all 
types of clothing, as well as elab- 
orate fantasy flowers — clearly 
more outlandish and therefore to 
be chosen with care. A flower can 
be a complement, but if you're 
not careful to embrace the look 
with moderation, you can wind 
up a cross between Carmen Mir- 
anda and Tess the Bag Lady. 


The large downtown stores 
have a sizable, if somewhat con- 
ventional, selection of flower ac- 
cessories. Filene’s and Jordan 
Marsh carry fairly similar pieces, 
including long cords trimmed 
with a string of flowers for about 
$9. They can be worn as neck- 
laces or as belts. The big stores are 
also showing silk and paper flow- 
er pins — roses, violets, orchids, 
daisies, and fantasy flowers — for 
$3 and up, depending on size. 

Some of the smaller merchants 
are featuring inventive pieces at

varying prices. At the new Quin- 
cy Market, the Poppy Shop has a 
selection of delicate handmade 
silk flowers looking very much 
like the real thing, on combs for 
$3.50, on cord chokers for $4.50, 
and on pins for $4. Also at the 
Market, the Fruit Tree features 
cord chokers with small imita- 
tion fruits that resemble marzi- 
pan, for $2. ; 

At Jasmine (37a Brattle Street 
in Harvard Square), gardenias, 
tea roses, violets, and daisies of 
silk, paper or cotton, are turned 
into attractive Combs ($2 and up) 
and pins (starting at $3). And Cu- 
oio, a new shop (115 Newbury 
Street), has very authentic- 
looking silk flower accessories 
handmade by a Back Bay wom- 
an. 
By far the campiest and least 
expensive flower and fruit acces- 
sories are to be found at the 
downtown Woolworth’s. I no- 
ticed some very well-dressed 
women there toying with 79-cent 
pins consisting of small. cherry 
sprigs, and with some dramatic 
carnation and rose pins for $1.19 
apiece. Combs trimmed with plas- 
tic, paper and fabric flowers are 
available for $1 to $1.29. Narrow 
grosgrain ribbon chokers with 
silk flowers go for $1.66, and 
flower earrings of paper or plas- 
tic (not seen in many other places) 
are $1 a pair. These pieces are a 
far cry from the leather and por- 
celain flower chokers at Goods in ° 
Harvard Square, and the prices 
are a far cry from what Goods 
gets for such creations: $40. 

Pin the flowers to blazers, sun- 
dresses, blouses — wherever they 
won't get crushed. A large piece 
should be worn by itself, but an 
arrangernent Of several smaller 
pins can work as well. Violets 
look nice with solid silks or dark

chicken is firm and white. Allow two 
skewers for each person. 


Curried Lamb Chops 
Serves four 

The less expensive shoulder arm or 
shoulder blade chops are fine for gril- 
ling. After cooking, the golden color of 
turmeric shows through the grilled. meat. 

8 lamb chops; 

1 cup plain yogurt; 

1 teaspoon salt; 

Juice of 1 lemon; 

2 teaspoons each ground ginger, 
ground turmeric and ground cumin; 

1/4 teaspoon ground allspice. 

Slash the thin strip of fat around each 
chop at half-inch intervals, so it won't 
curl later during cooking. 

Mix the yogurt, salt, lemon juice, gin- 
ger, turmeric, cumin and allspice to- 
gether.

Grilled spareribs 
Serves four 

Use country-style or Chinese-style ribs 
(as they are labeled in the markets) — 
these pieces have much more meat than 
the regular racks of ribs. If using regular 
spareribs, allow one pound per person. 

3 pounds of spareribs; 

1 cup wine vinegar; 

1 cup orange juice; 

1 tablespoon dry mustard; 

1/2 cup stock or water; 

1/4 cup honey; 

2 heaping tablespoons tomato paste; 

1/2 cup soy sauce; 

Salt and pepper, to taste; 

1/4 cup oil. 

Put the spareribs in a large bowl and 
mix all the remaining ingredients except 
the oil. Pour this marinade over the meat, 
cover and leave for at least four hours (or 
overnight). 

Set the ribs on a rack placed as far from 
the fire as possible. Add the oil to the 
marinade. Turn the ribs frequently, 
brushing with the marinade at each turn, 
and cook about 30 minutes or until they 
are completely cooked through. Serve at

er have become ubiquitous, with 
their simple elegance and belle epoque 
appeal.

and there are big lalique butterflies and 
birds on barettes. Goods also carries a 
selection of lalique pieces, including lar- 
ger scalloped combs with rhinestone trim 
around the crown, for $3 each. Perhaps 
the most striking variation is to be found 
at Cuoio, which sells gold and silver 
peanut-shaped combs for $3 a pair. And 
some of the prettiest, most delicate crea- 
tions around are tortoise-shell hairpins 
trimmed with tiny ceramic shells, for $2 
apiece at both Goods and Jasmine in the 
Square. These are especially useful for 
sweeping up and holding fine hair. 
Combs with small, closely spaced teeth 
work well for fine hair, while women 
with thick or curly hair will have better 
results with the wide-tooth combs. To in- 
sert a comb, catch the hair that is to be 
drawn back, pushing the comb in to- 
ward the face, not toward the back of the 
head (the most common mistake). An- 
other method, one that guarantees an 
even tighter hold, is to hold the comb 
wrong-side-down (i.e., with the convex 
side to the head) while combing the hair 
back away from the face. When you've 
done that, reverse the comb toward the 
face, back into place. And if you’re still 
having trouble, ask the salesperson for a 
demonstration. sy

All’s not rosy 


at the Black Rose

©... for somewhat less than a year 
now, this Irish pub and restaurant has 
many things going for it. Simply being an 
Irish pub — where the Guinness Stout, 
Harp Lager and Bass Ale flow freely — is 
naturally a great asset. Nightly  enter- 
tainment is another: varied programs on 
Monday, including poetry, folk music 
and Irish movies; Irish and Celtic tradi- 
tional song on Tuesday; pub ballads and 
contemporary Irish music Wednesday 
through Saturday; and contemporary 
and traditional Irish music on Sunday. 
The Black Rose’s location at the con- 
fluence of the financial district, the new 
Quincy Marketplace and the waterfront 
can only add to its popularity and pros- 
perity. So will its superb interior, at once 
informal and distinguished and certainly 
one of the most ingratiating restaurant at- 
mospheres I’ve encountered in this city. 
Greens, black, and rose dominate the 
color scheme, along with much wood, in-

cluding banquettes against the walls and 
beautiful casings for the interior col- 
umns. The flagstone-like floor reflects 
the brooding ceiling of black and muddy 
green. Handsome red and green table- 
cloths echo rose and green walls, many of 
them hung with hand-painted reproduc- 
tions of the heraldic arms of families 
found in the armorial register at Dublin 
Castle, as well as photographs of the old 
guard of the Irish Republican Army. It 
has come to this — one sighs with relief 
on entering a restaurant and finding 
neither a salad bar (with its surgical plexi- 
glass sneeze guard) nor a trace of vinyl. 

This beginning augurs so well that it is 
a shame the critical direction suddenly 
has to shift, but the decor is far more ap- 
petizing than the food. The dinner menu 
features traditional Irish dishes such as 
lamb stew and corned beef and cabbage; 
some indigenous favorites like schrod, 
broiled scallops, baked stuffed shrimp 
and lobster; and a couple of anomalies — 
shrimp egg rolls (frozen) and broiled 
lamb kebabs. 

Our meals began auspiciously with a 
selection of Irish bread: both the light rye 
with currants and a dark spice bread, also 
with currants, were delicious. The inclu- 
sion of some leathery French bread in the 
basket was no deft touch. Problems be- 


gan to arrive at the table with our first 
courses, however, and they a to 


mount. A relatively dear order of steam- 
ers (about two dozen for $2.95) was good, 
but the clams casino ($2.50) emerged 
from the kitchen as four plain stuffed 
bivalves of the sort you can procure at 
Revere Beach in the summer. As a fur- 
ther insult, this bready quartet was ar- 
ranged on a field of iceberg lettuce. The 
spinach in the spinach salad ($2.25) was 
not destemmed and the Baco-Bits were, as 
always, less than delightful, but the ad- 
dition of hard-boiled egg, homemade 
croutons and pimiento partially re- 
deemed this overpriced dish. 

The garden salad (95 cents) was ade- 
quate, but the same could not be said for 
the blue cheese and creamy Italian dres- 
sing, both of which contained too much 
sugar. The chicken noodle soup was dis- 
tinguished by its honesty — a fine stock, 
particularly — but the onion soup caused 
me to wonder again what is so special 
about onion soup that justifies its ap- 
pearance on 74 percent of all American 
menus. And the fish chowder — stif- 
fened by too much roux, guilty of too 
many potatoes and too little fish — had al- 
ready begun to turn. 

One of the specials, a baked stuffed 
lobster ($6.50), should have been des- 


cribed on the menu as a scorched stuffed 
lobster. The legs were burnt to an unde- 
lectable crisp and most of the meat was 
dry and stringy. Kidney lamb chops 
($5.95) were fair, while the baked stuffed 
shrimp ($6.50) — like onion soup, a dish 
that does not earn its ubiquity on Amer- 
ican menus — were not great in stature 
and possessed the properties of some- 
thing too long out of the water. At $2.95, 
the lamb stew was a hearty bargain. It 
was served from somewhere near the bot- 
tom of the pot, where the identities of the 
lamb, potatoes and carrots had been sac- 
rificed to a general texture. The taste was 
all right, but the stew needed a good de- 
greasing and the Irish soda bread adver- 
tised as accompaniment never arrived. 

I was offered, with the stew, a choice of 
vegetables that included potatoes, which 
was bizarre since the waitress should 
have known there were potatoes already 
in the stew. The simple boiled onions I 
decided on were simply that. At a subse- 
quent lunch here, I was told that the 
green beans, like all vegetables here, were 
fresh, but they were not. The steak sand- 
wich ($3), however, was one of the best 
servings of thick flank steak (London 
broil) I’ve ever had — it was perfectly 
grilled and there was at least a pound of

Shopping for the 
city’s cheapest lots 


by Tony Fusco 


N... that Mayor White has 


proposed a $50 parking fine, and 
the city is determined to collect it 
by way of the dreaded Denver 
boat (a contraption to be clamped 
on the front wheel of an illegally 
parked car so it can’t be driven 
until back tickets are paid) motor- 
ists are suddenly realizing how 
‘inexpensive’ parking in a lot or 
garage can be. 

We comparison-shopped for 
the lowest parking rates in town 
and found that, while the differ- 
ences are not monumental, the 
rates do vary enough to warrant 
going a block or two out of the

way. But most drivers, after 
spending a fruitless 20 minutes in 
search of a spot on the street, will 
simply settle for the nearest lot 
and grumble about the cost; rare- 
ly do they put the car in reverse 
and check the rates around the 
corner. 

To steer you directly to those 
lots you've probably missed, 
what follows is a guide to the 
cheaper parking facilities in Bos- 
ton: at least one lot or garage in 
each of the city’s major business/ 
shopping/entertainment dis- 
tricts. 

Just to lend perspective, let's 





start with the most expensive. 
The Ritz Carlton lot on New- 
bury Street has room for 49 Mer- 
cedes, and a jacketed attendant 
who smiles as he collects your $5 
all-day fee. One hour costs $1.50, 
two hours $2.50. But don’t be 
fooled into thinking it’s any 
cheaper down the street. The lot 
at the corner of Newbury and 
Dartmouth charges $1 for 30 
minutes and another buck for 
every half-hour after that, up to a 
maximum of $5. 

Down the street a bit farther, 
what appears to be a huge lot ac- 
ross from the public library is ac- 
tually three lots, each with a dif- 
ferent rate. Enter from Exeter 
Street, behind the Strawberries 
record store, and you'll pay 75 
cents per half-hour for the first 
hour, and 50 cents for each half- 
hour thereafter, up to a daytime 
maximum of $4. If you pull in from 
Newbury, it’s 75 cents per half- 
hour, but the maximum ($3.50) is 
lower. Enter from Boylston Street 
for the best long-term deal: $1.25 
for the first hour, 50 cents per ad- 
ditional half-hour, and a maxi- 
mum of only $3. 

If you don’t mind walking a bit 
farther to get to the shopping area 


around Copley Square, the Audi- |

near the Cheri Theater complex) 
is a large-capacity garage and 
only charges you $2.50 to park all 
day until 6 p.m. 

The Prudential Center Garage 
isn’t a bad deal if you're only 
staying a short time, or if you 
take advantage of the special 
weekend rate. On weekdays, it’s 
$1 for the first hour, 75 cents per 
half-hour after that; but the rate 
is $3.75 for five to 10 hours, and 
it keeps going up from there. On 
Saturdays and Sundays, how- 
ever, you can park under the Pru 
for only $1 from 5 p.m. to mid- 
night. And if you buy something 
for $5 or more from a Pru mer- 
chant on Saturday or Sunday, 
you get three hours for free. 

However, the best buy in the 
Copley Square area is the City of 
Boston Parking Facility Unit 4, 
which runs along St. James Ave- 
nue between Clarendon and 
Berkeley Streets. Here you can 
park for only 30 cents per half- 
hour, to a maximum of $3, from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. 


a city’s Real Property De- 
partment owns and leases out 
nine garages and seven lots in 
Boston, all of which are much 
more reasonable than the com- 
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mercial parking lots. One of 
these, the Government Center 
Garage at 50 New Sudbury 
Street, costs only 50 cents for the 
first half-hour, and 25 cents per 
half-hour after that, to a maxi- 
mum of $2, from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
From 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. the charge 
is only $1, and a monthly day- 
rate of $50 (which works out to 
about $1.66 a day) can save those 
who work in the area the cost of 
an expensive tow. Compare those 
figures with the rates at the near- 
by Center Plaza Garage at One 
Center Plaza: $6 a day from 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m., and a monthly 
day-rate of $90. You'll have to 
hurry to take advantage of this 
situation, however — the rates at 
the city lot will probably go up in 
June. 

Looking for a cheap place to 
park when you go to the theater? 
Motor Mart Garage at Park 
Square, built in 1928 to accom- 
modate cars from the old Statler 
Hilton, has 1200 spaces on eight 
floors. It’s $1 for the first hour 
and 50 cents an hour thereafter, 
to a maximum of $2, during the 
day (until 7 p.m.), and only $3.50 
for 24 hours. Motor Mart’s “ear- 
ly bird special,” however, allows 
you to park all day for $1.75 if 
you're in before 9 a.m. and out 
before 6 p.m. The “night bird 
special,’ which one arranges by 
purchasing a book of ten tickets, 
gets you the same price if you're 
in before 6 p.m. and out before 1 
a.m. 

Nearby, the Boston Commons 
Parking Garage, funded by bond- 
holders and run by the Mass. 
Parking Authority, has very reas- 
onable rates: one hour for 75 
cents, two for $1.25, three for 
$1.75, and four for $2. You can 
park all day (7 a.m. to 7 p.m.) for 
$2.25, 24 hours for $3, or from 6 
p.m. to midnight for a buck. As 
an additional bonus, there’s free 
shuttle bus service from the gar- 
age to other parts of downtown 
during the day. 


I. general, the longer you stay 
in a lot, within the time limits giv- 
en, the less you pay per hour. 
Such is again the case at the 
Shoppers Garage Corporation at 
40 Beach Street near Washington 
Street. Park from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
for only $2.25, or 24 hours for 
only $3.25 (and there’s an atten- 
dant on the premises). 

For shoppers, there are some 
other cheap lots leased by the city 
in the nearby financial district — 
not a bad walk to the stores. The 
Post Office Square lot costs $1.10 
for the first two hours, 55 cents 
for the third hour, and 20 cents 
for each additional hour. And it 
gets even cheaper: a maximum of 
$2.15 from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., and 
$1.10 from 6 to midnight. 

Rates at the lot in Winthrop 
Square are similar — lower, in 
some circumstances. It’s 75 cents 
for the first two hours, 55 cents 
for the third, and 20 cents for 
each additional hour to a daytime 
(8 a.m. to 6 p.m.) maximum of 
$2.15 and an evening (6 to mid- 
night) maximum of 75 cents. 

If you're going to Symphony 
Hall tonight, either the Westland 
or the Amassay Garages (both on 
Westland Avenue) will charge 
you $3.50 for prime space for an 
evening. Yet just around the cor- 
ner, the Uptown Garage at 10 
Gainsborough Street costs only 
$2.50 for the evening. 

In general, parking lots are not 
the places to seek monthly park- 
ing, as most rates are between $50 
and $60 a month, and several gar- 
ages. charge even more, depend- 
ing on the size of your car. Sev- 
eral apartment buildings in the 
Back Bay rent out monthly spaces 
behind the buildings for an aver- 
age price of about $40 — so check 
around. 

In parking, as with any other 
service, it’s always best to shop 
around for the best price. For

Hit the off-road, Jack 


The big shift to four-wheel drive

ee walking through Prospect 
Hill Park in Waltham last Saturday 
afternoon might have wondered what 
was going on. Up on the hill, in the 
muddy mess produced by 
preconstruction plowing, a jet-black 
Chevy Blazer with oversized tires was 
making mud fly as it dashed, wheels 
spinning, all over the hill. Jumping over 
molehills, splashing through puddles, 
bounding over rocks and tree trunks — to 
the casual observer, all this must have 
looked like some sort of one-man 
demolition derby, but to Barry Steinberg, 
the driver, it was just a quick 
demonstration of the pleasures of his 
favorite activity — four-wheeling. 

After fishtailing up a particularly steep 
slope, Barry drives over to where I am 
standing and rolls down the mud-covered 
window. “Now this is just what four- 
wheelers love,” he says, smiling broadly, 
‘“a real chance to dig in and toss up some 
dirt. A steep hill like this means party- 
time to any four-wheeler.”’ 

Four-wheelers are a group of people 
who, after work and on weekends, 
vigorously espouse the same “get away 


from it all” philosophy that has inspired 


millions of fishermen, hikers, and nudists 
all over the world — except with four- 
wheelers there is a crucial difference. 
When they go off the beaten track to 
places where people generally go to get 
away — beaches, mountains, woods — 
they bring their four-wheel-drive trucks 
along. This practice generally upsets 
those who classify the internal 
combustion engine as one of the things 
they want to get away from, but for four- 
wheelers, taking trucks to places where 
they are seldom found is precisely what 
makes going there so much fun. They 
find a challenge in driving a pickup truck 
along a logging trail, or down a shallow 
stream. 

Obviously four-wheeling is not the 
sort of thing one attempts in a ‘62 
Rambler Ambassador. Some specialized 
equipment is required. Four-wheelers are 
most often found in a certain kind of 
super-car called a 4WD (short for “‘four- 
wheel drive’’) — a vehicle that looks like a 
cross between a pickup truck and a dune 
buggy. Aside from the basic drive 
mechanism, these 4WDs have extra- 
heavy frames and raised suspension. 
Usually they are fitted with oversized 


tires, In fact, these new 4WDs are very 
similar to the vehicles that contractors 
and construction workers have been 
using for years. But these trucks’ 
working careers are over: today the 
Blazers, Scouts, Cherokees and Broncos 
are being sold as recreational vehicles. 
And now that the public is buying more 
and more 4WDs, four-wheeling has 
started to show signs of becoming yet 
another American sport. Already there 
are four national magazines devoted to 
four-wheeling, there are more than 1000 
4WD clubs nationwide (14 in 
Massachusetts alone) and coming up this 
summer (how did you guess?) is the 
world’s first four-wheeling movie, Dirt. 


 &:. all good fads (hula hoops, 
skateboards) four-wheeling first became 
popular as a sport on the West Coast. The 
necessary vehicles have been around 
longer than the fad. Four-wheel drive, a 
system that uses all a car’s wheels to push 
it (instead of just the two rear wheels), 
was first used during World War II when 
the “General Pu ” vehicle filled the 
need for rugged motor service. 








The GP (later shortened to “‘Jeep’’) could 
go over anything, and after the war the 
civilian Willys Jeep continued to be a 
favorite of a specialized audience, mostly 
fishermen and outdoorsmen. Soon, 
however, other car companies started 
getting into the act. Ford came up with 
the Bronco, International Harvester had 
the Scout, but all the variations were 
essentially competing for the same small 
market. 

Enter, in 1969, the Chevy Blazer, a 
four-wheel-drive vehicle with a new 
design. Bigger than a Jeep, but smaller 
than a pickup, the Blazer had a versatility 
that the other four-wheel-drive vehicles 
lacked and got a lot of people interested. 
Sales picked up. At first folks had good 
utilitarian reasons for buying them: long 
dirt driveways that turned to mud, heavy 
snowfalls in the winter, out-of-the-way 
pursuits like nature photography or land 
conservation. But after a while people 
began to realize that these trucks could be 
a whole lot of fun even if you didn’t need 
them. Not only did they allow you to take 
U-turns over highway medians, but these 
new 4WDs would take you

Club Med is the 
escapists’ escape

ee Mediterranee is not just 
a resort or a “swinging singles 
scene.” It's a philosophy. The 
idea behind it was developed in 
France 25 years ago; there are 
now 72 Club Med “‘vacation vil- 
lages”’ in 21 countries around the 
world and more than a million 
people have joined. 

Many people would not even 
consider a Club Med vacation be- 
cause they imagine it to be a 
bunch of New York swingers 
running around naked, drunk on 
rum and mango juice, flowers 
stuck in their ears, behaving 
without any morals. But Club 
Med is actually a very bourgeois 
idea, orginally invented for fam- 
ilies, and in fact, at most Clubs 
you'll find many more vacation- 
ing couples than singles. And 
probably half the members are 
European. 

It is, above all, a sensible plan:

at my recent stay at Cancun as a 
sort of example, maybe you'll be 
able to decide whether Club Med 
is the vacation for you. 

Club Med is supposed to be a 
“total escape.”” You are to leave 
your everyday dog-eat-dog life 
for an exotic setting — the Carib- 
bean, Yucatan, or the French Alps 
— where you can indulge in 
sports, eat large amounts of food 
and get a sunburn, and where, 
exotically enough, people treat 
each other with “kindness.” 
Kindness is the watchword at 
Club Med. 

Since everything is included, 
you never have to worry about 
where to eat dinner, how to tip, or 
whether the native taxi driver is 
going to cut your throat. In the 
isolated Club Med village there 
are no phones, televisions, news- 
papers, radios, alarm clocks. No 
fancy rooms, just simple twin 
beds with a view. 

And further, in this utopia 
there is no need for money!

Bring the kids — they are wel- 
come at most clubs. In fact, Club 
Med Fort Royal in Guadeloupe 
has a Mini Club for children. 
On this vacation there are no 
nasty bellboys or haughty maitres 
d’, but rather a staff of young and 
beautiful GOs or gentils or- 
ganisateurs (‘‘kind organizers’) — 
generally French kids about 20 
years old who teach sports, play 
games of volleyball and water 
polo with guests, sing songs and 
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put on cabarets at night — who 
mix with you at the bar, at meal- 
time, and at bedtime, too. And, 
mon ami, you are not thought of 
as a ‘paying guest” but simply a 
GM, or gentil membre, for this is 
a democratic socialist French so- 
ciety where we make no class dis- 
tinctions. 

That’s the philosophy. Now 
let's see what one Club Med is 
really like.

Make me a pallet 


on your floor

F you've ever slept on the roof 
of an over-crowded, seamy youth 
hostel in Athens, or caught a few 
afternoon winks in a Bordeaux 
vineyard, or if you've crashed 
countless times on hardwood 
floors belonging to a wide assort- 
ment of strangers across North 
America, the Travelers’ Direc- 
tory is guaranteed to bring back 
remembrances of travels past. 
The Travelers’ Directory has been 
-published for the past 16 years, 
yet is little known. It usually 
bankrupts its editor, or at least, as 
in the case of the incumbent, 
leaves him gasping for financial 
breath. 

The Travelers’ Directory is for 
travelers who like to avoid the 
traditional accommodations to 
which most tourists fall prey. It 
doesn’t contain lists of hotels, 
hostels, bargain fares or sight- 
seeing trips. It contains a list of 
the names and addresses of 600 
people who would be more than 
happy to put you up for a few 
days when you are traveling. Fur- 
thermore, to protect those listed 
from a flood of freeloaders, the 
editor and publisher, Tom Linn, 
and assistant editor, Scott Lewis, 
promise that the TD is not for 
sale anywhere in the world. You 
can, however get a copy of the 
11th edition, hot off the press, for 
$10 — if you fulfill one qualifica- 
tion. You must agree, as the other 
members have, to let the editor 
place your name, address, phone 
number, and a brief paragraph 
telling other members something 
about yourself, in the directory. 
Although you're not required to 
put up fellow TD members in 
your house, apartment or tent 
should one arrive in your locale 
looking for a place to stay, most 
people join for the exchange of 
hospitality. Members also re- 
ceive quarterly issues of Link, a 
newsletter which features travel 
articles, news of travel bargains, 
free mutual aid service, and lists 
of new members. Its reciprocity 
has made TD “durable and safe 
over the last 16 years when many 
‘crash pads’ have failed.” 

But the price of making the 
Travelers’ Directory durable and 
safe and exclusive has been great. 
The 11th edition was printed ear- 
ly this May in Holland, at cost, by 
a Dutch member who happened 
to be a printer. It wasn’t printed 
by a commercial firm in this 
country because neither Linn nor 
Lewis could afford it. Linn has 
been drained of a lot of money 
and teeters near bankruptcy in 
Amsterdam. Scott Lewis. reports 
that Linn, after recovering from a 
bout with pneumonia which 
caused him to lose fifty pounds, is 
selling newspapers and giving 
guided tours in order to earn his 
return fare to his home in Phil- 
adelphia. Linn was able, how- 
ever, to scrape up enough cash to 
have the TD flown back. 


L... isn’t the first editor of the 
TD to be plagued by financial 
problems. “The directory has al- 
ready bankrupted six previous 
editors,” said Lewis, who was in 
Boston last month to run in his 
third Boston Marathon. Besides 
. running in marathons and assist- 
ing Linn, Lewis works for NBC 
News in New York. “Tom has 
had his difficulties, but he feels, 
and I do, too, that the directory is 
such a worthwhile effort that he'd 


do almost anything to keep it go- 
ing. It's a good thing, but: money 
has always been a problem. We 
don’t want to sell it in bookstores 
because we don’t think that it 
would be fair to members to have 
anyone who happened to have a 
copy of the book showing up at 
their doorstep looking for a place 
to stay. The TD is not a listing of 
crash pads. It is what it is be- 
cause new members have to add 
their names to the list in order to 
get a copy. Of course, that lim- 
itation invites money problems. 
Losing money is not fun. Frank- 
ly, it’s boring. But it’s better to 
lose money than to spoil such an 
idea by making it a commercial 
deal. Tom and I are now plan- 
ning a few things that could en- 
able us to support the directory.” 
One promising idea cooked up by 
Linn and Lewis is ready to go to 
press in Amsterdam. It’s a book 
called Buying Transportation and 
will be a comprehensive guide to 
cheap transportation throughout 
the world. It will sell for $2. 


The Travelers’ Directory got its 
start in 1961 in the form of one 
man’s list of friends who were 
willing to give anyone else on the 
list a place to stay for a short time 
if it was convenient. Now the di- 
rectory represents people living 
on six continents. A person plan- 
ning a trip from Boston to San 
Francisco has a choice of con- 
tacting several of the members 
who live along the main routes 
between the two cities. A visitor 
to Montreal can contact any of 
several TD members living in that 
city. The 10th edition of TD, 
published in March 1975, listed 


595 members, 465 in 46 of the+ 


United States and the rest in 39 
foreign countries and US posses- 
sions. . 

Both Linn and Lewis feel that 
all travel is important, and that 
any international traveler who 
shies away from jet-hopping 
from one capital city to another 
values trips that are not ordinar- 
ily included in travel guides. The 
Travelers’ Directory is made to 
order for those embarking on un- 
common journeys, and its great- 
est attraction is its ability to put a 
stranger to any part of the world 
in contact with a friendly person 
who is willing to share his unique 
knowledge. 


- many members of the 
Travelers’ Directory, John Bayles, 
a stockbroker and artist who now 
lives in Hampden Highlands, 
Maine, first heard about TD from 
an ad in the Whole Earth Cata- 
log. Bayles became a member in 
1972. Although he hasn't visited 
many members in those five 
years, Bayles gets visits from six 
or seven members a year. 


“I've never had a negative ex- 
perience since I've been a mem- 
ber,” he says. ‘Most of the visi- 
tors have been fun and interes- 
ting. One visit, which | didn’t re- 
ceive, turned out to be very in- 
teresting. One day I got a call, 
when I was living in Boston, from 
a young kid who said he was 
coming to town and asked if I 
could put him up for a couple of 
days. I said sure. As it turned out, 
he never showed up. The next 
day I got a call from the police in 
some town in upstate New York. 
They wanted to know if I knew a 
17-year-old boy they were hold- 
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ing for possession of a controlled 
substance. I said no. They said 
that the kid had given them my 
name and address and had told 
them that he was on his way to 
visit me. I guess that’s why he 
never made it to Boston.’’ On an- 
other occasion — the day Bayles 
got married — he got a call from a 
TD member who was on the last 
leg of a walk from San Francisco 
to Boston. ‘He said he was fin- 
ishing his walk at the Aquar- 
ium,”’ Bayles said, ‘‘so I gave him 
directions to Winthrop where the 
wedding took place.’’ 

Bayles is also a photographer 
and does silk-screening, and he 
has used his TD contacts to ex- 
change ideas about his crafts. 
“The idea of the Travelers’ Di- 
rectory can help to break down 
the doors our society has 
created,” he says. He also offers 
the editors some advice for mak- 
ing the TD at least a break-even 
proposition. ‘The way it’s put to- 
gether now, it has to lose mon- 
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ey,” he says. ‘But if it were put 
together by a small collective, 
about ten people, it probably 
would break even.” 

Edith Harper, a Czechoslova- 
kian-born psychologist and for- 
mer professor at Rutgers, lives in 
New Brunswick, New Jersey. She 
joined the TD four years ago be- 
cause she loves to travel. On a re- 
cent trip to East Africa and the 
Middle East, she says, she en- 
joyed ‘‘rewarding and pleasant’’ 
stays with TD members in Ken- 
ya and Israel. ‘I think that it is 
very important to have friendly 
and understanding people to stay 
with, especially when traveling in 
foreign countries,” she said. 
“They can make your stay so 
much more interesting. Just hav- 
ing someone to explain the local 
culture and customs can mean the 
difference between being an or- 
dinary tourist and someone who 
learns something about the cul- 
ture in which they find them- 
selves. 


Costa in the Rocks 


“I haven't stayed with many 
people in this country, but I do 
when I get the chance. Quite a 
few stop by here and stay a few 
days. I like to receive visitors. 
And the Travelers’ Directory is 
ideal if you want to travel and 
meet new people.” 

If you want to join a list of 
people that includes dwellers in 
mud huts in Africa, apartments in 
Manhattan, homesteads in the 
Canadian wilderness and artists 
in Paris, send your name, ad- 
dress and $10 to the Travelers’ 
Directory, 6224 Baynton St., 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
19144. You'll get a short applica- 
tion form in return. Aside from 
the usual vital statistics, you'll be 
asked what hospitality or assis- 
tance you might be able to ex- 
tend to a visiting traveler. If you 
join now your name won't ap- 
pear in the new edition. It will, 
however, be included in the quar- 
terly update of listings, which will 
be out in September. @

The Club Med at Cancun is 
the newest one, built about two 
years ago out of the mangrove 
swamps on an isolated peninsula 
at the tip of Yucatan. One side 
faces the Caribbean, the other a 
bay. Across the bay is the dumpy 
little town of Cancun, where ho- 
tels are being built altogether too 
quickly. 

The Club is in an ideal spot. 
The curving, flawless beach has 
turquoise water with mild surf, 
and coral-reefs nearby that house 
all sorts of wonderful tropical fish 
and are excellent for snorkeling. 

The spot is called Pinta Nizuc 
— ‘Point of the Four Winds.”’ It 
was inhabited by Mayans about 
2000 years ago. Ruins of an an- 
cient fort are found in the jungle 
about a mile’s walk from the Club 
— uncharted, it seems, and now 
occupied by mosquitoes. 

The Mayans had a way with 
names, for the four winds blow 
past Pinta Nizuc, all right — 
bringing clouds and rain. The 
rain turns out to be uncharted as 
well — travel agents swear it 
‘never’ rains in Cancun and the 
weather is ‘‘perfect,”’ especially in 
January and February. This is a 
lie. It rained three days out of six 
when I was there last winter, and 
the GOs told us (kindly enough) 
that the past six weeks of weath- 
er had been lousy too. 

The rain stopped all activity. 
Everyone was helpless, as if they 
really never expected bad weath- 
er. The best the Club could do 
was show a government movie 
about the ancient civilizations of 
the Yucatan, pour more gin, col- 
lect more beads. The complex is 
all open-air; even huddled at the 
bar, we got soaked. Nobody had 
brought rain gear, or even sweat- 
ers, and everybody froze (except 
the GOs, who suddenly ap- 
peared in Mexican ponchos). We 
played backgammon, drank, and 
waited for the rain to end,. 

Meanwhile, a lot of sex went 
on — probably out of boredom 
and a desire to keep warm. To 
prevent your worrying about 
your valuables, rooms can only be 
locked from the inside. It was al- 
ways a ‘kind laugh” to run back 
to your room, shivering and wet, 
to find it locked from the inside — 
meaning your roommate (or 
spouse, I suppose) was in there 
with somebody else, and mon 
Dieu! you could not go in. At the 
nadir, one rainy afternoon, there 
were half a dozen very unhappy 
people at the bar who had all been 
locked out by their kind room- 
mates. 

Except for the unpredictable 
late-winter weather, the one flaw 
in the new Cancun complex is the 
dining room. It has the acoustics 
of a basketball court — you have 
to shout and can hardly hear the 
mariachi band playing at your el- 
bow — and the architects evi- 
dently didn’t think it necessary to 
join the ceiling with the walls, 
perhaps to let sunlight play 
against the white plaster. In this 
case it was the rain playing hav- 
oc.with the white plaster, cascad- 
ing down the walls like a water- 
fall, which did nothing to warm 
up the room. 


7 food at all Club Meds is 
French, with a touch of the na- 
tive. I’ve heard that at all the 
Clubs, breakfast is the best meal 
of the day. A sumptuous ban- 
quet table is laid with platters of 
fresh fruits, cheeses, cereals, 
juices, croissants and breads. Eggs 
are cooked for you at the grill. 
Coffee is served in the French 
style, in small bowls, with a pitch- 
er full of hot milk. Breakfast per- 
sists until 10 a.m. 

Lunch, 12 to 2 p.m., is the big 
meal of the day. Choose from 
buffet tables fifty feet long and 
artfully arranged with every- 
thing from cold chicken to tacos, 
salads, potato dishes — and 2 hot 
grill serving pork chops, steaks, 
shish kebab, and wonderful

shrimp by the plateful. Wine and beer are 
unlimited, and most people gorge. 

Dinner is served from 7:30 to 9 p.m., 
and is candlelit, with sitdown service at 
tables for 8, and it’s fun to sit with dif- 
ferent people every night. Again, wine 
and beer flow freely, and the mariachis 
play. After dinner you saunter to the bar 
for coffees, dance a bit to the live band on 
the patio, stroll in to see the show put on 
by the GOs, and drift down to the disco — 
a large thatched hut with sizzling lights, 
canned disco music and a live DJ, that is 
open until about four in the morning and 
serves hamburgers and drinks, if you 
haven't already had enough. 

There are things to do at the Club be- 
sides eat. GOs teach sports classes all day 
long, and they seem fairly competent. Of 
course they teach with French accents, so 
the snorkeling tube becomes a ‘‘tuba”’ 

. (“Keep your tubas above water’), and in 
the midst of heavy seas you are told, “Let 
ze sail go to ze limit of ze flaps!” i.e., ease 
up. 

Of course, you don’t have to do any- 
thing. You can lie in the sun (or rain), 
practice tying your pareo, watch the an- 
tics of the GOs from a distance. (Isolated 
in their own little world, the GOs go a 
little weird sometimes. They might ap- 
pear wearing costumes — like tuxedos 
with no backs. Or devise suggestive par- 
ty games. Or dress like clowns and chal- 
lenge you to make them laugh. It’s a par- 
ade, all right, but then nobody cares 

‘whether you join.) 

The food, the disco, the sports activi- 
ties all day long — these are pretty stan- 
dard at all Clubs. But each Club has a dif- 
ferent personality. Martinique, in the 
Caribbean, is the one with the reputation 
as a New York dating bar. Club Cara- 
velle in Guadeloupe gets the best overall 
rating from everyone, for being well-bal- 
anced with singles and couples and for 
running smoothly. Fort Royal, also in 
Guadeloupe, is definitely for families. 
The Club in Moorea, Tahiti, is supposed 
to be paradise, and the one in Agadir, 
Morocco, one of the most exotic. There 
are also Club Meds in Playa Blanca, Mex- 
ico (the Pacific coast), and Hawaii, as well 
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as St. Moritz, Switzerland. (Most of the 
other 72 Clubs are non-English speak- 
ing.) 


O,.. of this array, the Club at Can- 


cun would probably be the poorest 
choice, because of disorganization and 
the unpredictable weather, unless you 
are particularly interested in Mayan cul- 
ture — Cancun is close to the wonders of 
the Yucatan. The Club arranges optional 
excursions to several important Mayan 
ruins. I took the trip to Chichen-Itza, 
once the religious capital of the Mayans, 
and it was a fascinating experience. You 
can climb a 75-foot-high stone pyramid 
that was built without metal tools. Climb 
inside and see a throne made of jade. See 
the Well of Sacrifice and hear chilling 
tales of prisoners drugged and pushed 
over the edge. Walk through the Ball 
Court, where the Captain of the winning 
team would be beheaded in sacrifice to 
the gods. The city rises out of the jungle 
and covers three square miles. Some 15 
structures remain and nobody knows 
how the Mayans got the knowledge ta 
build them. And nobody can explain why 
the entire population of 250,000 sudden- 
ly vanished more than 500 years before 
the Spaniards discovered the city. 

The Club arranged for us to fly there 
on a funky DC-7, take taxis to 
the site, have a two-hour guided tour, 
lunch in a fancy hotel, and fly back to the 
Club — for $35. Other optional excur- 
sions included snorkeling tours of under- 
water parks, lobster picnics on other is- 
lands, and tours of different Mayan ruins 
— all reported to be excellent. 


t.. vacations for different reas- 
ons: I took this trip to Cancun to get rid 
of a threatening case of winter blues. And 
I was cured. In particular, I didn’t want to 
have to arrange anything, plan anything 
or worry. I wanted to get away’ com- 
pletely, do something new but not too 
taxing. All those expectations came true, 
plus a nice surprise — the people I met 
turned out to be genuinely interesting, 
and several have remained good friends. 

And so it seems true that, “Everyone 
has a good time at Club Med’’ — the ax- 
iom you'll undoubtedly hear as you’re 


booking your flight. In spite of rain and 
the silliness of the GOs, the “total es- 
cape’ philosophy works. They may lose 
your luggage, stick you with a crazy 
roommate or make you play dancing 
games with strangers, but you'll find if 
you take your sense of humor along, the 
Club Med motto holds true: “ AITA PEA 
PEA,” as the Tahitians say — ‘Nothing 
really matters.” *

you wanted to go, roads or no roads. 

A sizable faction of America’s mo- 
torists reacted to this discovery like a race 
too long oppressed by straight highways 
and boring toll roads. They started tak- 
ing 4WDs everywhere — down logging 
roads, under power lines, up sand dunes. 
‘Some people think we're hot-rodders,”’ 
one enthusiast told me, “but they’ ve nev- 
er seen us on a trip. We all come out with 
our families and travel 15 or 20 miles an 
hour through the woods, taking pictures 
and stopping for picnics. This is not a 
man’s sport, the wife and the kids love it 
too. Hell, every time we have a rally we 
have powder-puff events for the wives; 
the girls are crazy about four-wheeling.”’ 

Whatever the four-wheelers are doing 
with their trucks, the auto-makers are 
glad they are doing it. Over the last few 
years the 4WDs have become a major 
part of the automobile industry. 4WD 
sales during 1976 were up 30 percent 
over the previous year, and this year they 
are running 38 percent ahead of last year 
— a trend Detroit hopes will continue for 
a few years to come. 

Even the 4WDs’ terrible gas mileage — 
most of them get some 8 to 12 miles per 
gallon — is not expected to cause a drop in 
popularity. Four-wheelers are fond of re- 
calling that 4WD sales actually increased 
during the oil embargo in 1973. Four- 
wheelers apparently decided that, since 
4WDs were double purpose (business 
and pleasure) vehicles, it was better to 
buy one 4WD than to keep two smaller 
cars. President Carter's energy plan will 
do little to deter the fad if you take the 
word of four-wheelers themselves. “First 
of all, four-wheeling is a luxury, and 


people are still willing to pay for luxur- 
ies,’ one of them told me. “And second- 
ly, we never really go that far — maybe 
200 miles in a weekend, and that kind of 


. mileage doesn’t add up to much. The 


overall cost is about the same as a ski-lift 
ticket. We'll come out all right, gas tax or 
no gas tax.” 


Ax. there are at least seven dif- 
ferent car companies actively marketing 
off-road vehicles through their local deal- 
ers, the growing four-wheeling phenom- 
enon in Eastern Massachusetts seems to 
revolve around two tire stores: Direct 
Tire in Watertown and Mr. Tire in 
Abington. The auto dealers are happy 
enough to sell 4WDs, but they will only 
sell them with the basic equipment — 
standard tires, wheels and shock absorb- 
ers — all unacceptable for off-road use. 
It’s at Mr. Tire and Direct Tire that 
standard assembly-line Chevys and Fords 
are turned into rugged 4WDs. 

“The first investment that a four- 
wheeler has to make, after buying the 
truck,” Barry Steinberg of Direct Tire 
tells me, “is a set of tires and wheels. And 
he ought to know, before he even comes 
through the door, that he’s going to 
spend at least $375, and up to $1000 for 
these items alone.’ Steinberg leads me 
over to a stack of huge tires with fierce- 
looking treads; the sign on the wall says 
‘Armstrong Tires — ‘Jaws’: 192 teeth to 
bite its way in, and a specialized tread to 
spit it out!” 

“Before we'll sell a customer a set of 
tires,’ Steinberg tells me, ‘We like to find 
out what his real needs are. Someone who 
drives on the beach at Cape Cod needs a 
different tire than someone who does 
most of their off-road driving in the 
woods. What percentage of street driv- 
ing one does is also an important consid- 
eration.” 

‘Basically there are two types of tires,” 
he continues, ‘for the-beach the four- 
wheeler wants a tire that will work well 
when th¢ air pressure is low, since it's 
standard practice to lower the tire pres- 
sure from the normal 30 pounds per tire 
to about eight pounds for more digging

ged rocks, potholes, fallen trees, etc. 
Some tires, it’s true, are good enough for 
both uses — but those are the most ex- 
pensive. 

“Wheels are also important; alumi- 
num ones are sportier, but in my book, 
iron wheels are the kind to get for off- 
roading. The aluminum wheels will crack 
if you hit a sharp bump, but the iron ones 
will only bend, and a lot of the time you 
can bend them back.’’ Heavy-duty 
shocks are also important. ‘Not only do 
they make the ride a little smoother,” 
Steinberg says, ‘‘but they raise the frame 
another inch or so (the big tires have al- 
ready raised it at least three inches) and 
this is good for ground clearance.” 

After being decked out in a new set of 
tires and wheels, and heavy-duty shocks 
all around, the 4WD is ready to hit the 


trails. But hose four-wheelers who are af- 
tera little extra flash head out to Mr. Tire, 
a four-wheel-drive center that owner 
Steve Schnitzér calls “the most expen- 
sive adult toy store in the area.’ Mister 
Tire has the standard off-road tire selec- 
tion, but it’s the collection of finer four- 
wheeling accouterments that bring the 
four-wheelers out to Abington. Special 
lights, differential skid plates, spare-tire 
and water-can carriers, air horns, CB ra- 


‘dios (99% percent of four-wheelers are 


CBers,’’ one four-wheeler told me) 
splash-guards, and ‘Keep on Truckin’ ” 
license plate frames. ‘“These accessories 
are expensive, but they sell like crazy,” 
Schnitzer says gleefully. “With four- 
wheelers, price is irrelevant. This whole 
goddamn sport is expensive.” 


I, Wyoming or Colorado, four-wheel- 
ers have no trouble finding interesting 
and challenging places to ride; a simple 


trip to the drugstore during the winter 
months is probably exciting enough. But 
in Eastern Massachusetts, four-wheelers 
have to look for excitement, and a good 


place to find it is at the rallies and jam- . 


borees that four-wheel clubs sponsor per- 
iodically. The idea behind these rallies is 
simple: a few hundred four-wheelers get 
together in some remote place and go 
crazy. Flat drags, hill climbs, obstacle 
courses, pulling contests (contestants pull 
a weighted sled around a course) — this 
kind of thing goes on all day, sometimes 
all weekend. And after the races, there is 
always plenty of time to compare trucks. 

But for many, the thrill of four-wheel- 
ing is hitting the off-road, finding spots 
where they can drive their trucks through 
miles of scenery. The two places where 
four-wheelers consistently find this kind 
of fun are on the National Seashore at 
Cape Cod, and under the power lines in 
the Boston suburbs. 





certain specialized equipment before they 
can drive on the National Seashore, but 
they are more than willing to put up with 
the government regulations in order to 
enjoy a few days on the open beaches 
near Provincetown. Environmentalists 
cringe at the sight of ten trucks riding 
along the shore, but the four-wheelers in- 
sist that they do little damage to the area. 

The access roads under power lines are 
another favorite four-wheeling area. Not 
only do these tracks run deep into the 
woods, but they are rugged enough to 
provide a challenging terrain for the 
trucks. Although “highlining,” as this 
practice is called, is illegal, it still remains 
one of the more popular four-wheeling 
activities. When I asked Barry Steinberg 
how this could be, he smiled, ‘It's ille- 
gal,’ he said, ‘‘and the electric compan- 
ies don’t like it, but what can they do? 
Their trucks and cars can’t get in there to 
arrest anybody. Until they get a fleet of 
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CUBA!

their second- and third-floor 
apartments to friends, they have 
divided their housing costs (ex- 
cept for mortgage principal) three 
ways. The local Home Improve- 
ment Program and Cambridge 
Paint Project helped finance pain- 
ting and porch repair. 

“We bought a seven-room 
house with a yard for $17,000, 
and to do that we have to 
administer these two houses on 
top of us for the bank,” is the 
way MacEwan explains it. “It is a 
situation I'd just as soon not have, 
being a landlord, but it gives us 
that advantage.” 

* * om 

Or people like Virginia 
Magboo and Francis Cahill, who 
five years ago moved to Wellesley 
Park in Dorchester, into a late 
Victorian blessed with rooms full 
of ornate woodwork and a very 
modest mortgage. “‘We were the 
first of the ‘wave,’ ”’ remarks 
Magboo, a printmaker. “I was 
particularly concerned that I'd be 
different from a lot of people 
here: I’m not Irish, I’m not 
Catholic, and I’m not a lot of 
other things. One family did ask 
if we were married. (They are.) 
But I’ve seen no hostility in this 
block toward anyone.” 

Most of the people on Welles- 
ley Park (a 1902 housing 
development built around a 
grassy oval) have lived there for 
at least 15 years, but recent 
arrivals are inexorably drawn into 
the neighborhood’s goings-on. 
Magboo and Cahilll help clean up 
the nearby subway station, carry 
covered dishes to pot-luck 
suppers, and allowed scores of 
gawkers to traipse through their 
house as part of the neighbor- 
hood house tour in December. 
They tossed a party for the whole 
block when their baby was born 
several months ago. They scoff at 
¥ri¢nds who told them they were, 
well, quixotic to buy a house in 
Dorchester. ‘‘A lot of people's 
attitudes toward Dorchester were 
formed by a couple of newspaper 
articles,’’ Cahill says with disdain. 


T.. Cahill/Magboo house was 
in pristine condition when they 
bought it for $24,000; it required 
only some sanding of the floors 
and a fresh coat of paint on the 
walls. For a lot of urban pioneers, 
however, renovation becomes a 
way of life — weekends spent at 
Plywood Ranch, evenings curled 
up with Handyman. Aside from 
the general misery of living in a 
half-rehabilitated home (‘‘We 
were eating horsehair plaster after 
a while,” grimaced Peggy Inge 
after pulling down five 
consecutive dropped ceilings in 
her kitchen), restoring old houses 
can be costlier than building new 
ones.

tackle projects themselves (Boy, 
do you learn quick,” Inge says), 
and many of them apply for 
federally funded loan and rebate 
programs to help ease the 
financial strain. 

Margo Lockwood’s mansard- 
roofed manor in Brookline Vil- 
lage, that town’s most densely 
populated and lowest-income 
section, needs a new foundation 
and rewiring to conform to the 
local housing code. The entire 
rear ought to be jacked up four 
inches to correct the tilt but, since 
that would pop all the windows 
from their frames and crack the 
walls and ceilings, it will be raised 
only three inches. Lockwood, 
who is fourth-generation 
Brookline Irish and moved back 
from the South Shore when her 
husband died several years ago, 
bought the three-unit house for 
less than $40,000. But she figures 
it needs $15,000 in immediate 
repairs, not counting the removal 
of those ugly tar shingles, and she 
is relying on a long-term, low- 
interest HUD loan through 
Brookline’s Central Village 
Improvement Program to pay for 
the work. 

Dee Primm has the same kind 
of loan to reclaim her abandoned 
villa in Roxbury Highlands, as 
well as an architectural historical 
grant in return for a 40-year 
agreement not to change the 
exterior of the house. The house 
had ‘‘no windows, no doors, no 
plumbing, no electricity, noth- 











ing,’ when she bought it for 
$1000 last summer, and it will 
have cost significantly more in 
repairs by the time Primm gives 
her house-warming party this 
summer. 

Others have received funds 
from local housing improvement 
programs, or finagled the 
cheapest assistance: weekend 
labor by relatives and friends. 
Charlestowners Peggy Inge and 
Pat Andreotti have poured about 
$7000 into their townhouse, an 
investment that would have been 
greater but for the participation 
of Andreotti’s father, who did 
most of the carpentry, and Inge’s 
father, who installed a new 
heating system. The women 
themselves built most of their 
backyard deck, scraped layers of 
linoleum off their parquet floors, 
painted and papered. Most of the 
work was already finished when 
they heard about Charlestown’s 
HIP (see box), which contributed 
about $700 in rebates. The 
Clohertys had likewise completed 
much of their stripping, sanding 
and painting before HIP money 
bevame available in Jamaica 
Plain, but they did get a rebate for 
rewiring and new plumbing. 


Le. their optimism and 


City Hall’s encouragement, urban 
homesteaders still encounter 
sticky problems. There are no 
guarantees that they have made 
wise decisions: some long-term 


residents of their neighborhoods 
are still trying to leave. Urban 
Edge, the Jamaica Plain realtor- 
renovators, are not yet able to 
refurbish houses as quickly as 
they are being abandoned, and 
parts of Dorchester and Mattapan 
are barely holding the line. 

Obtaining mortgage money in 
areas that banks regard as 
questionable, though not as hard 
as it once was, remains difficult. 
It's common to receive several 
rejections before financing comes 
through, and even then bank 
appraisers and would-be 
residents can perceive city 
housing very differently. 

A computer analyst and 
designer who located a large home 
on a half-acre behind the Chil- 
dren’s Museum, in what is 
generally accounted one of the 
choicest sections of Jamaica Plain, 
found that two appraisers 
assessed the property at $7000 
and $23,000 less than the asking 
price, and below the market value 
of other homes on the street. 
Though two other lenders are 
looking over the property, the 
man is still without a mortgage 
and is appealing to the Boston 
Urban Mortgage Review Board (a 
voluntary group of savings-bank 
and neighborhood representatives 
that takes complaints about 
‘‘redlining’’). 

And not every reviving neigh- 
borhood is hospitable to all new- 
comers. Jamaica Plain has been a 
polyglot place for over a decade, 


but Charlestown remains a white 
enclave. ‘I have never witnessed 
any violence against a black per- 
son here,” Inge says, “but be- 
cause of what you hear, you be- 
come concerned for someone 
else’s safety. I wouldn't advise a 
black person to move in here.” 
Inge has invited black friends to 
her Charlestown home without 
incident, but she is more hesitant 
about inviting them to the com- 
munity theater she directs. 

In Ashmont Hill, a black law- 
yer and his white wife bought an 
old home, began restorations, 
then quickly moved out. They 
were reportedly taunted and har- 
assed by neighborhood teenagers 
as they walked the short distance 
to and from the subway stop. “‘It 
was an unfortunate incident, and 
I'd rather not talk about it,”’ the 
lawyer said. 

The much-publicized jump in 
city property taxes has caused re- 
markably little grumbling among 
the home-owners we inter- 
viewed. Their tax bills ranged 
from $400 annually for the 
Inge/Andreotti household in 
Charlestown, to $1100 for Primm 
in Roxbury, to about $1400 for 
Magboo and Cahill in Dorches- 
ter. MacEwan and Davies pay 
about $2000 for their three-fam- 
ily house in Cambridgeport;

Continued fram page 25 
raise money, it’s not out of line,”’ 
comments Cahill. 

(A study by Bob Rugo and 
John Coggeshall of the city’s Of- 
fice of Program Development in- 
dicates that Boston's tax-rate in- 
crease of 75 percent since 1969 is 
lower than the increases in Cam- 
bridge, Brookline, and suburban 
Randolph and Arlington, and 
only slightly higher than the in- 
creases in Milton, Weymouth and 
Quincy. The two also compared 
the Boston rate to those of other 
communities that have not insti- 
tuted 100-percent valuation; they 
found the median assessment in 
Boston to be 30 percent of sales 
price — well above the Cam- 
bridge, Milton and Quincy me- 
dians but below Randolph’s. 
Taxes on comparably priced 
homes in the ring of inner sub- 
urbs — Arlington, Belmont, 
Watertown, Revere, Weymouth 
— are not significantly less oner- 
ous than Boston’s, Coggeshall 
says.) 

What are more likely to raise 
protest are the city’s notoriously 
high auto insurance rates. Cahill 
and Magboo pay $1100 a year to 
insure a year-old Toyota; even 
Dee Primm, who drives a 1966 
Chevy, pays about $200. 


Fo a serious threat 
to the renaissance neighborhood 
can be its own success. In the 
South End, site of the largest ur- 
ban renewal project in the United 
States, shells go for $30,000, and 
$12,000 per floor for renovations 
is a moderate estimate. Brick 
townhouses in prime Charles- 
town locations are for sale in the 
60s. Accelerated change — im- 
provement almost as much as de- 
terioration — is unhealthy for a 
neighborhood, and can displace 
people who have been settled for 
decades. The turnover not only 
inflates housing prices, but can 
cost the area the diversity that.in- 
itially attracted the newcomers, 
and cause tension between the 
new and old residents. 

Such problems may not recur, 
John Weis thinks, because of the . 
scale of some of the city’s neigh- 
borhoods. Charlestown and the 
South End are relatively small 
areas, with 15,000 and 22,000 
residents respectively, and thus 
more susceptible to an influx of 
new people. Brookline Village and 
Cambridgeport may be similarly 
at risk. But the pace of restora- 
tion, if it continues, will inevit- 
ably be slower elsewhere in the 
city: Jamaica Plain’s population is 
60,000, and Dorchester, were it 
not part of Boston, would be the 
Commonwealth's fourth largest 
city. 

Local governments, moreover, 
are using their building and fin- 
ancial programs to stimulate im- 
migration in some areas and dis- 
courage it in others. A large pro- 
portion of the available loan and 
rebate funds go to people with 
deep neighborhood roots. Mike 
Rosenberg, director of Brook- 
line’s Central Village Improve- 
ment Program, puts it bluntly. 
‘One of the aims of this program 
is to keep the people already liv- 
ing here and mitigate the pres- 
sures that would drive them out,” 
he says. “The aim is not to have a 
South End effect where the 
neighborhood becomes so ‘im- 
proved’ that only wealthy people 
can afford to live there.’ 

Boston’s Housing Improve- 
ment Program operates in much 
the same way. “The bulk of the 
(recipients), our data shows, have 
been long-term residents who in- 
tend to stay,” says director Joe 
Egan. “There have been, espec- 
ially in areas of Dorchester and 
Jamaica Plain, young families 
who looked for Elysium in the 
suburbs and found that it cost 
$60,000. So they came back and 
found a nice, quiet street near the 
subway for $30,000. 

“We're on a big campaign to 
get people, especially young 
people, back to the city.” *

Angell is an all-star 


What's the best baseball writing anywhere 
doing in the pages of the New Yorker?

I, the spring of 1972, baseball fans and 
the reading public at large were let in on 
what had until then been a moderately 
well-kept secret, harbored mostly by 
readers of the New Yorker and those who 
chanced to come in contact with that 
fairly esoteric lot: that for 10 years 
previously, some of the best baseball 
writing of this or any other age had been 
hidden between those covers commonly 
used to adorn chic bathroom walls. 

The Sumrier Game became an Instant 
Classic, as they say, and its author, New 
Yorker fiction editor and occasional 
columnist Roger Angell, a reluctant 
celebrity of sorts. Over the past five 
years, in press boxes from coast to coast, 
Angell has come to be regarded with awe 
and esteem by his colleagues (a term he 
himself, in his appointed role as fan 
extraordinaire, would probably 
discourage), a group of men who by and 
large would never — not even in the 
intimacy of their dentists’ offices — be 
caught with a copy of the New Yorker in 
their hands. 


It would be easy and hardly pejorative 
(I cannot conceive of anyone reading him 
without Wishing It Would Never End) to 
describe Angell’s new collection as a 
continuation of The Summer Game. But 
for several good reasons, Five Seasons: A 
Baseball Companion (Simon and 
Schuster, 413 pp., $9.95) transcends that 
characterization. Chief among these are 
the facts that (a) in the face of litigation, 
arbitration, free agencies, multi-year 
contracts, bankruptcies, franchise shifts 
and apparently perpetual expansion, 
baseball today is considerably different 
from the sport Angell began to write 
about 15 years ago, and (b) his own 
perspective has necessarily altered with 
his status. (Angell in the ‘60s was an awe- 
struck interloper when he so much as 
ventured near a batting cage. In the ‘70s 
he can, almost comfortably, accept an 
invitation to spend an afternoon in the 
owner's box with Horace Stoneham in the 
twilight of his life-long ownership of the 
Giants — already on the market, the team 
was sold shortly thereafter — or, with one 
phone call, set off on a scouting 
expedition through the hinterlands of 
Kentucky and Michigan with the 
venerable talent sleuth Ray Scarborough, 
or, for that matter, sit down and chat 
baseball, with equal ease, with George 
Brett and Lefty Gomez.)

Peckinpah’s war 
is hell (what else?) 


All riot on the Eastern Front

CROSS OF IRON. Directed by Sam 
Peckinpah. Written by Julius J. Epstein, 
Walter Kelley and James Hamilton.

S... Peckinpah’s exciting new movie 
opened in Boston last Wednesday with 
minimal advertising and virtually no 
press campaign at all. And word has al- 
ready gone out that the film will be pulled 
from the Sack 57 by next Wednesday (the 
25th) and replaced by a piece of horror 
schlock called Audrey Rose. In other 
words, the distributor (Avco Embassy) 
and the downtown Boston exhibitor 
(Sack Theatres) have ‘‘dumped”’ the pic- 
ture — given up on it in advance. Natur- 
ally, if the film does badly during its one- 
week run, they will both be congratula- 
ting themselves on their good judgment. 
But under such circumstances, how could 
it possibly do well? 

I’m not going to pretend that Cross of 
Iron is a great film or that it has the box- 
office appeal of The Sting. In many ways 
it's a messy, difficult, uningratiating 
movie, with a plot that barely makes 
sense at times. But it’s also a work of un- 
deniable power and grandeur. For Peck- 
inpah has found a perfect setting for his 
characteristic bitterness and savagery: the 
hellish German retreat from Russia in 
1943, when the remnants of a proud 
army, pressured by constant artillery fire 
and the relentless Soviet advance, fell into 
a chaos of recrimination and murderous, 
semi-insane competition with one an- 
other. It’s a feral, death-ridden film, the 
ultimate expression of Peckinpah’s vis- 
ion of life as the war of all against all. 
Since we have no one to root for in this 
struggle between Germans and Rus- 
sians, the slaughter seems all the more in- 
discriminate and meaningless, an ex- 
ample of war as an extreme of the hu- 
man condition rather than as a “moral’’ 
exercise directed towards certain rational 
ends. 

As we all know, Peckinpah can be 
happily creative when he works in this ni- 
hilistic style. Cross of Iron contains some 
of the director's most sensually exciting 
images of violence. Peckinpah’s theme — 
the varieties of honor in the most irre- 
trievable situations — is similar to Hem- 
ingway’s and, in movies, to John Ford's, 
but he feels nothing comparable to their 
elegiac wistfulness. For instance, when a 
pompous German general comes to ‘‘pro- 
vide comfort’ to some mangled soldiers 
at a military hospital, he manfully shakes 
the two stumps that remain of a soldier's 
arms — at which point the soldier, who 
has lost a leg as well, extends his good leg 
for the general's embrace. Cross of Iron is 
a war-horror film, a product of post-Viet- 
nam American nausea. For us, only the 
bitterest, most hopeless attitudes to- 
wards war make sense anymore. 

Peckinpah has centered his film on a 
platoon leader named Steiner (James Co- 
burn), a fearless and resourceful soldier 
who loves his men. Steiner has no objec- 
tion to violence or killing — Peckinpah is 
too unsentimental for that. Steiner kills 
because it’s necessary and because he 
doesn’t know what else to do; he can even 
take some savage pleasure in it as a job 
well done. But at the same time he hates 
the officers who try to assign some high- 
er meaning to the slaughter — both the 
good officers like James Mason's tragic 
colonel, who knows that the end is at 
hand, and the bad ones, like Maximilian 
Schell’s incompetent, cowardly, black- 
mailing captain, who wants a military 
decoration — an Iron Cross — so he can 
face up to his aristocratic Prussian fam- 
ily. 

The scenes between these men burn up 
the screen even when you aren’t sure 
exactly where the intensity is coming 
from. James Mason, as always, is be- 
yond praise, but the real surprise is Co- 
burn, who in recent years seemed to have 


degenerated into an obnoxious clown — 
all elbows and teeth and self-parodying 
macho. Coburn has regained that cere- 
monious gallantry that used to be so ap- 
pealing; his physical authority and the 
handsome new lines in his face (he’s al- 
most 50) make you really believe in him 
as a leader. Coburn’s heroically lean pro- 
letarian encounters a suitable antagonist 
in Maximilian Schell’s puffy-faced cap- 
tain. (Schell should always play weak- 
lings and villains — it forces him to drop 
that sentimental charm that comes all too 
easily to him). But what is Peckinpah get- 
ting at in the murderous relationship be- 
tween these two? There’s so much bitter- 
ness here (Schell tries to have Coburn and 
his men killed because Coburn has 
blocked his request for the Iron Cross) 
that it’s tempting to read the film in the 
same way Pauline Kael read Peckinpah’s 
last effort, The Killer Elite — as a parable 
of his personal misfortunes in the film in- 
dustry. Coburn’s love for his filthy job 
and for the men who work loyally beside 
him is inevitably reminiscent of Peckin- 
pah’s willing-whore fatalism about di- 
recting commercial movies and his love 
for the actors and technicians who bust a 
gut for him. And Coburn’s bitterness 
towards the officer class is almost cer- 
tainly a reflection of Peckinpah’s much- 
publicized feeling that producers as a rule 
are cowardly hangers-on who rig the 
game in their own favor, stealing the 
glory whenever they can and undermin- 
ing directors (i.e., recutting their work) 
out of sheer incompetence and spite. 


I. all too sickeningly appropriate, then, 
that this film has been hurt as badly as 
some of Peckinpah’s earlier efforts by 
producers’ interference (according to the 
grapevine, over 20 minutes were cut). 
Peckinpah’s narrative methods are no- 
toriously elliptical to begin with, but 
there are scenes here that end before they 
make their point. At one juncture, for ex- 
ample, Coburn is comforted at the hos- 
pital by a nurse (Senta Berger), and then, 
without any transition, Berger sadly but- 
tons up her dress as Coburn leaves the 
hospital to return to his men — ending a 
love affair we've never seen. In such in- 
stances, Peckinpah’s work has clearly 
been tampered with for “‘pace’’; at other 
points we can’t tell. Was it Peckinpah’s 
idea or someone else’s, for example, to 
make explosion montages (trucks blow- 
ing up, bodies flying apart) without re- 
lating them to a particular military man- 
euver or anything going on in the plot? 

I imagine that people who love Peck- 
inpah will quickly give up trying to make 
sense of the narrative and concentrate in- 
stead on what the director does best: crea- 
ting scenes of nearly unbearable physical 
tension that suddenly find release in pin- 
wheels of lyrical, agonizing, slow-mo- 
tion violence. There are moments here 
that are incomparable: the quiet stalking 
of a reconnaissance patrol, the sudden 
flinch of terror in experienced men as a 
bomb is about to land nearby. This is not 
an epic film like Patton; it's a dirty, un- 
relievedly grim, claustrophobic view of 
war. Cross of Iron may not give much 
pleasure, but to anyone with a taste for 
knowing the worst it will give a good deal 
of satisfaction. 


Ali and Allah

I he Greatest, starring Muhammad Ali 
in his own life story, is like his ‘‘poetry’’: 


it draws us even though it’s simple-min- 
ded, crude and stupefyingly narcissistic. 
Ali has always snatched our affections 
from the jaws of scorn. When, as Cas- 
sius Clay, he taunted the awesome, thug- 
gish Sonny Liston, we thought him a 
brash tyro whose comeuppance was long 
overdue. When he beat Liston, we loved 
him — not because he was any less ridi- 
culous but because he had become a 
clown-hero. Instead of a swollen-faced 
gorilla from the wrong side of town, Ali 
was the most whimsical of strongmen, a 
killer as pretty and playful as a pet. His 
loudmouth tactics gave him the appea- 
rance of a loser: real champions, we grew 
up believing, don’t need to boast. But this 
aura of vulnerability has rendered him 
more appealing than his opponents. Still 
suspecting that a Ken Norton could pum- 
mel Ali if he’d-hold still for a second, we 
continued to root for the champ as if he 
were the underdog. 

Like most great showmen, Ali has 
stayed on top because he’s been bril- 
liantly managed — by Muslim leader Her- 
bert Muhammad, brother of the Nation 
of Islam’s spiritual leader, Wallace 
Muhanimad. And Herbert Muhammad is 
this film’s real auteur: he had full veto 
power over its personal and religious ref- 
erences. Under his watchful eye, the late 
director Tom Gries and screenwriter Ring 
Lardner Jr. have perpetuated the care- 
fully constructed public myth by depict- 
ing Ali as a plucky underdog — and a 
pillar of Islam as well. 


The Greatest was bound to be a white- 
wash — would Ali have starred in any- 
thing else? Not that he’s envisioned as a 
prig with a punch; far from it. America 
loves his he-man lecherousness, his cock- 
of-the-walk swagger. The movie de- 
lights in showing him on the make, bra- 
zenly at first and then, after his con- 
version to Islam, rather coyly. And Ali's 
grandstanding before the Liston fight 
provides the movie's best sequence: the

young fighter hounds the “big, ugly 
bear’ all the way from a gambling den to: 
his home to the weighing-in ceremonies, 
while Liston, played with hulking autho- 
rity by Roger (Leadbelly) Mosley, snarls 
at him, “You just a fag.” 

But the movie loses several rounds 
when it tries to tell us that beneath Ali's 
charming exuberance there’s a serious 
thinker: politically concerned, morally 
courageous and religiously devout. While 
I don’t doubt Ali has a serious side, I do 
find this movie's version of it shallow and 
self-serving, more in the interests of 
Muslim public relations than good 
movie-making. First we are asked to be- 
lieve in Ali’s conversion in just five 
minutes to Islam when he listens to Mal- 
colm X (James Earl Jones) rant against 
‘white devils.’’ Then we are asked to be- 
lieve that a fight promoter (Robert Du- 
vall) would tell Ali he would call off the 
Liston-Clay bout unless Ali renounced 
his new-found faith — only to apologize 
sweetly in the next scene: “I thought 
about what you said about your right to 
your faith. I guess that’s part of Ameri- 
can principle.’ So much of the picture is 
a sanctimonious gloss, with such matters 
as Malcolm X’s assassination and Ali's 
conflicts with Muslim leadership con- 
veniently left out, that one feels one’s 
reading this month’s issue of The Bilalian 
News. 


I, the film’s scheme of things, Islam is 
the source of Ali’s strength and success. 
Allah, for instance, inspires his refusal to 
be inducted into the armed forces (his de- 
fense claimed he was a Muslim mini- 
ster). But one suspects it was as much 
management as inspiration that led Ali to 
dodge the draft. In uniform he was worth 
very little to the Muslims, but he was im- 
mensely valuable as the highly visible 
symbol of their protest against sending 
blacks to fight a white man’s war. One 
doubts that the private Ali is much more 


politically committed than the private 
Johnny Carson — Ali even supported 
Gerald Ford in last year’s elections be- 
cause ‘Ford has invited me to the White 
House several times.”’ 

In short, a lot of The Greatest is clever 
agitprop. And as biography, the movie is 
little more than an outline. Events in Ali’s 
career are not so much explored as tal- 
lied. The characters, too, receive short 
shrift. Ernest Borgnine’s Angelo Dundee 
(Ali's trainer) is a benign stick figure, 
however stout; John Marley's Ferdie 
Pacheco (Ali’s fascinating doctor) is a 
spear-carrier; and the women are safely 
hidden in ringside-girlfriend roles. The 
only meaty part belongs to Lloyd Haines, 
and he plays — you guessed it — Herbert 
Muhammad. Ali himself, however, is a 
knockout. Warm, assured and convinc- 
ingly soft-spoken, he provides the film 
with a charismatic center. The Greatest 
needs one badly, for Tom Gries’s direc- 
tion is embarrassingly feckless. He'll ruin 
a succinct, engaging two-shot of lovers 
Ali and Mira Waters by cutting in mid- 
speech to a jarring close-up of Ali's huge, 
balloon-like face; it’s as if we've been 
whisked from a picnic in the park to a 
spot inches in front of the marauding 
champ in round five of a title bout. And 
one can barely smother guffaws when, in 
scenes ostensibly occurring in 1960, one 
catches sight of 1975 Buicks and Chev- 
ies. 

The ending, too, is a mistake. After 
watching Ali fight his way back into box- 
ing from his draft-era exile, we see him 
training heroically to regain the cham- 
pionship from the terrifying George 
Foreman. As he jogs and shadow-boxes 
to grandiose disco, we find visions of Syl- 
vester Stallone dancing in our heads. The 
filmmakers have made Ali seem the long 
shot and Foreman the favorite. This 
engenders our sympathy, all right, but 
then Ali beats Foreman in the Zaire fight 
by using the infamous rope-a-dope strat- 
egy — in effect, winning by outlasting 
Foreman. It’s a curious finale, implying 
as it does that Ali’s title and future de- 
pend less on his waning athletic prowess 
than on his ability to survive until strong- 
er opponents. tire out. Could it be that 
winning, for Ali as for Stallone’s hero, 
means merely going the distance? Per- 
haps. As it turns out, The Greatest is a 
stripped-down, sometimes entertaining 
Muslim version of Rocky. Funny thing 
is, it stars Apollo Creed.

ou cannot be a witness without 
a memory,” says Bibi Andersson in It’s 
Raining in Santiago, and the sentiment is 
equally appropriate to Walter Locke's 
documentary, Avenue of the Americas. 
Although one is a dramatization and the 
other a documentary, both films deal with 
Chile’s experiment in parliamentary so- 
cialism under Salvador Allende and his 
regime’s destruction by the US-assisted 
Chilean military. Both were made by wit- 
nesses whose memories spill onto the 
screen. Producer/editor Walter Locke 
lived in Allende’s Chile, as did his Peru- 
vian director, Jorge Reyes. Their screen- 
writer, Charles Horman, was murdered by 
the Chilean military during the coup. 
Raining was written and directed by Hel- 
vio Soto, a Chilean friend and confidant 
of Allende’s since 1952. These are pas- 
sionate films — full of love for the Chile 
that might have been, full of hatred for 
what that country has become. And they 
are important films designed to convey 
the truth about what happened in Chile 
and to make you angry. 

From March to July of 1973, Locke and 
Reyes filmed events in Chile. Locke re- 
turned to the US to edit, and then came 
the coup on September 11 and Horman’s 
subsequent murder. Locke added materi- 
al about the coup and its aftermath and 
finished up in late ‘75. Avenue of the 
Americas is at its best when recording 
scenes of work and daily life. Lyrical mo- 
ments are captured in copper mines, on

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Candida becomes 
Mary Tyler Morell 


Three for the see-Shaw

CANDIDA by George Bernard Shaw. 
Directed by Jeffrey Hayden. Sets and 
lighting by Howard Bay. The Massachu- 
setts Center Repertory Company at the 
Shubert through May 28. 


F you like your Candida dry, the 
Massachusetts Center Repertory Com- 
pany production is not for you. Jeffrey 
Hayden, a veteran television director, has 
staged Shaw’s ironic response to Ibsen's 
A Doll's House as if it were a precursor to 
Father Knows Best, replete with a likable 
but bumbling paterfamilias. In this de- 
lightfully amoral treatment of a marital 
triangle, Shaw pitted a rhetorically gifted 
Socialist clergyman, mired in complac- 
ency but nonetheless adrip with Shavian 
idealism, against an ardent adolescent 
poet in whose puny breast beat noble an- 
guish and romantic foolishness. Both the 
Reverend Morell, Candida’s starchy 
spouse, and Eugene Marchbanks, her 
mooning idolator, should ‘seem admir- 
able, not unperceptive men who happen 
to behave inanely in the throes of love 
and the anxiety of doubt; their conflict is 
ideological as well as amorous. But the 
MCRC Candida seems little more than a 
superficially comic duel between the 
preacher's pomp and the poet's exagger- 
ated soulfulness, with Eva Marie Saint's 
glib Candida chirping and fluttering 
above it all like some smugly exquisite 
mama bird. 

One of Shaw’s early cycle of “pleas- 
ant plays,” Candida takes the Victorian 
problem drama — in which the problem is 
almost always adultery — and adroitly 
wedges it into the Shavian mold. Shaw 
cared not a fig for conventional moral- 
ity; when it is dramatically demanded 
that she “choose” between being Mor- 
ell’s household madonna and March- 
banks’s muse, Candida will do as she 
pleases, motherly duty notwithstanding. 
She decides, less out of virtue than van- 
ity, to spend her life “standing sentinel’ 
at the castle of connubial comfort rather 
than reigning over castles in the air. It's 
hard to say whether this bespeaks in- 


sight into her own bourgeois nature 
(Candida is, after all, her tradesman fath- 
er’s daughter) or some intuitive grasp of 
“the secret in the poet's heart’ and of her 
own inability to share it. Shaw insin- 
uates that Marchbanks, for all his florid 
posturing, may be above the mundanity 
of love just as he is above the drudgery of 
housework; in time the former may come 
to repulse him as thoroughly as the lat- 
ter. Certainly Marchbanks’s artsy ex- 
cesses are laughable, but it’s unlikely 
Shaw intended him to seem an utter fool, a 
“wretched little nervous disease.’ The 
character was allegedly fashioned after 
the youthful Shelley or Yeats, and if so, 
his ridiculously rhapsodic sojourn under 
the Morells’ roof may be but an early pit- 
stop on the road to greatness. 

Whatever happens to the poet after he 
lurches into the “impatient night,’’ the 
cat has been let out of the bag as far as the 
benign Morell marriage is concerned. In 
this “‘doll’s house’’ it is the husband who 
has been the oblivious doll. For his ego's 
sake, Candida has manipulated him into 
believing it is he who has sheltered her 
behind his cardboard eloquence and mag- 
nanimity. Whereas Ibsen’s Nora must 
leave the nest to seek ‘‘truth,’’ Shaw’s 
Candida must stick around lest the nest 
fall apart. She and the chastened Morell 
must cope together with the “truth” 
about their relationship, and they will 
presumably continue, in a happy if no 
longer deluded haze of domesticity, joint- 
ly eradicating social injustice and ring- 
around-the-clerical-collar. 


ii. so many lackluster but quite pal- 
atable productions of Shaw, the MCRC 
Candida is somewhat frivolous, a sitcom 
of manners. Clearly director Hayden is 
more comfortable with comic business 
than with Shavian debate. And so the 
play rattles along from comeuppance to 
comeuppance, both contestants for Can- 
dida’s affection offering more sputter and 
buffoonery than credible emotion and 
viewpoint. John Rubinstein’s March- 
banks, more boyish than foppish, is all 
petulant, pigeon-toed swoon; an awk-

ward Paul Benedict reduces Morell to 
stiff-backed sermonizing and nervous 
fist-flexing. The difference between the 
two performances is that while Rubin- 
stein may be acting too broadly, he does 
so beautifully, languishing and sighing 
like a love-struck cross between Byron 
and the Beaver. Benedict, on the other 
hand, is miscast as the honey-tongued 
spokesman for God and the Fabians. A 
very distinctive actor, he is distinctly not 
the Reverend Morell, whose aplomb he 
murders and whose pretty platitudes he 
croaks. (The always hoarse and garbled 
‘‘Bene-diction’’ seems particularly 
troublesome when applied to Shaw's 
acute articulateness.) Benedict conveys 
Morell’s abjection, but nothing of his 
charisma. 

As Candida, that walking paean to the 
charms of middle age, Eva Marie Saint is 
graceful, attractive, matter-of-factly 
cruel. But her breezy gestures and almost 
perky nonchalance are more reminiscent 
of Debbie Reynolds than of Shaw’s con- 
cept of maternal genius. The supporting 
roles are rendered in 2-D, but with en- 
ergy and panache: Frank Hamilton is en- 
gagingly blusterous as Candida’s ro- 
guish father; Peter Maloney full of hus- 
tle and hero-worship as Morell’s eager 
curate; and Mary Jay’s Prossy all pursed 
lips, sensible shoes and repressed emo- 
tion. Finally, Howard Bay's parsonage is 
properly Victorian, lined with enough 
leathery-looking tomes to have ‘im- 
pressed even Shaw, especially if he had 
written most of them. 


Me and Linda

a Hopkins opens Me and Bessie 
with a caveat, “I ain’t Bessie,” but 
comparisons with the original are 
unavoidable and unfavorable. The sense 
of assured power which the Empress of 
the Blues conveyed through her perfect- 
ly relaxed delivery and absolute convic- 
tion is often missing from Hopkins’s 
performances, replaced by accelerated 
tempos (Smith chose insinuating medi- 
um gaits for numbers like “After You've 
Gone” and “Gimme a Pigfoot’’) and more 
blatantly theatrical belting. In addition, 
Howlett Smith’s arrangements and the 
five-piece band are a far cry from the 
classical economy of Bessie’s recording 
accompanists. Often the lone piano of 
Fletcher Henderson or James P. Johnson, 
or piano and the cornet of Louis Arm- 
strong or Joe Smith, were all she needed, 
while Howlett Smith has the rhythm sec- 
tion play more blandly, sometimes in a 
more contemporary style, at others with 
the two horns (clarinet and trombone — 
no trumpet!) in stock Dixieland fashion. 
Moreover, the show includes some gospel 
numbers and ‘Romance in the Dark” (Lil 
Greene's song, written three years after 
Bessie’s death) which were not part of 
Smith’s repertoire. Finally, the narrative 
here is perfunctory at best: Bessie Smith 
played tent shows, then vaudeville, re- 
corded and became a superstar, lost her 
man and ran up against the Depression 
(during which the public’s loss of in- 
terest in blues only added to her pro- 
blems). At its worst, the thumbnail sketch 
is misleading, as when Hopkins insists 
that “liquor never got to Bessie” or that in

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Try and set the Night on Fire

A friend of mine, a pianist and mu- 


sic educator whose volumes on jazz im- 
provisation have been translated into 
half-a-dozen languages, once offered me 
this capsule description of trying to crack 
New York in the early 1940s: ‘I never 
had any idea how many talented people 
there are in the world before I went to 
New York. 

That brief reminiscence came to mind 
as I talked to keyboardist/composer Louis 
Levin between sets at the Inn Square 
Men’s Bar. Levin, 25, is the principal 
writer for the John Payne-Louis Levin 
Band (formerly the John Payne Band), 
whose fourth album, their first for Mer- 
cury, is due sometime next month. Levin 
also leads Nightfire, which recently ap- 
peared for three exuberant evenings (de- 
spite the freezing rain, gale force winds 
and occasional freak snow) at the Inn 
Square. 

Two months ago, Levin took up resi- 
dence in New York after living in and 
around Boston for five years. I asked why 
he had elected to move and how his Goth- 
am career was doing thus far. ‘You can 
get to a certain point in Boston, musical- 
ly,’’ he began, ‘‘and it’s a very comfort- 
able place. I was living on 40 acres in Lin- 
coln. But I felt that maybe I was getting a 
little too comfortable. I hate to say this, 
but business really is part of music. 
John Payne taught me that first hand. 
(Payne, in fact, has taught a course enti- 
tled “The Business of Music’’ at Brook- 
line’s School of Contemporary Music.) 
The business is in New York. 

‘New York is intense, and you gotta 
know that you want to do it. It’s not the 
most pleasant place, but the funny thing 
is, I'm starting to like it. Before I actually 
made the move, I thought that when I got 
there I'd hit the pits. Then, the second 
day I was there, I copped a gig with Hir- 
am Bullock (reedman Dave Sanborn’s 
guitarist), a two-nighter. And I work in a 
duo with my brother, who plays guitar. 
I'm writing a lot of vocal tunes and am 
very much into developing my voice. My 
brother and I sing together. I’m not starv- 
ing, but at this point I’m having a fuck of 
a time keeping my head above water. 
Right now I'm learning how to just cruise 
in New York. Before this I always felt like 
sort of a tourist.” 


Py eat, Levin is a stranger to neith- 


er Manhattan nor the pressure of the mu- 
sic business. He grew up in suburban 
Yonkers (as well as Los Angeles), the son 
of musician/comic Leo DeLyon. The 
voices of Brain and Spook in the “Top 
Cat’ cartoon series, DeLyon has been the 
pianist and musical director for Sandler 
and Young, an immensely popular act on 
the dinner theater circuit, for almost six 
years (Louis's 20-year-old brother, gui- 
tarist Michael, is also a member of the 
Sandler and Young orchestra). 

My father is in Ripley's ‘Believe It Or 
Not,” Levin noted, ‘for being able to 
whistle and hum contrapuntal lines at the 
same time. He can do entire Bach 
fugues.” | wondered if this decidedly 
idiosyncratic talent had been passed from 
father to son. Levin hunched forward on 
the bar and, looking somewhat sheepish, 
proceeded to run through — quickly and 
softly — a few bars of “Frere Jacques.” | 
was duly impressed. ‘‘My father and 
brother are gigging at the Chateau de 
Ville in Framingham,” said Levin, ‘and I 
hope they'll come in later. I don’t think 
they'll make it in this weather, though. 
Do you believe this?” 


: talk turned to Levin’s composi- 
tions, which he termed “‘the commercial 
stuff’’ played by the Payne-Levin Band. 
Indeed, “Snow,” with its bluesy, infec- 
tious opening riff and strutting funk feel, 
and the ethereal, samba-flavored ‘‘Be- 
hind Her Eyes” are attractive, accessible 
tunes. The jarring and cold ‘‘The Razor's 
Edge” (which I like) is not music to most 
ears, however. And shimmering, impres- 
sionistic pieces such as ‘Sounds From the 
Sea’s Edge’”’ are aimless fare, providing 
Levin with an excuse for turning up the 
reverb on his Fender Rhodes. Clearly, 
Levin's compositional style is still matur- 
ing. 

“I want some of my tunes to evoke a 
certain feeling. I’ve written a new one 
called ‘Free Falling’ which came out at a 
time when I felt like I was falling through 
space with no attachments. At times like 
that I just try and create something and 
don’t worry if it’s over people’s heads. At 
other times I want to simplify. I don’t feel 
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as if I’m compromising. To me, compro- 
mise is doing something I don’t want to 
do, and I love what I’m doing.” 

At their Inn Square engagement, 
Nightfire concocted an intoxicating brew 
of sensuous funk~and dashing samba 
(with a hint of swing) that rarely strayed 
from the blues and modal bases or the 
limber groove. Levin's mates were bas- 
sist Paul Socolow (also a member of the 
Payne-Levin Band) and drummer Bob 
Wiener, a taftdem who can work .won- 
ders with the simplest of rhythmic mo- 
tifs. Socolow, who plays left-handed and 
rolls his head from side to side as if suf- 
fering a tonic spasm, is the more asser- 
tive of the two, often initiating a new di- 
rection or syncopation. Wiener plays 
with such relaxation that one imagines 
him driving a hansom rather than an en- 
semble. shines in any context, a la 
Steve Gadd. With such a tractable rhy- 
thm section at his disposal, Levin's key- 
boards flowed and exchanged ideas with 
the bass and drums. Musical abilities

aside, Levin also has a nice stage pres- 
ence and, as one young woman ob- 
served, looks like an Anglicized Omar 
Sharif. Which doesn’t hurt one’s chances 
at success anywhere. 

During the last set of the three-night 
stand, Levin received a visit, not alto- 
gether unexpected, from his father and 
brother. DeLyon, who has no qualms 
about hamming it up a little, whistled and 
hummed “Humoresque” and “Swanee 
River’’ simultaneously while tickling the 
electric piano — much to the delight and 
astonishment of the late-show crowd. 
Then Michael sat in with his brother’s 
group for a couple of numbers as Leo 
beamed and snapped a few photos with a 
pocket camera. 

(The John Payne-Louis Levin Band will 
be at Jonathan Swift's this week — the 
23rd and 24th — and an expanded edi-

No more nihilism

B.... Ferry embodies many of Ameri- 
ca‘s silliest, most extreme cliches about 
British men: he presents himself as a cool, 
detached, articulate prig whose outward 
fastidiousness signals a frightening real- 
ism flecked by a rarely indulged emo- 
tionalism. Throughout his forays within 
the slicked-back mise en scene of Roxy 
Music, Ferry sang livid rock songs in a 
fascinatingly disdainful moan — as if he 
could hardly believe an audience would 
fall for his line but felt honor-bound to 
give it his best shot. 

On his first three solo albums, Ferry 
slightly altered his approach. Away from 
the hard-edge influence of Roxy, per- 
forming febrile covers of old rock songs, 
Ferry felt free to indulge in experiments 
both intellectual and playful. Thus he 
sang ‘A Hard Rain’s Gonna Fall” as if he 
were a BBC newscaster delivering the 
Book of Revelations as a hot-off-the-wire 
bulletin, and he pranced through the coy 
sentimentality of Gallagher and Lyle’s 
‘‘Heart On My Sleeve’ with winking en- 
thusiasm. (He has always assumed, even 
from the first, that we understand his du- 
plicity. Fellow Britons do, and Ferry is a 
medium-sized star there, but Americans 
have only recently bothered to notice — 
we do have better things to do than 
coddle foreign neurotics, after all — and 
his audience here is scarcely larger than a 
cult.) The delight of ‘‘Heart,’’ the last 
song on his last album, was in knowing 
that wearing his heart on his sleeve is pre- 
cisely what Bryan Ferry does not do; it 
would strike him as pointless and fool- 
ish. In Your Mind (Atlantic), Ferry’s 
fourth solo album, is an abrupt depar- 
ture, however, and one which elevates 
him from clever artiste to intelligent ar- 
tist. 

Ferry is bursting. He has written all 
eight songs here (for the first time there 
are no covers) and, another first, Ferry is 
an active participant in all the narratives. 
There is no room for his usual languid de- 
tachment in a song like “All Night 
Operator,’ where a bad connection is an 
invitation to utter panic: “Can't you hear 
me talkin’ to you/ I’m callin’ you one 
more time.’’ And whether he is nattering 
on about Oriental eroticism in ‘“Tokyo 
Joe” or examining in minute detail the 
niceties of ‘‘One Kiss,’’ everything Ferry 
is concerned with on this record leads up 
to a single, desperate, obsessed statement 
that is tantamount to abject pleading. 
This climax comes early, in one line from 
‘Love Me Madly Again,”’ the last song on 
the first side: “Don’t talk about it, love 
me up.” Read out of context, what 
sounds like a harsh command in cute ver- 
nacular (he actually sings it ‘‘love-a me 
up,” like Rosemary Clooney on a ram- 
page) seems lame. But the melody of 
“Love Me” (and every other tune, for 
that matter) is at perilous odds with its ro- 
mantic sentiments: the rock and roll is 
pounding and” headlong, Paul Thomp- 
son’s drums hurtle the rhythm ahead and 
force the guitars, organ, and horns into 
lean, sharp urgency. Everywhere the con- 
trast between the commanding, pungent 
music and the limpid rumination of the 
lyrics startles and draws one in. 

“Don’t talk about it, love me up.” The 
line is also quite funny, because through- 
out In Your Mind that is all Ferry does: 
talks to himself, buttonholes others, har- 
rangues and babbles on about love. This 
situation is realized most fully in “Party 


- Doll,” the best song Ferry has ever writ- 


ten. Its.final sarcastic “Amen” tips it off 


~ ‘as a Carnal prayer, explicit and implor- 


ing. The fickle party doll has forced Ferry 
into chasing her, a real turnaround for a 
singer of so many songs in which it is he 
‘who does the spurning. Indeed, she has 
forced him to worship her. He agonizes — 
the song is his writhing — but he wor- 
ships.

N... Ferry does not think that fall- 


ing on his knees is really the desirable 
posture for such love as he feels, and he 
also knows that his lust for the party doll 
is foolish and hopeless anyway. Newly 
vulnerable, he cops any attitude that will 
keep his inamorata interested. The atti- 
tude here just happens to be that of a 
mocking supplicant extolling his love: 
‘It’s a sin/ What I’m saying/ But it’s the 
truth.” Bryan Ferry no more believes in 
sin than in astrology, but the High 
Church nihilist of Roxy Music (the 
chronicler of easy irony in such songs as 
“The Thrill of It All,” “Casanova” and 
“Just Another High’) has been con- 
verted to a secular theology: Romance at 
All Costs. Don’t talk about it, love me up, 
goddamnit. His intensity is conveyed by a 
throb of drums and a pleasant spasm of 
organ and horns, all within a most con- 
cise, clipped melody. 

I've been yearning for a male per- 
former to portray a passionate involve- 
ment with a woman precisely and fairly 
without forsaking the spirit and power of 
the music. Recently only Neil Young and 
Tom Verlaine of Television have seemed 
desirous and articulate about their de- 
sire, but even they are more baffled by 
than fond of women, and their confu- 
sion often gives way to a petulance and 


frustration that find quick release in the- 


usual misogynist tantrums. 

On In Your Mind, Ferry has broken 
through. Even at his most emotional, he 
maintains his hard dignity; he can re- 
spect himself and he respects the woman 
with whom he is in love. I doubt anyone 
else in 1977 will rock as hard while being

Deniece Williams is more than just another high register. 





Summertime, and 
the livin’ is Niecy

T.. New Yorker is pretty particular 
when it comes to singling out pop music 
performers. Whitney Balliett’s elegant 
profiles of aging jazz eminences are semi- 
regular features, but pop artists gen- 
erally get short shrift at the magazine. 
One could be forgiven one’s surprise, 
then, upon coming across a recent “Talk 
of the Town” column devoted to soul 
singer Deniece Williams. It’s not that 
Williams isn’t worthy or talented, just 
that her entire discography consists of 
one album and three singles (two of 
which are almost a decade old). On the 
other hand, that one album, This Is Niecy 
(Columbia), has gone gold, and her 
single, ‘Free,’ though it never hit the 
Top 20, has just achieved the same status. 
Williams is also in the forefront of a bur- 
geoning school of female soul singers, 
usually sopranos, whose upper-register 
cooing imbues their songs with a girlish 
innocence and at the same time a dis- 
arming sexuality. In many ways, these 
have become the modern-day equivalents 
of mid-'60s “girl’’ singers such as the 
Marvelettes and Mary Wells. 

It’s hard to pinpoint exactly when the 
genre began to take hold — perhaps with 
Syreeta’s first album or Minnie Riper- 
ton’s hit single, ‘Lovin’ You.” In any 
event, the new style has dislodged the 
more traditional, lustier, gospel-based 
wailing, popularized by Aretha Frank- 
lin, that held sway in black music for a 
decade. The genre’s leading producer is 
Maurice White of Earth, Wind and Fire, 
responsible for not only This Is Niecy but 
also the Emotions’ attractive Flowers al- 
bum. Listening to This Is Niecy, it’s not 
hard to figure out why the music is so 
appealing. “Free,” for example, opens 
with some electronic tinkling and 
Williams’s feathery vocal. The rhythm 
section hangs back until the last possible 
moment and then tumbles in a seductive 
and surprisingly heavy-bottomed groove. 
White doesn’t load down the song with a 
gloss of strings and brass; instead he 
creates an airy feel with two trumpets 
playing a muted Tijuana Brass figure and 
a:light chorus which sporadically sounds 
the hook line. But mostly the number is a 
vehicle for Deniece Williams, who hyp- 
notically repeats ‘‘And I just want to be 
free-ee-ee,” raising her voice with each 
syllable. It’s a style of music that has 
created its own aesthetic. You don’t listen 
to the words, you hear them. The pro- 
duction doesn’t aim to communicate with 
specific lyrics but with an overall effect. 





It's a technique that Maurice White has 
mastered. Fluffy and nori-threatening, 
you might call it cotton candy music. 


Ch: it’s a style that’s diffi- 


cult to pull off in person. Without extra 
charm or personality, somebody who 
relies on cute vocal effects can wear thin 
rather quickly. But at Paul’s Mall last 
week, Deniece Williams displayed an in- 


agdiemacy that her album lacks. Dressed in a 


black body suit and red velour (silk?) 
jacket, Williams almost recalled a youth- 
ful Etta James, what with her pudgy 
facial features. Seemingly at ease, she 
chatted freely with the audience and de- 
livered introductions to her songs (‘‘Lord, 
what am I going to tell that man this time 
that he will believe?’’) that were tender 
and convincing. Both her vocal and stage 
personality were much more aggressive 
than her record would suggest, and she 
seemed keenly aware of her strengths: the 
five-piece band included two keyboards 
which provided her with the properly 
light and linear support. Her set was also 
judiciously arranged, beginning with 
“It's Important to Me,’ an unassuming, 
mild funk song, and then launching into 
a long collage of ballads and mid-tempo 
material from her album. Unlike most 
shows, which aim to create some tension 
at the climax, Williams closed her set with 
a delightfully natural and unhurried ver- 
sion of ‘‘Free.”’ It seemed entirely appro- 
priate. 

And what about Niecy? Backstage at 
the Mall, she told us she was born in 
Gary, Indiana, where she sang high parts 
in the chirch choir. Despite some re- 
ligious qualms, she consented to cut two 
soul singles for Chicago’s short-lived 
Toddlin’ Town label (‘‘I hoped to get 
some quick money for college, but noth- 
ing happened with the records and I 
never made a dime’’). She attended 
Morgan State and Purdue, planning to be 
a nurse, but left school shortly before her 
senior year. Through a mutual friend, she 
met Stevie Wonder and auditioned for his 
backup vocal group, Wonderlove. She 
got the job and kept it for almost three 
years, writing songs of her own on the 
side. Finally a demo she made reached 
Maurice White, who found her voice as 
attractive as the songs. Does she have any 
thoughts about why singers with girlish 
voices are the rage? ‘Nope, but I sure 
hope people like me for more than my 
high voice.” e 





Dexter Gordon 
HOMECOMING 
(Columbia) 


I, the late ‘40s, when Dexter Gordon 
was part of the quartet of reed players in 
Billy Eckstine’s pop band, people came to 
call the section “the Unholy Four” be- 
cause, as Gordon once explained to jazz 
writer Ira Gitler, ‘‘We were full of tem- 
pestuous youth.’’ By adapting the tenor 
sax to the new rhythms of bebop, by har- 
dening his tone and restricting his vi- 
brato to play with the supple virtuosity 
crucial to the new music, the young Dex- 
ter Gordon became a major jazz figure. 
Influenced perhaps by the lighter-toned 
Lester Young's subtle harmonic and 
rhythmic devices, Gordon would have 
none of the eerily elusive emotional qual- 
ity of the older player's style. Instead he 
was forceful and direct. 

Gordon's mature style is one of the 
most remarkable in jazz, combining 
straightforward power with witty al- 
lusiveness, passion with self-possession. 
On a blues he tends to string together 
short patterned phrases, breaking off just 
as the pattern verges on cliche. Then he 
might begin a new series or introduce a 
quotation from another song. The result 
is a cohesive solo that seems both fa- 
miliar and surprising. Some people are 
troubled by Gordon's habitual quotes, 
which suggest an emotional detachment 
incompatible with Gordon's aggressive, 


committed style. But while quoting ‘Here 
Comes the Bride’”’ might ruin a “Body and 
Soul,” for example, in an uptempo blues 
it is a witty indication of an active musical 
intelligence and temporarily releases the 
tension in his solos without hindering the 
sense of his involvement. 

Last winter, Gordon returned to the 
States from Copenhagen, his home for 
over a decade. He was immediately 
booked into New York’s Village Van- 
guard, where he played a triumphant en- 
gagement backed by the Woody Shaw- 
Louis Hayes quartet, a fine choice to bring 
out Gordon's hard-bop virtuosity. A two- 
record set preserving eight long per- 
formances from that gig, Homecoming 
features two attractive Gordon composi- 
tions (one, the driving blues, “Back- 
stairs,’’ inspires his most exciting solo), a 
couple of standards and some tunes by 
members of the group. The set does have 
its weak moments: Shaw's “‘Little Red’s 
Fantasy” has an attractively lilting theme 
but an awkward bridge; at times the 
rhythm section is hyperactive; and the 
group lacks a convincing ballad style. But 
Homecoming is an admirable recording: 
the quality of the sound is good and the 
master tenor saxophonist, still youthful 
in his 50s, sounds as if he’s come home to 
stay. —Michael Ullman 


The Dusty Chaps 
HONKY TONK MUSIC 
(Capitol) 


T,. Dusty Chaps sound better than 
any bar band has a right to. These seven 
guys from Tucson have the standard 
country chops down cold, but they take 
great delight. in standing every conven- 
tion on its ear. No trick is too out- 
rageous: whip off a wolf whistle on 
piano? Break up a modified swing with a 
dash of bump-and-grind? Double the 
pedal steel lick with marimba? Why not? 

Honky Tonk Music, a re-recording of 
the band’s debut album on Bandoleer, 
contains ‘14 cuts written by George 
Hawkes, who produced the record and 
plays bass and acoustic guitar. The title 
tune (which Commander Cody and Jerry 
Jeff Walker have covered) and ‘‘Kiss of 
the Hops’’ are merely passable saloon 
fare, but there’s plenty more to get the 
joint jumping. ‘Rounder’ is a barrel- 
house boogie featuring a dizzying pass- 
around instrumental break which, with- 
out resolving, revs into an explosive 
series of stop-start key changes for a fast 
finish. ‘‘Don’t Haul Bricks on 66’ (ad- 
vice to the amateur dope smuggler) and 
“The Hoochie Coochie Man’s Been 
Hoochie Cooed” are highlighted by Red 
Davidson's fancy piano and Steve Solo- 
mon’s snazzy sax, respectively. And the 
rampaging accordion on ‘Back In the 
Woods” and the riotous Mexican polka, 
“No Damn Good,’’ makes them choice 
cuts. Even the lyrics, predictably cen- 
tered on women and drinking, provide 
occasion for twisted hilarity on ‘Juke 
Joint Daddy” (‘‘The girls all think I’m

Elvis/ The guys all think I’m sick’’) and 
on the obligatory adultery number, “‘In- 
visible Man.” The sexism of ‘‘Drunken 
Mistake,” however, is too ugly to be 
funny. 

The only quirk the Chaps need to iron 
out is lead singer Peter Gierlach’s pen- 
chant for gutless crooning. A fine singer 
when he has to race to keep up with the 
band, on ballads Gierlach has a tendency 
to get too cushy, with no bonus points for 
native sincerity. “Fast Song,” for ex- 
ample, invites unfortunate comparison to 
bland pseudo-country bands like the 
Ozark Mountain Daredevils. But if the 
Chaps can discard their intermittent mel- 
lowness, they have the potential to evolve 
into a top-notch country unit combining 
Asleep at the Wheel’s expertise and Com- 
mander Cody’s irreverent eclecticism.

of permanence to something so 
transitory is rather demanding 
to begin with. And there are 162 
games — throw in 25 or 30 spring 
training games, the odd chance 
of playoff and World Series par- 
ticipation, and it’s not unrea- 
sonable to suppose that any given 
team might play 200 games in 
a year. Add to this the knowl- 
edge that you're writing about 
games that have been recon- 
structed in detail in the daily pap- 
ers for an audience that probably 
saw them anyway, at least on tele- 
vision, and the fact that as much 
as a week — or, in the case of the 
New Yorker, perhaps months — 
may have transpired since the 
event, with several games inter- 
vening before what you write sees 
print, and you are left with two 
inescapable conclusions: your ac- 
count had better be different, and 
your writing had better be good. 
Nobody accomplishes either bet- 
ter than Roger Angell. 

And, of course, you have to be 
prepared to be, at the very least, 
misunderstood by your daily col- 
leagues. For example: toward the 
end of a particularly boring game 
devoid of anything noteworthy 
(particularly bad games, on the 
other hand, are frequently the 
most fun to write about and make 
the best reading long after the 
others have faded from mem- 
ory), a friend turned and asked 
jokingly, ‘Well, what’re you go- 
ing to write about this one?’ 
“Probably nothing,” I replied, 
only to have half-a-dozen people 
stop madly typing with two fin- 
gers to glare in my direction with 
a mixture of contempt and envy 
that matched the looks I got ear- 
lier this year when I interrupted a 
post-game debriefing to ask a sec- 
ond baseman whether he ever had 
dreams — or nightmares — about 
the double-play pivot. (He did, 
but the question was considered 
somehow unfit for clubhouse 
consumption.) 


, —_ fact that most people 


choose to ignore is that while they 
don’t come as frequently, weekly 
deadlines are just as inflexible as 
the dailies’. There are, though, 
some sublime advantages in the 
opportunity to view events from 
a wider perspective. As Angell 
described writing for a weekly in 
The Summer Game, “I could sum 
things up, to be sure, and fill in a 
few gaps that the newspapermen 
were too hurried or too cramped 
for space to explore, but my main 
job, as I conceived it, was to con- 
tinue to try to give the feel of 
things — to explain the baseball as 
it happened to me, at a distance 
and in retrospect.” 

One might add that, perhaps 
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without intending to, Angell has 
assumed the mantle of Advocate 
for the Fan. His inclination is fre- 
quently to ask the question that 
would be deemed superfluous or 
incongruous by the reporter, but 
on the other hand is precisely 
what the boys at the corner bar 
would ask were they granted the 
chance to stand face to face for 30 
seconds with one of their heroes 
— or villains. 


F... Seasons spans the period 
1972-’'76 and covers both major 
labor disputes of the era: the 
strike of 1972 and the lockout of 
last year. Angell is careful to em- 
phasize the frequently ignored 
differences between the two. (I, 
for one, wish I had a dollar for 
every time I’ve heard a card-car- 
rying member of the Players As- 
sociation refer to the ‘76 episode 
as a ‘strike.’’) And he writes with 
as much compassion as a man can 
muster when exposed to the spec- 
tacle of sinister, alien forces goug- 
ing away at the canvas of the 
treasured masterpiece in his liv- 
ing room. 

There are some poignant mo- 
ments: Stoneham at the Gotter- 
dammerung, and an entire chap- 
ter spent in the company of Steve 
Blass, the pitching hero of the ‘71 
Series who tumbled out of base- 
ball when he suddenly and inex- 
plicably but quite inexorably lost 
his ability to put the ball over the 
plate. And it should not go un- 
noted that much of the best writ- 
ing here about this, the summer 
game, deals with its springs and 
autumns. For Spring Training 
and the World Series happen to 
be Angell’s favorite times of year. 

A 28-page chapter called 
“Agincourt and After’ is with- 
out question the best thing ever 
written about the 1975 World 
Series. Beginning in the rubble of 
Kenmore Square after Carlton 
Fisk’s early-morning home run in 
the sixth game, Angell meanders, 
digresses and thoroughly ab- 
sorbs as he recreates that unfor- 
gettable ambiance, and he winds 
up, months later, in a North Cam- 
bridge saloon where a solitary old 
man doing his best to ignore 
Monday Night Football on the 
television ‘‘put- down his beer 
glass and sort of shook his head 
and whispered to himself, ‘We 
never should have taken out Wil- 
loughby.’ ’’ 

Several years ago, George 
Plimpton described The Summer 
Game as ‘quite simply the best 
book on baseball I’ve ever read.” 
That would now have to be rated 
a toss-up. Like its predecessor, 
Five Seasons is an understated 
masterpiece. Angell says, ‘‘As for 
me, I am still a fan — a compan- 
ion to the game and a grateful re- 
cipient of its good company.” 

So, too, should we be grateful 
for his good company. oe

the ‘30s her voice was 
ever.” 

Fortunately we have Chris Al- 
bertson’s biography and the Co- 
lumbia reissue series to set the 
record straight, and we can enjoy 
Linda Hopkins for her own pow- 
erhouse talents. A big woman 
with a large voice and decep- 
tively youthful visage, Hopkins is 
a 51-year-old veteran of clubs, 
concerts and gospel choirs who 
began developing her Bessie 
Smith tribute in 1960. Her dis- 
covery by Mahalia Jackson 
marked Hopkins more than her 
under-age attendance at a Bessie 
Smith nightclub performance, for 
Hopkins’s real roots are in the 
church and her true influences are 
Jackson, Ray Charles and Aretha 
Franklin (there’s a bit of Tina 
Turner, too, in some of her more 
frantic moments). Hopkins’s 
voice is incredibly strong and 
gained still more strength during 
the evening, but she was over- 
powering even before requesting 
more mike. She has real stage pre- 
sence, which she charitably 
spread around the theater as she 
played directly to various mem- 
bers of the audience, performed at 
the organ and danced energe- 
tically — and offered a scathing 
white-blackface impression of 
Sophie Tucker. Her attempts at 
scat were out of place and awk- 
ward, but she’s a superior revue 
singer, at her best on such gospel 
pieces as ‘Fare Thee Well’ and 
“Trouble.” 

Besides the band there are only 
two other performers, Thomas 
M. Pollard and Gerri Dean as all- 
purpose Man and Woman. Both 
are competent singers and dan- 
cers who react to Hopkins believ- 
ably but must jive their way 
through a few of the star’s cos- 
tume changes. Peter Menefee’s 
Bessie outfits are knockouts (he 
gives Dean, on the other hand, 
some of the most unflattering 
threads I’ve ever seen), while 
Donald Harris’s set is simply a 
bandstand with a large Art Deco 
marquee in the background. This 
is appropriate, I suppose, for Me 
and Bessie amounts to two 
lengthy nightclub sets rather than 
a drama about its subject's le- 
gend (one example: the head- 
stone which was finally placed on 
Smith’s grave in 1970, 33 years 
after her death, was paid for in 
part by Sophie Tucker's artistic 
progeny, Janice Joplin). 

It's a tribute to Hopkins that 
toward the end of the second act, 
when the narrative had lost all 
momentum, she was able to 
tighten her hold on the audience. 
By the curtain the most likely and 
unlikely spectators were on stage, 
dancing with her and having a 
ball, and Hopkins’s claim that 
“there's a whole lot of Bessie in 
me’’ seemed irrelevant. A whole 
lot of Linda Hopkins seemed 
sufficient for a hot time in the 
Hub.

Oh you Kit!

Ti. scant biographical in- 


formation available suggests that 
16th-century playwright Chris- 
topher Marlowe's brief but in- 
trigue-filled life was worthy of an 
lan Fleming spy novel. Although 
The Marlowe Show's program 
note emphasizes that the play is a 
“fictional portrait,’’ authors John 
Adams and William Kromm pre- 
sent the deceased dramatist’s der- 
ring-do with optimum plausib- 
ility. 

As they tell it, Marlowe, a 
shoemaker’s son on scholarship 
at a Cambridge seminary school, 
wangled a part-time job spying 
for the Queen’s Secret Service, 
which exempted him from his 
clerical obligation and gave him 
enough pocket money to pursue 
his career as a playwright. But 
even after he persuaded the pop- 
ular actor and company man- 
ager, Edward Alleyn, to play his 
Tamburlaine the Great, Alleyn’s 
distaste for paying royalties 
forced him to continue his 
double-agent activities. His 
charm and wit propelled him into 
an elite and rather mysterious cir- 
cle of court favorites which in- 
cluded Sir Walter Raleigh, and 
this eventually got him into poli- 
tical trouble. 

For some time Marlowe relied 
on the largesse of his moneyed 
lover, Thomas Walshingham, the 
nephew of the head of the 
Queen’s Service. True to upper- 
class British tradition, their 
homosexuality was tolerated with 
the implicit understanding that 
the young lord’s gay fancy would 
eventually turn to marriage and 
babies if he valued his inheri- 
tance. So, after losing his patron 
to ‘‘heir-conditioning,”” Marlowe 
returned to peddling his scrib- 
blings, whose value, oddly, de- 
preciated with the successes of 
Tamburlaine and The Jew of 
Malta. The tight-fisted Alleyn re- 
garded Marlowe’s monetary de- 
mands as an encroachment on his 
own personal triumph, and the 
Queen’s Service considered him, 
because of his vulgar trafficking 
> theatrics, a high-risk employ- 

In The Marlowe Show, our 
cae when told his employment 
has been terminatéd®’threatens to 
expose the misdeeds he has per- 
formed for the Queen’s hench- 
men, and consequently he’s mur- 


dered by hired thugs. 


In telling this story, Adams and 
Kromm have boldly opted for an 
Elizabethan style. Embellishing 
the few known facts is justified 
by dramatic license, just as in the 
historical plays of both Marlowe 
and Shakespeare. They pull this 
off largely on the strength of their 
play's language, which is rich, 
hypereloquent, often beautifully 
poetic, and occasionally offset by 
anachronistic expressions used 
sparingly enough to seem gen- 
uinely funny. Even the set is a 
16th-century recreation, with 
lighting provided by lamps hung 
directly over the playing space 
and an inner stage for storing fur- 
niture and playing bedroom 
scenes. Only the acting style is 
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these 
young actors speak their lines 
with an unforced delivery that 
should be — but isn’t — achieved 
in most American productions of 
Shakespeare. 

The Marlowe Show brims with 


casually contemporary; 


brilliant scenes: an Elizabethan 
backers’ audition in which Mar- 
lowe describes Tamburlaine as 
“an orgy of senseless carnage’; a 
witty tete-a-tete with Raleigh; a 
tender love scene between Mar- 
lowe and Walshingham. The ac- 
tors are decent but imperfect; 
their timing is faulty and they've 
not been directed to end scenes 
gracefully. As Marlowe, William 
Dunlap could use more passion 
and spontaneity. Stepen Guntli is 
awkward as Walshingham but 
compensates as Nicholas Faunt, 
the blase head of the Queen’s Ser- 
vice who screens his spies’ tid- 
bits like Liz Smith sorting di- 
vorce rumors. *

swings, thanks to his crackling 
initial bursts which often set the 
stage for effortlessly spilling 
phrases. 

A spirit of reunion pervaded On 
the Road, with Farmer joining 
two famous dues-payers (Art 
Pepper, Hampton Hawes), two 
affluent Angelenos (Ray Brown, 
Shelly Manne) and drummer 
Steve Ellington (the least-known 
player but a limber and suppor- 
tive ally). Their common links are 
LA, where all six do or (in 
Farmer's case) have lived, and the 
playing conventions of 20 years 
ago. Most of the tunes are ex- 
tremely familiar, which yields 
mixed results: sometimes the 
parts fall together all too easily 
(the uneventful ‘I Can’t Get 
Started”), while at others each 
player seems to pursue single- 
mindedly his own course at the 
expense of everyone else (the 
rhythm section behind Pepper's 
alto solo on ‘‘What Am I Here 
For?’’). But for the most part, 
Farmer inspires cohesiveness, 
particularly in the empathetic 
flow of solos and traded choruses 
on “Downwind” and the mellow 
duet with pianist Hawes on ‘‘My 
Funny Valentine.” 


Crawl Space is a more stylish 
and far les rding album. 
Having serra a featured 
players and writers to bigger 
labels, producer Creed Taylor has 
once again found new bodies to 
fill the same barren slots. This is 
more of a company date than a 
personal ‘statement for Farmer, 
though he remains surprisingly 
engaged despite the echo, 
mechanical multi-track funk and 
two patchwork trifles passed off 
as compositions by Dave Grusin. 
Farmer’s warm flugelhorn is 
paired with Jeremy Steig’s flute, 
which vacillates between the 
grating and the merely predict- 
able. The rhythm is courtesy of 
Grusin, Eric Gale, Will Lee and 
Steve Gadd, a reliable but bland 
foursome. Fortunately, the ‘clos- 
ing ‘Petite Belle,’ a Farmer 
melody as charming as any of his 
solos, offers a reprieve of sorts 
which Steig and even Grusin ac- 
cept.

Every artist 


is an exile 


Making protest explicit 


by Kenneth Baker 


I may be that any artist whose life and 
work conflict with the social reality 
around him or her has some inward sense 
of exile. Indeed, some experience of what 
Hannah Arendt called ‘inner emigra- 
tion’ is probably common to every 
thoughtful person in recent decades. For 
questioning deeply what happens to you 
as an individual inevitably leads to ques- 
tioning, among other things, the legi- 
timacy of every form of government. It is 
no accident that bourgeois opinion has 
for more than a century blurred the dis- 
tinctions among artists, criminals and 
madmen. Serious artists do not define the 
legitimacy of what they do according to 
criteria set by governments or corpor- 
ations, nor even by the criterion of their 
work’s effect on a social reality main- 
tained ultimately by force. 

In America (where a recent poll ap- 
parently showed public confidence in 
inistitutions at a 15-year high), we do not 
confront the fact that our social order is 
maintained by force unless we have the 
nerve really to challenge it. The Boston 
Visual Artist’s Union Gallery is cur- 
rently showing work by artists who have 
confronted that fact and have paid the 
price of literal exile from their homeland. 
‘Artists in Exile’ brings together work 
by a number of Latin American artists, 
most of them Chileans, and by one 
American military deserter. 

I had a taste of exile in 1968, when I 
went to Vancouver to live, anticipating 
having to flee the country to avoid the 
draft. The difficulties of establishing a 
life in a foreign city — even one as 
scarcely foreign as Vancouver — proved 
more daunting to me than the prospect of 
dealing directly with the Army. Van- 
couver is an extraordinarily picturesque 
city and even a hospitable one, as cities 
go, but the scant prospects it offered me 
and the loneliness of my situation drove

me back to face the draft. Unlike some of 
the artists in the BVAU show, I was not 
hounded out of the country or tortured 
for my opinions before escaping. I had 
the luxury of trying out exile and finally 
choosing to take other, more manageable 
chances instead. (And in the end, after 
some harrowing moments, I did elude the 
draft.) Exile has been somewhat roman- 
ticized in modern literature and anec- 
dote, but I can attest that it is a bleak and 
demoralizing condition. But in a sense, by 
fleeing a hostile state to reside in ano- 
ther, simply indifferent, state, the exile 
lives out the truth of our social condi- 
tion. The exile learns from experience 
that there is no escaping the state, and 
that hospitality, help and humanity can 
be offered only by willing individuals. 


I he visual themes pervading ‘Ar- 
tists in Exile’ are those of bloodshed, 
armed conflict and human frailty. One of

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the most effective works in the show is 
“Ontario Wildlife — Highway Series A” 
by Tobey Anderson, the American de- 
serter. It’s an array of snapshots, most of 
them in color, showing the remains of 
animals and birds mashed on pavements 
by passing vehicles. Anderson found in 
the randomly slaughtered creatures a 
powerful image of society's violence 
towards nature. If you look at the piece 
for long you will also feel a strange 
identification with the dead animals. The 
human thoughtlessness they signify sug- 
gests that it might just as well be you 
there, with your skull pressed into the tar, 
for all the difference it would make to the 
forces that structure our social reality. 
There is in Anderson's piece a remini- 
scence of the ancient art of haruspexion 
— the art of reading the entrails of ani- 
mals for clues to the future course of 
events. Like the haruspex, Anderson sees 
the character of social reality written in 
the guts of its sacrificial victims. 
Among the most visually powerful 
works in the exhibit are Roberto Matta 
Echuarren’s images of armed conflict. | 
say ‘‘images,’’ but they are not so clear- 
cut as that. The most famous artist in the 
show, Matta has been widely known as a 
Surrealist for decades. His prints oppose 
a graphic tangle on one side of the page to 
a graphic tangle on the other. On one side 
there seem to be guns and helmets, and 
on the other, bare heads and fists, or 
pikes and scythes. Figures are reduced to 
ciphers, to symbols of themselves, and 
the whole clot is like an ideogram for 
bloodshed and the brutality of repres- 
sion. Matta’s graphic skill here is a matter 
of restraint, of putting into the work a 
maximum of energy and suggestiveness 


with a minimum of visual definition. 

The drawings of Jose Balmes use a 
similar manner to keep their subject 
matter vague. It doesn’t matter that only a 
couple of hands and heads are clearly de- 
fined — somehow his political feeling 
comes across. In visual terms, I favor 
inexplicit work such as Balmes’s and 
Matta’s. Art that protests has a tendency 
to look easy because our assumption is 
that all significant art today implicitly 
protests the cultural conditions under 
which it is made. That all art is tacit pro- 
test is an assumption shared even by the 
authoritarians who drove the artists 
represented here into exile. The formal 
problem that Balmes and Matta resolve, 
perhaps inadvertently, is how to make 
explicit the protest implicit in art, yet not 
make art that is nothing but protest. Art 
that can be simply reduced to protest is, 
in America at least, easily dismissed. 

To appreciate the works in this show, 
you have to imagine people taking art 
more seriously than we are used to its 
being taken in America. We are accus- 
tomed to the idea of art as a form of pro- 
test, but not to the idea that the protest 
might be taken seriously enough to pro- 
voke state repression. If you are inter- 
ested in imagining this possibility, you 
will want to see “Artists in Exile.’ You 
will also want to see the small collection 
of documents pertaining to the downfall 
of the Allende regime on view concur- 
rently in the lobby of Boston City Hall. 
The striking thing about these docu- 
ments is that they transcend the hypo- 
crisy of their display in a government 
building and set an emotional tone 
consistent with the artists’ works. (These 
shows continue through June 11.) @

is an excellent thing, but if we are to give 
everything its due, twice two makes five 
is sometimes a very charming thing too.”’ 
The difference between photographs of 
impeccable quality and other, equally 
skillful prints which surpass their self- 
imposed, confining formulas reminds me 
of Dostoevsky’s words above. 

Technically speaking, John Messina’s 
nearly 60 black-and-white prints at the 
MIT Creative Photography Gallery 
through May 25 give a precise definition 
of the suburban landscape. His work 
carefully records anonymous streets, 
lawns manicured and weedy, white stuc- 
co facades, random developments, and 
nets of telephone wires suspended over 
pavement — not to mention hydrants, 
sans dogs. Devoid of people, pets or mov- 
ing cars, these photographs expose su- 
burbia at its most sterile; the milieu is 
monotonous and inert. No singular 
images stand out, since Messina’s uni- 
form contrast, scale and approach neu- 
tralize the group, as if its subject were just 
one suburban block. What little variety 
exists only adds to the banality: the im- 
age of a pedestaled Madonna in an un- 
kempt yard, a bow window bedecked 
with figurines which protrudes over 
cropped hedges. Messina has astutely iso- 
lated and documented the redundant fea- 
tures we associate with a particular en- 
vironment. Unfortunately, his technical 
expertise doesn’t reveal anything we 
don’t already know. 

Mark Orlove, Abe Frajndlich and Ar- 
thur Tress, all competent practitioners in 
black-and-white, override technique to 
stimulate the imagination. Of the three, 
Orlove is the most realistic. His 26 images 
at the Carl Siembab Gallery through May 
27 involve geometric designs, some 
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created by subjects as simple as a wind- 
ing staircase, others by kaleidoscopic 
views or photo-collage, and still others by 
prisms, mirrors and various glass sur- 
faces. He singles out intriguing patterns 
that are easily recognizable — a rooftop 
arrangement of pyramid-shaped sky- 
lights, for instance — and occasionally 
fabricates original designs that aren't 
identifiable. The exhibit’s strength lies in 
its preservation of sensuous information 
amid the rigidity of shapes and patterns. 
The gradually curving steps offset the 
staircase’s bulky stone structure, just as 
elsewhere a glass building's sleekness al- 
leviates its mammoth proportions. Or- 
love imbues even immovable objects with 
a fluid grace. 


B... Frajndlich and Tress are more 
visionary, yet their work, which shares a 
room at the Addison Gallery (Phillips 
Academy, Andover) through May 29, 
doesn’t mesh as well as one would ex- 
pect. Frajndlich’s prints overwhelm 
Tress’s, not only because the former oc- 
cupy three of the four walls, but mainly 
because of Frajndlich’s piercing subject, 
the late photographer, Minor White. 
Frajndlich’s 26 portraits, part of a larger 
series entitled “Lives I’ve Never Lived,” 
are moving due to their premonition of 
White’s death, which occurred last June 
not many months after these pictures 
were taken. Indeed, White, with his 
snow-white hair and bony frame, as- 
sumes many different roles as though he 
had popped down from heaven for the 
sport of it. There is both a hellish and an 
angelic lilt to his performances. Crowned 
with a captain’s cap, he approximates 
Ahab; in a seaman’s cap, he’s Coler- 
idge’s Mariner. Clad in black tights, he

suggests a whirling dervish or devilish 
sprite. Suited in a leather jacket, a “Ball 
Busters” T-shirt and shades, he’s right 
out of the Bowery. Applying white pow- 
der to his already pallid visage, he’s 
reminiscent of a deathly clown. At the 
start of the sequence, a blurred double ex- 
posure of White's face resembles a death 
mask, and the underdeveloped image of 
him reclining nude, like an angel lolling 
on a cloud, with a sign, ‘Lives I’ve Never 
Lived,” propped against him, comes as a 
final, ephemeral statement. Much of the 
humor in this series hides a poignant ex- 
pectancy. 

While White was a strong personality 
and, through no fault of Frajndlich’s, 
overshadows the photographer in these 
portraits, there exists in Tress’s work 
every evidence of the photographer set- 
ting the scene. One can’t help but realize 
that the image of a boy caught under a gi- 
ant ball is a manipulated scene most like- 
ly conceived by Tress alone. In Frajnd- 
lich’s prints, on the other hand, it isn’t 
clear what sort of collaboration trans-

pired and how often White chose his own 
poses. And yet that the portraitist is ef- 
faced by the powers of the sitter is one of 
the finest things that can happen in por- 
traiture. By the same token, Tress’s work 
would be much less powerful if, as the 
manipulator of imaginary play, the 
photographer were never forgotten. But 
most often Tress disappears in his 
strange, somber episodes. The force of his 
dream-like, descriptive imagery often re- 
sembles Duane Michals’s work, but with- 
out words — the picture, for instance, of 
an older woman collapsed as if dead in a 
wheelbarrow and an _ expressionless 
younger woman facing her a few yards 
away. His realistic incongruities also re- 
call the work of Diane Arbus, as in the 
image of an old woman, sitting on a nar- 
row cot in a narrow room, face to face 
with a life-sized fake rooster. Dream-like 
description, realistic incongruities: be- 
tween the two, Tress has staked out his 
claim on the fanciful frontier that more 
and more image-makers are settling into 
after a few opened it up.
